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LOCAL ACTS

No. 7) (H. 64—Hankins 

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintended of Education for 
Lamar County, Alabama by the qualified electors thereof, to fix the term 
of office, to prescribe the duties and qualifications, to fix the salary and 
expense allowance, to outline the duties and powers, to provide for the 
filling of vacancies, to repeal all laws in conflict therewith and to fix the 
effective date of this act. 

Be tt Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That at the general election to be held in the State 
of Alabama during the month of November in the year 1944, and 
every four years thereafter, a County Superintendent of Education 
for Lamar County, Alabama shall be elected by the qualified voters 
of Lamar County. 

Section 2. The Superintendent elected in 1944 shall assume the 
duties of the office July 1, 1945, and shall hold office for a period 
of four years or until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 3. That only those persons shall be eligible for political 
party nomination or election to the office of County Superintendent 
of Education of Lamar County, Alabama who are qualified electors 
of said county, and who either have an Alabama certificate in 
administration and supervision based upon graduation in an ap¬ 
proved course from a standard college or university and proof of 
three years of successful teaching experience, or who meet the 
qualifications prescribed by general law for County Superintendents 
of Education and have held the position of County Superintendent 
of Education of Lamar County for two years or more prior to the 
passage and approval of this act. 

Section 4. That commencing July 1, 1945 the salary of the 
County Superintendent of Education of Lamar County shall be 
$3,000 per annum, and he shall be allowed for traveling expenses a 
sum set by the County Board of Education which shall not exceed 
$600 per annum. Said salary and expense shall be paid in the same 
way and manner as is provided by the general laws of the State 
of Alabama for the payment of County Superintendents of Educa¬ 
tion in the several counties of the State of Alabama. 

Section 5. That the County Superintendent of Education of 
Lamar County, Alabama shall be charged with the same duties, 
and shall exercise the same powers as are now provided by the 
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General School Law of the State of Alabama, or any amendments 
thereto. 

Section 6. That in the event the office of County Superintend¬ 
ent of Education of Lamar County, Alabama becomes vacant for 
any cause, the County Board of Education of Lamar County shall 
appoint a person to serve the unexpired term. 

Section 7. That if any clause, sentence, paragraph, section or 
part of this act shall, for any reason, be declared unconstitutional 
by any court of competent jurisdiction it shall not affect the validity 
or constitutionality of any remaining sentence, clause, paragraph, 
section or part of this act. 

Section 8. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this act, in so far as they relate to Lamar County, be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 9. This act shall become effective July 1, 1943.

AN ACT 

To further regulate the County Court of Marion County, Alabama; to define 
its jurisdiction and powers; to provide for a judge of said Court and for 
his election, and to prescribe his term of office, powers, jurisdiction, 
duties and compensation; to make said Court a court of record, and to 
provide that said Court shall be open at all times for the trial of cases 
and the transaction of business; and to prescribe rules and procedure 
for said Court. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Judge of the County Court of Marion County, 
Alabama, shall be a person learned in the law who has been ad¬ 
mitted to practice law in the State of Alabama, and he shall be a 
qualified elector of said County. 

Section 2. The present Judge of said County Court shall con¬ 
tinue to be the Judge of said County Court until the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, and until his successor 
is elected and qualified. At the general election in 1946, and every 
six years thereafter, the Judge of said County Court shall be elected 
by the qualified voters of Marion County, and the Judge so elected 
shall hold office for the term of six years from the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January next after his election, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. The Judge of said 
County Court before entering upon the duties of said office shall 
take the oath required by law to be taken by Judges of the Circuit 
Courts of Alabama. He shall receive a salary of One Hundred 
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Fifty Dollars ($150.00), per month, to be paid as a preferred claim 
out of the general fund of said County. 

Section 3. The Judge of said County Court shall not practice 
as an attorney in any court of the State or of the United States. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Judge of said Court to 
remain on duty at the County Seat at all times for the convenience 
of and transaction of business for the public. For the convenience 
of the public it is expressly required by this Act that the Judge of 
said County Court shall during his term of office at all times have 
his permanent residence at, and live at, the County Seat of Marion 
County. Failure to comply with this section shall constitute a 
vacation of his office. 

Section 5. The Judge of said County Court shall call the docket 
for the trial of criminal cases in said Court on Monday of each 
week, and he shall call the docket for the trial of civil cases in said 
Court on Tuesday of each week, except when the Circuit Court of 
said County is in session. 

Section 6. In addition to the jurisdiction and powers already 
possessed, said County Court shall have County-wide and concur¬ 
rent jurisdiction with the justices of the peace in said County in 
all civil matters. And when exercising the jurisdiction of justices 
of the peace in civil proceedings the Judge of said County Court 
shall follow the same procedure as followed by justices of the peace, 
and he shall charge and collect the same fees and costs as are 
allowed justices of the peace in civil causes, all of which fees and 
costs shall be the property of Marion County, and all of which 
shall be paid by the Judge of the County Court at least once each 
month into the County Treasury of Marion County. The Sheriff 
of said County shall execute all processes, civil or criminal, arising 
in said Court, and shall receive fees therefor as provided by the 
general laws. Witnesses in attendance on the trial of civil cases in 
said Court shall receive the same pay as is allowed in courts of 
justice of the peace, to be paid in the same manner as witnesses in 
courts of justice of the peace are paid. 

Section 7. Right of appeal from judgments of said County 
Court shall be the same in civil cases as is now provided by law for 
appeals from judgments of justices of the peace; and the law 
relating to appeals and certioraris from courts of justices of the 
peace in civil matters shall apply to appeals and certioraris from 
said County Court. 

Section 8. The Judge of said County Court shall have jurisdic¬ 
tion in habeas corpus proceedings to the same extent that Probate 
Judges and justices of the peace now have; he shall have jurisdic¬ 
tion of bastardy proceedings and of matters involving the custody 
of children; he shall have the same power and authority to admit 
to bail that is by law conferred on Circuit Judges and Probate 



Judges; and he shall have the same powers and authority that are 
now, or may hereafter by law be, conferred on the Judges of the 
County Courts of this State. 

Section 9. All the jurisdiction, powers and duties now con¬ 
ferred or imposed upon Probate Courts of Alabama, or the judges 
thereof, respectively, by the several provisions of Chapter 7 of 
Title 13 of the 1940 Code of Alabama, or by any other law of the 
State relating generally to juvenile delinquents, probation officers, 
wards of the State and dependent children are hereby conferred 
and imposed upon the County Court of said County, or the Judge 
thereof, respectively, the same as they are now or may hereafter 
be conferred upon the several Probate Courts of Alabama, or the 
judges thereof, respectively. 

Section 10. All the jurisdiction, powers and duties now con¬ 
ferred or imposed upon the Probate Courts of Alabama or the 
judges thereof by the respective provisions of Article 3 of Chapter 4 
of Title 34 of the 1940 Code of Alabama, or by any law relating to 
the duties of a husband to his wife or by parents to their children, 
are hereby imposed upon the County Court of said County, or the 
Judge thereof, respectively; the same as they are now, or may 
hereafter be, conferred or imposed upon the Probate Courts of said 
State, or the Judges thereof, respectively. 

Section 11. Hereafter the Probate Court of Marion. County, 
Alabama, and the Judge thereof, shall be relieved of all jurisdiction, 
powers and duties which are by this Act conferred or imposed upon 
the County Court of said County, or the Judge thereof; and such 
jurisdiction, powers and duties shall not hereafter be performed by 
said Probate Court, or the Judge thereof. 

Section 12. Vacancies in the office of Judge of said Court shall 
be filled by appointment of the Governor for the unexpired term. 

Section 13. The Court of County Commissioners or other gov¬ 
erning body of said County shall provide the Judge of said County 
Court with all necessary dockets, stationery and supplies needed 
for transacting the business of the Court, together with an office 
in the Court House. 

Section 14. Said County Court shall be a court of record, but 
no papers or other process in civil proceedings shall be recorded 
by final record. Said Court shall be open at all times for the trans¬ 
action of business. 

Section 15. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 16. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To abolish the office of Deputy Solicitor of Marion County, and to create in 
lieu thereof the office^ of County Solicitor of Marion County; to provide 
for said County Solicitor and for his election; and prescribe his term of 
office, powers, duties, jurisdiction and compensation. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

• ® ec ** on 1* That the office of Deputy Solicitor of Marion County 
is hereby abolished, and there is hereby created in lieu thereof the 
office of County Solicitor of Marion County. The present Deputy 
Solicitor of Marion County is hereby made the County Solicitor 
of Marion County until the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January, 1947. At the general election in 1946, and every four 
years thereafter, the County Solicitor of Marion County shall be 
elected by the qualified voters of Marion County, and the County 
Solicitor so elected shall hold office for four years, commencing on 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next after 
his election, and until his successor is elected and qualified. The 
County Solicitor before entering upon the duties of said office shall 
take the same oath required by law to be taken by the Solicitors of 
the Circuit Courts of Alabama. The County Solicitor shall receive 
a salary of One Hundred Dollars, ($100.00), per month, to be paid 
as a preferred claim out of. the general fund of said County. 

Section 2. The County Solicitor shall be a person learned in 
the law who has been admitted to practice law in the State of 
Alabama, and a qualified elector of said County. 

Section 3. The County Solicitor shall have the duty of prose¬ 
cuting all criminal cases in County Court and shall assist the Cir¬ 
cuit Solicitor in prosecuting all appeals therefrom to the Circuit 
Court, and shall have all the powers of, and shall perform all other 
duties now or hereafter provided by general law for, Deputy 
Solicitors. 

Section 4. The County Solicitor shall not represent or defend 
as attorney any defendant in any criminal case in any court of the 
State of Alabama or of the United States. 

Section 5. For the convenience of the public it is expressly 
required by this Act that the County Solicitor shall during his term 
of office at all times have his permanent residence at, and live at, 
the County Seat of Marion County. Failure to comply with this 
section shall constitute a vacation of his office. 

Section 6. Vacancies in the office of County Solicitor shall be 
filled by appointment of the Governor for the unexpired term. 

Section 7. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 
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Section 8. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To relieve the Tax Assessor of Mobile County, Alabama, from the duty of 
preparing a book of assessments, and in lieu thereof to arrange in alpha¬ 
betical order the original assessment lists and have same permanently 
bound and kept as a permanent record and prepare tax collector’s 
abstracts from such assessment lists. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Tax Assessor of Mobile County, Alabama, 
shall not be required to prepare a book of assessments, but in lieu 
thereof shall be required to arrange in alphabetical order original 
assessment lists and cause the same to be permanently bound and 
such assessment lists when bound shall constitute the book of 
assessments to all intents and purposes. Such assessment lists when 
bound shall be preserved permanently as a matter of record and 
the collector's abstracts shall be prepared direct from the assess¬ 
ment lists. 

Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws that conflict with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this Act shall be effective on its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 55 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 55 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940, be and it is hereby amended so as to read as follows: S. 55. 
APPOINTMENT OF JUDGE; TERM; SALARYThere shall be 
a Judge of said juvenile court whose term of office shall be for three 
years from the date of his appointment and until his successor is ap¬ 
pointed and qualified, which successor shall be appointed by the juvenile 
court commission of said county. Said Judge shall have been a citizen of 
the state and the county for at least five years before his appointment, 
shall be learned in the law, and shall not be less than twenty-five years of 
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age. He shall be a person of high moral character, clean life, and shall 
be selected for his special fitness by training, education and experience, 
to deal with the problems of dependent, neglected and delinquent chil¬ 
dren. The salary of said Judge shall be Thirty-three hundred dollars 
per year, payable in twelve equal monthly installments out of the gen¬ 
eral funds of the county. The Judge of said Court shall have au¬ 
thority where not otherwise provided for by law to fix the character and 
form of the records of the court. He may practice law insofar as it 
does not interfere with his duties as a Judge, but not in any case or 
matter that arose in said Juvenile Court. 

Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this Act shall go into effect upon enactment.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Tax Assessor and Tax Collector of Russell County, Ala¬ 
bama, to each appoint a deputy tax assessor and Tax Collector; and to 
fix the salary of such deputy tax collector of Russell County, Alabama and 
deputy tax assessor of Russell County, Alabama and to provide the 
method of appointment of such deputy tax assessor and deputy tax col¬ 
lector and to provide the method of payment of their salary and to require 
a bond of such deputy tax assessor and deputy collector. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Tax Assessor and Tax Collector of Russell 
County, Alabama, be, and they are hereby authorized to appoint a 
deputy tax assessor and a deputy tax collector. 

Section 2. That the salary of such deputy tax assessor and 
deputy tax collector shall be fixed by the County Commission of 
Russell County, Alabama and it shall not be less than $600.00 and 
not more than $1,080.00 per annuam which said salary shall be paid 
by the said County Commission in twelve monthly installments. 

Section 3. Such deputy tax assessor and deputy tax collector 
shall hold office at the pleasure of such tax assessor and tax col¬ 
lector and each shall enter into bond in the sum of $1,000.00 in the 
same manner the tax assessor and tax collector are required to give 
bond and each shall be subject to the same restrictions as the tax 
assessor and tax collector are subject to and each shall perform 
the duties of Tax Assessor and Tax Collector. 

Section 4. Should any section, clause or provision of this act be 
declared unconstitutional the same shall not affect the remaining 
sections, clauses or provisions of this act. 
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Section 5. All laws and parts of laws, General or Local in con¬ 
flict with this act be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Section 6. This act shall take effect immediately upon its pas¬ 
sage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To require the County Commission of Russell County, Alabama, to remove 
all records of the Circuit Clerk, the Sheriff, Tax Assessor, Tax Collector 
and Judge of Probate from the Branch Courthouse at Seale, Alabama to 
the Courthouse at Phenix City, Alabama, and to provide for all functions 
of County Government to be held at Phenix City, Russell County, Ala¬ 
bama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the County Commission of Russell County, 
Alabama, shall on, and after the passage and approval of this Act 
remove all of the records of the Circuit Clerk and Register, all the 
records of the Tax Assessor and Tax Collector and all the records 
of the Sheriff and all the records of the Judge of Probate from the 
Branch Courthouse at Seale, Alabama, to the Courthouse at Phenix 
City, Russell County, Alabama. 

Section 2. All acts relating to the performance of County Gov¬ 
ernment for Russell County, Alabama, by the County Officers of 
said Russell County, Alabama, including the holding of all Courts 
for said County, including the Circuit Court, shall be done, per¬ 
formed and held at Phenix City, Russell County, Alabama. 

Section 3. Should any clause, Section or Provision of this act be 
declared unconstitutional, the same shall not affect the remaining 
clauses, sections or provisions thereof. 

Section 4. That all laws and parts of laws, in conflict with the 
provisions of this act be and the same are hereby expressly re¬ 
pealed. 

Section 5. This act shall go into effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 


To Repeal An Act Entitled “An Act to establish an additional or branch 
court house at Phenix City, in Russell County, Alabama; to divide the 
county into Northern and Southern division for such circuit court and to 
fix the boundary line between the two; To provide for the manner and 
form of the process for causes to be heard in the different divisions; to 
require certain officers of the county to keep an office at such branch 
court house; to fix the duties and compensation for such officers; to 
provide for grand and petit juries; to fix the jurisdiction and venue of 
each division of both civil and criminal cases and to provide for the re¬ 
moval of such cases from one division to the other; to provide for the 
method of appeal from inferior courts to the respective divisions of the 
Circuit Court; to fix requirements as to the confinement of prisoners in 
the county^ jail; to provide^ for the jury and non-jury terms of circuit 
court in said divisions; to fix the method of determining said terms; To 
provide for regular and special meetings of the Board of Revenue of 
said County in each division; to declare and fix the duties of the Judge 
of Probate with reference to said branch office and the two divisions; to 
provide for the penalty for failure to comply with his duty and to fix 
compensation therefor; to provide for the holding of county court in each 
division and the jurisdiction of cases as to the said divisions; to provide 
for the appointment of a deputy clerk and fix his compensation; to require 
Phoenix City, in Russell County, Alabama, to furnish quarters for the 
said county officers, safekeeping of the records thereof and for the 
furnishing of said offices with furniture, fixtures, equipment, etc; To 
provide for the furnishing of books and stationery by the County; to fix 
the method and time by which said Act shall be and be declared to be 
operate and effective, and the time within which the first term of the cir¬ 
cuit court shall be held in said Northern division; to fix the duties and 
provide the compensation of the tax collector and tax assessor with ref¬ 
erence to said branch or additional court house and division.” Approved 
August 11, 1927. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That, that certain act entitled: “An Act to estab¬ 
lish an additional or branch court house at Phenix City, in Russell 
County, Alabama, to divide the county into Northern and Southern 
divisions for such circuit court and to fix the boundary line between 
the two; To provide for the manner and form of the process of 
causes to be heard in the different divisions; to require certain offi¬

No. 22) (H. 9—Carnley 

AN ACT 

To provide for the payment of witnesses before the grand juries, and state 
witnesses in all criminal cases, and the fees and commissions of the 
sheriff and clerk of the circuit court of Coffee County, Alabama, in all 
criminal cases where the state fails to convict, out of the general fund of 
said county. 

Section 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA, that from and after the passage of this act, the fees 
of all witnesses before the grand jury, and all state witnesses before 
the grand jury, and all state witnesses before the court in criminal 
cases where the state fails to convict, and the fees and commissions 
of the sheriff and clerk of the circuit court for Coffee County, Ala¬ 
bama, in all criminal cases where the state fails to convict, shall be 
paid out of the general fund of said county. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Chairman of the com¬ 
missioners court of said county, or body of like jurisdiction, on 
presentation of certificates of attendance as witnesses before the 
grand jury, or as state witnesses in criminal cases in which the state 
fails to convict, to draw a warrant against the general fund of 
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said county for the amount of such certificate, and the same shall 
be paid out of the general fund of said County. 

Section 3. After the adjournment of each term of the circuit 
court the sheriff of said county, and the clerk of the circuit court 
of said county, shall file with the court of county commissioners, or 
body of like jurisdiction, in said county, a statement of all criminal 
cases finally disposed of, wherein the state failed to convict, show¬ 
ing the items of costs due them according to the provisions of this 
act, the names of the defendants and the charge against such de¬ 
fendants, which statement shall be sworn to before some officer 
authorized to administer oaths by the officer filing such statement. 
If said commissioners court finds such statement to be correct, they 
shall make and enter of record an order that the chairman of the 
commissioners court draw a warrant in favor of such sheriff or 
clerk against the general fund of said county, which warrant shall 
be paid out of the general fund of said county. 

Section 4. The court of county commissioners of said county, 
or body of like jurisdiction, shall keep a separate warrant record 
book in which shall be entered a registration of all warrants drawn 
under the provisions of this act against the general fund of said 
county, which registration shall show the amount of such warrants 
and for what purposes, and to whom issued. 

Section 5. For the purpose of ascertaining the amount or claim 
to be paid to witnesses or officers as herein provided, the judge of 
the circuit court of said county may, on motion made, re-tax any 
or all costs in criminal cases, and no such claim shall be paid in 
any case where a motion to re-tax costs is pending, until such mo¬ 
tion is finally disposed of, and in accordance with the ruling on said 
motion. 

Section 6. All laws, general or local, in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this act are hereby repealed.

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No. 23) (H. 140—McDonald 

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Coosa County, Alabama, by the qualified voters of said County; to pro¬ 
vide the duties and fix the term of office and compensation and qualifica¬ 
tions of such officer, and to provide for the selection and expenses of 
clerical help for said office and other expenses incident thereto. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. At the general election for the year 1944, and every 
four years thereafter, there shall be elected a County Superintendent 
of Education for Coosa County, Alabama, by the qualified voters 
of said county, who shall hold office for a term of four years from 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next after 
his election, and until a successor is elected and qualified.. 

Section 2. Candidates for the office of County Superintendent 
of Education for Coosa County shall be nominated as candidates 
for other county offices of Coosa County, Alabama, under the 
general laws of the State of Alabama. 

Section 3. Said county superintendent of education must be a 
qualified elector of Coosa County, Alabama, and possess all the 
other qualifications required under the general laws of this State for 
county superintendents of education; and said superintendent of 
education shall perform and discharge all the duties of county su¬ 
perintendents of education under the general laws of this State; 
provided that if there be a vacancy in the office from any cause 
whatsoever, the County Board of Education of said county is au¬ 
thorized to fill such vacancy as is provided by the general law of 
this State. 

Section 4. The said county superintendent of education shall 
devote his entire time to the discharge of his duties as superin¬ 
tendent of education and shall receive as compensation not ex¬ 
ceeding three thousand dollars ($3000) per annum, to be determined 
by the Board of Education of said county, and shall be paid at the 
time and in the manner now or hereafter provided by the general 
laws of the State of Alabama for the payment of salaries of superin¬ 
tendents of education.

To authorize the Road and Bridge Commissioner of Cullman County, Ala¬ 
bama, to levy and collect a privilege tax on all persons, corporations, co¬ 
partnerships, companies, agencies, associations, and refiners selling, de¬ 
livering, withdrawing from storage or keeping in storage for sale or 
delivery in such county, gasoline, naptha, and other liquid motor fuels 
or any devices or substitutes therefor, commonly used in internal com¬ 
bustion engines, but not including “kersone oil”, “fuel oil”, or “crude oil” 
commonly used for lighting, heating or industrial purposes, not to exceed 
one cent per gallon; to authorize said Road and Bridge Commissioner of 
said county, to provide the necessary rules and regulations and machinery 
for the collection of said privilege tax; to make provisions for the distri¬

the money derived from said privilege tax and to provide penalties for the 
violation of such rules and regulations; to repeal all laws and parts of 
laws, general or special, in conflict with this act and to provide when this 
Act shall become effective. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Road and Bridge Commissioner of Cull¬ 
man County, Alabama, may for the purpose of constructing and 
maintaining public roads, streets, bridges and ferries in Cullman 
County, Alabama, levy and collect a privilege tax of not more than 
one cent per gallon on all gasoline, naptha, and other liquid motor 
fuels or any device or substitute therefor, commonly used in in¬ 
ternal combustion engines provided, however, that nothing con¬ 
tained herein, shall be held to apply to those products known com¬ 
mercially as “kerosene oil”, “fuel oil”, or “crude oil” commonly 
used for lighting, heating or industrial purposes, sold or delivered 
in said County, for the privilege of selling or delivering same.

Section 4. After the passage and approval of this Act, it shall 
be unlawful for any incorporated city or town in said Cullman 
County, Alabama, to levy or collect a privilege license or excise tax 
on said motor fuels, or upon the business of selling, delivering, 
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withdrawing from storage, or keeping in storage, such motor fuels, 
on a quantity basis, provided, however, this shall not apply to the 
ordinary license to do business in the municipalities. All municipal 
privilege, excise and or license taxes on gasoline, Woco-Pep, or any 
other motor fuel used by self propelled vehicles now being levied or 
collected by any incorporated city or town in said county are hereby 
expressly repealed. 

Section 5. That all such privilege taxes to be levied or im¬

Section 1. Whenever a defendant is indicted in the Circuit 
Court of Escambia County, Alabama for a capital offense and is 
unable to employ counsel and the court shall appoint counsel for 
him as required by the general laws of this state, such counsel 
shall be compensated for his services and expenses in representing 
the defendant in an amount not less than fifty dollars ($50.00) and 
not more than one hundred fifty dollars ($150.00), to be fixed and 
certified by the trial judge as hereinafter provided, payment for 
the same to be made from the general fund of the county upon the 
completion of the trial of the defendant in the Circuit Court. If 
more than one person shall be appointed counsel, the compensation 
prescribed hereby shall be divided between said persons or may be 
paid to them jointly. 

Section 2 . Upon the completion of a trial in said Circuit Court 
of an indigent defendant for whom the court has appointed counsel 
as required by law, the trial judge shall forthwith make an file with 
the court of County Commissioners of said county his certificate 
showing that said appointment was made, that counsel appointed 
have discharged their duties under said appointment, and fixing 
the amount of a reasonable fee to be paid to said counsel within the 
limits herein fixed, upon receipt of which said certificate the court 
of County Commissioners shall allow and pay said compensation as 
certified by the trial judge, payment to be made from the general 
fund of the county.

To provide that commencing on October 1, 1943, the Judge of Probate of 
Morgan County, Alabama, shall be compensated by a salary of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5000.00) per annum, in lieu of all other compensa¬ 
tion; to require that said Judge of Probate collect all fees, commissions, 
costs, percentages, allowances and other items allowed to or provided for 
a judge of probate by the general laws of this state then and thereafter 
in force, except as otherwise provided by local act applicable to Morgan 
County, and that he pay the same into the county treasury; ana to 
provide a penalty for failure to do so; to provide for the furnishing of 
equipment, supplies and clerical assistance to said Judge of Probate, and 
the duties of and compensation of said assistants and the manner of the 
payment of the same and of said salary; to provide for the performance 
of certain duties by the Board of Revenue and Control of said county 
and the Chairman thereof made necessary by the placing of said office 
on a salary basis; and to provide for the repeal of all laws in conflict with 
this act, and the effective date of this act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. Commencing on the first day of October, 1943, the Judge 
of Probate of Morgan County, Alabama, shall receive an annual 
salary of Five Thousand Dollars. Said salary shall be in lieu of all 
other compensation, commissions, allowances, fees, costs, per¬ 
centages and emoluments to said officer, except as herein otherwise 
provided. 

2. On and after October 1, 1943, said Judge of Probate shall 
collect all moneys, fees, compensation, commissions, allowances, 
costs, percentages, emoluments and other items allowed to and 
provided for a judge of probate by the general laws of Alabama 
then and thereafter in force, except as otherwise provided by local 
act applicable to Morgan County, and shall pay the same to the 
Chairman of the Board of Revenue and Control of Morgan County, 
who shall promptly deposit the same in the general fund of said 
county. All such money collected during one calendar month shall 
be paid to said Chairman of said Board on or before the tenth day of 
the following month. 

3. For failure to pay and money herein required to be paid to the 
county within the time herein fixed, the said Judge of Probate 
shall be subject to a penalty of five per centum of the amount un¬ 
lawfully withheld by him for each month the same is unlawfully 
withheld, said penalty to be recovered by Morgan County and cov¬ 
ered into the general fund of the county. 

4. The Board of Revenue and Control of Morgan County, Ala¬ 
bama, or other like governing body of said county, shall provide 
said Judge of Probate with the necessary books, records, equip¬ 
ment, furniture, fixtures, stationery, postage, and other supplies, 
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and with sufficient clerks and assistants, the said Judge of Pro¬ 
bate to have the authority to select and employ and discharge at 
will his clerks and assistants, and to fix their compensation, but the 
total compensation of said clerks and assistants shall not exceed the 
sum of Eight Thousand Four Hundred ($8,400.00) Dollars per an¬ 
num, unless the Board of Revenue and Control, or other like gov¬ 
erning body of said county, upon written request of said Judge of 
Probate, allows a larger sum therefor, not to exceed the sum of 
Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars per annum in any event, and 
provided that said compensation shall not exceed the said rate of 
Eight Thousand Four Hundred ($8,400.00) Dollars per annum un¬ 
less used for the purpose of compensating at least five regularly 
employed clerks and assistants. Said Board of Revenue and Con¬ 
trol shall have authority to make an allowance for such compensa¬ 
tion and to raise and lower the same within said limits, and subject 
to the above provisions, from time to time as conditions and cir¬ 
cumstances may warrant. 

5. Said clerks and assistants shall, for the compensation herein 
allowed, and without further expense to Morgan County, perform 
all services with reference to preparing all lists of qualified electors 
required by law to be prepared by said judge of probate. 

6. The compensation of said Judge of Probate and of said 
clerks and assistants shall be paid by the Chairman of said Board 
of Revenue and Control out of the general fund of Morgan County 
in semi-monthly installments, as nearly equal as may be, on the 
first and fifteenth days of each month, the first of said installments 
to be paid on October 15, 1943. 

7. The compensation of each such clerk and assistant shall be 
paid upon the filing with the said Chairman of a written claim 
therefor, the correctness of which shall be verified by the oath of 
affirmation of the said Judge of Probate and of such clerk or as¬ 
sistant making said claim. 

8. Said Judge of Probate shall be liable for the payment of all 
fees, commissions, percentages, allowances, and other items which 
he shall be by law authorized to collect, whether collected by him 
or not, except costs in judicial proceedings in the Probate Court of 
Morgan County, the payment of which costs he shall be liable for 
only in the event he collects the same, subject to the provisions of 
the next section hereof. 

9. The said Judge of Probate shall by the first day of August 
in each year file with the Chairman of the Board of Revenue and 
Control of said county in triplicate a list of all costs in judicial pro¬ 
ceedings in said court which accrued and became payable on or 
before the first of June preceding the filing of said report and 
which he has not collected at the time of filing said list, which said 
list shall be termed “List of Insolvents” and shall contain the names 
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of all persons responsible for said costs, the amount for which each 
person is responsible, and the style and docket number of the pro¬ 
ceeding in which the same respectively accrued. The Chairman of 
said Board shall cause a copy of said “List of Insolvents” to be 
published one time in one or more newspapers of general circula¬ 
tion in said county, together with a notice to the effect that the said 
Judge of Probate has reported said costs as unpaid and that he can¬ 
not collect the same; said notice shall omit the style and number of 
the proceedings in which said costs accrued. It shall be the duty

fective dates of this act 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That section 2 of an Act to fix the compensation or 
salary to be paid to the Tax Collector of Morgan County, approved 
September 15, 1939, being Act No. 464 of the regular session of the 
Legislature of Alabama of 1939 (Local Acts 1939, page 278) be and 
the same is hereby amended so that it shall read as follows: “Sec¬ 
tion 2. That when this Act goes into effect said Tax Collector shall 
collect all charges, fees, percentages, and commissions allowed to 
or provided for a tax collector by the general laws of this state, 
and shall pay the same to the Chairman of the Board of Revenue 
and Control of Morgan County, Alabama, for the general fund of 
said county, at least as often as on the fifteenth day of the month 
following his collection of the same, and as much more often as the 
said Tax Collector may desire.” 

Section 2. That section 3 of said Act be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: “Section 3. The Board of

said additional annual allowance not to exceed the amount esti¬ 
mated by said Board to be the compensation or commissions which 
will accrue during said tax year on account of the collection by 
said Tax Collector of the taxes due to the City of Decatur.

That section 2 of an Act to fix the compensation or 
salary to be paid the Tax Assessor of Morgan County, which Act 
became a law on September 14, 1939, being Act No. 361 of the 
regular session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1939 (Local Acts, 
1939, page 248) be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

“Section 2. That when this act goes into effect the Tax Collec¬ 
tor of Morgan County shall pay to the Chairman of the Board of 
Revenue and Control of said county all charges, fees, commissions, 
percentages, and compensation allowed to or provided for a Tax 
Assessor by the general laws of Alabama, being the same which he 
would, but for this Act, pay to said Tax Assessor of Morgan County. 
The same shall be paid on or before the fifteenth day of the month 
following their collection, and shall be placed in the general fund 
of said county/' 

Section 2.. That section 3 of said Act be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: “Section 3. The Board of Reve¬ 
nue and Control, or like governing body, of Morgan County, Ala¬ 
bama, is required, authorized and empowered to provide sufficient 
equipment, clerks, deputies and other assistants to the said Tax 
Assessor, but the said Tax Assessor shall select such clerks, depu¬ 
ties and assistants and shall fix their compensation, but the com¬ 
bined salaries or compensation of said clerks, deputies and assistant 
selected by him shall not exceed Two Thousand Seven Hundred 
($2,700.00) Dollars, per annum. The said Tax Assessor shall have 
the right to discharge the said clerks, deputies, and assistants at 
will, as they shall serve only at his pleasure.

698-732), it shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue and Control 
of Morgan County, upon written request of said Tax Assessor, to 
make an annual allowance to said Tax Assessor for the compensa¬ 
tion of his clerks and assistants in addition to said sum of $2700.00 
per annum, said additional annual allowance not to exceed the 
amount estimated by said Board to be the compensation or com¬ 
missions which will accrue during said tax year on account of the 
assessment by said Tax Assessor of the property within the City of 
Decatur for taxes levied thereon by said City of Decatur.

To create, establish and regulate a Court of record in and for Elmore County, 
Alabama, to be known as and be called “Court of Common Pleas of 
Elmore County”; to provide and define the criminal and civil jurisdiction 
of said Court, and the terms thereof; to provide for the Judge and other 
officers of said Court, their powers, duties and compensation; to fix the 
term of office for such Judge, the manner and time of his selection and 
election; to provide for his successor in case of a vacancy; to fix the fees 
and costs in said Court; to provide for the creation of two divisions of 
said Court to be known and called “The Tallassee Division” and “The 
Wetumpka Division”; to provide for the holding of terms and sessions 
thereof of said divisions; to provide for the method and manner of insti¬ 
tuting civil and criminal proceedings therein, and the procedure therein; 
to provide for the rules of procedure for said Court and the operation 
thereof; to provide for and regulate appeals from said Court; to provide 
for the registration of Judgments rendered in and by said Court, and the 
effect thereof, and liens of its judgments, and the issuance of process 
thereon; to provide and designate the time and place at which each ses¬ 
sion of said Court in each division thereof shall be held; to provide fc>r 
an office of the Judge of said Court; to provide for the necessary office 
fixtures, stationery, stamps, telephone, lights, heat, and other necessary 
supplies for the Judge of this Court; to provide for the necessary office 

supplies for the Clerk of this Court; to provide for official bond of the 

Clerk of said Court and the payment of the premium thereon; to abolish 
the Inferior Court of Elmore County and the County Court of Elmore 
County; to provide for the transfer of all cases now pending in the 
Inferior Court of Elmore County together with the record of such pend¬ 
ing cases to the Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County and to 
authorize the issuance of process on, and control over the Judgments 
rendered by the said Inferior Court of Elmore County before the aboli¬ 
tion thereof; to repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in 

Elmore County, Alabama, a Court of record to be known as and 

called the “Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County”: which said 
Court shall have and exercise civil and criminal jurisdiction as 
hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. That said Court shall have civil jurisdiction in all 
civil matters of which justices of the peace of Elmore County have 
jurisdiction under the general laws of the State of Alabama, con¬ 
currently with the several justices of the peace in said County; and 
in addition thereto, the said court shall have jurisdiction, concur¬ 
rently with the Circuit Court of Elmore County, Alabama, of all 
matters, suits and actions at law which are in amount more than 
the jurisdiction of the justices of the peace, and less than the sum 
of $300.01, and when the value of the property sued for in a suit in 
detinue is less than $300.01, provided, however, that the said court 
shall not have and exercise civil jurisdiction of actions of libel, 
slander, assault and battery or ejectment or actions in the nature 
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of ejectment; and the said court shall have original jurisdiction, 
concurrent with the Circuit Court of Elmore County, Alabama, of 
all misdemeanors committed in Elmore County, Alabama; and it 
shall have preliminary jurisdiction of all felonies, concurrent with 
the several justices of the peace of said county, committed in 
Elmore County, Alabama. The jurisdiction, both civil and criminal, 
of the said Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County as herein¬ 
above provided, shall be coextensive with the county. 

Section 3. The Judge of said court shall have been a resident 
in and a qualified elector of Elmore County for at least two years 
at the time of his appointment or election, and shall reside in the 
said county during his continuance in office. He shall be at least 
25 years of age, and shall be learned in the law and admitted to the 
practice of law in this State. He shall not during his term of office 
act as attorney in any case or matter that has previously been in 
or is in this court, but may practice in all other matters and all 
other courts. This Act shall become a law and be in full force and 
effect immediately upon its passage and approval or its otherwise 
becoming a law, but it shall not affect the term of office of the 
present Judge of the Inferior Court of Elmore County or his suc¬ 
cessor in office, and he, or his successor shall be the Judge of the 
Court created by this Act, and the said present Judge of the said 
Inferior Court of Elmore County or his successor in office shall 
hold office as Judge of the court created and established herein until 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1945, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified as now required by law, 
or as provided in this Act, and shall perform the duties, and receive 
the compensation as herein provided for the Judge of this Court. 

Section 4. That the term of office of the Judge of this court, 
who shall be elected by the qualified electors of Elmore County, 
Alabama, at the general election for State and County officers in 
the year 1944 shall be for six years from the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January 1945, and every six years thereafter and 
until his successor is elected or appointed and qualified. Upon the 
passage and approval of this Act or its otherwise becoming a law, 
the Governor shall issue commission to the person who is Judge of 
the Inferior Court of Elmore County at the time this Act becomes 
a law, as Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County, 
as herein provided; and after the election of the Judge of this Court 
as herein provided the Governor shall likewise issue to him a com¬ 
mission, as such Judge. Before entering upon the duties of his 
office, the Judge of this Court shall take the oath of office in the 
form required by law to be taken by Judges of the Circuit Court of 
this State and he shall be removed from office for the same causes 
and in the same manner as is now or may be hereafter provided 
for removal of Circuit Judges. In the event of the vacancy caused 
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by the resignation, removal or death of said Judge, or for other 
causes, the Governor shall fill the same by appointment and the 
person so appointed shall hold office as provided for in Section 158 
of the Constitution of this State. In case the Judge of said Court 
shall be unable at any time to discharge the duties of his office by 
reason of sickness, disqualifications or other causes, the Judge shall 
make, or cause to be made by the Clerk thereof, an order, when the 
facts warrant it, setting forth the reasons of his inability to sit in 
said Court, and the said order shall be spread on the minutes of 
the Court. Thereupon the Clerk of this Court shall designate and 
appoint in writing, which appointment shall be spread on the min¬ 
utes of this Court, some practicing attorney of the County who is 
learned in the law, as Special Judge thereof, and the person so 
designated and appointed shall perform all of the duties and exer¬ 
cise all of the powers and authority of the Judge of this Court, and 
shall hold said office until the regular Judge thereof shall resume 
his duties; the said Special Judge shall receive for his compensation 
Five Dollars ($5.00) for each day he serves as such Judge of this 
Court payable in the same manner and from the same funds as 
the compensation of the regular Judge is paid. The regular Judge 
of this Court shall have authority to administer oaths, and take 
acknowledgments and affidavits in all cases, and to solemnize mar¬ 
riages the same as circuit Judges of this State. 

Section 5. The Judge of this Court shall receive a salary of 
Eighteen Hundred Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly 
installments out of the general fund of Elmore County, Alabama, 
upon the warrant of the Probate Judge of Emore County, Alabama, 
which he is hereby authorized and directed to issue monthly, and 
which warrants shall be a preferred claim against said general fund. 

Section 6. The Clerk of the Circuit Court of Elmore County, 
Alabama, shall act and be Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of 
Elmore County, hereby established, and he shall keep a civil and 
criminal docket of all cases brought before the said Court, and all 
of the minutes and records as are now required by law to be kept 
by Clerks of the Circuit Courts, and he shall have authority to issue 
all necessary summons and complaints as to all cases filed in said 
court, and all other civil and criminal process which Clerks of the 
Circuit Courts are now required or empowered by law to issue. He 
shall have authority to swear witnesses at the trial of all cases 
in said Court. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to tax and collect in 
each civil and criminal case in said Court of Common Pleas of 
Elmore County the same costs and fees for services of the Solicitor, 
the Clerk, the Sheriff and the witnesses as are now allowed by 
law to be taxed, charged and collected in the Circuit Court of this 
State, which he shall disburse as is now required of said fees in the 
Circuit Courts of Emore County, Alabama, except as may be here- 
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inafter provided. It shall also be his duty to collect, or receive from 
the Sheriff, all fines and forfeitures in said Court, which, together 
with the Solicitor’s fees taxed and collected in said Court, he shall 
pay into the fine and forfeiture fund of Elmore County, in the same 
manner as now provided for the disposition of such funds in the 
Circuit Court of Elmore County, Alabama. The Clerk shall tax in 
each civil case, except when the amount involved is less than 
$101.00, a trial fee of Two Dollars, and shall tax in all criminal 
cases a trial fee of Five Dollars, to be collected as all other costs are 
collected, and when collected, paid into and become a part of the 
general fund of the county. Witness fees taxed and collected in 
civil cases shall be retained by the Clerk and paid over to the wit¬ 
nesses entitled to the same, provided, however, that witnesses shall 
have the first five days after their attendance upon the court in any 
case therein pending, to prove their attendance and to be issued a 
witness certificate, and, failing therein, no costs shall be taxed on 
account of the said attendance of such witnesses; and provided 
further, that in case civil witness certificates are not presented to 
the Clerk for payment within 90 days after the payment of the 
costs in the cases in which the said certificates were issued, the 
said witness fee shall revert to the general fund of the county and 
shall be paid by said Clerk into the County Treasury for the use 
of the said fund, and the said Clerk shall pay over to the County 
Treasurer all such reverted fees in his hands on the first Monday 
in each month. State witness fees in criminal cases shall be taxed, 
collected, paid into and disbursed from the fine and forfeiture fund 
of Elmore County, Alabama. That each witness attending Court 
in civil cases shall be entitled to seventy-five cents per day and 
five cents per mile actually travelled by the most direct route in 
going to court and returning home, the said witness fees to be taxed 
as a part of the costs and to be collected and disposed of as herein 
provided. The said Clerk shall attend upon the sessions of said 
Court at such hours as are designated by the Judge thereof and 
shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed by the Judge 
of the said Court and by this act, either in person or by deputy. 
The said Clerk shall.issue certificates of judgments of said Court, 
in the same form as is now provided by law for issuance of certifi¬ 
cates of judgments from the Circuit Courts, for which he shall be 
allowed the same fees as are now allowed in the Circuit Courts. 
The owner of any judgment rendered by said Court may file in the 
office, of the Judge of Probate of any County in this State such 
certificate of judgment issued by the Clerk as hereinabove provided, 
under the same procedure and in the same manner as is now or may 
hereafter be provided for filing certificates of judgments rendered 
by the Circuit Courts of this State; and when so filed such judg¬ 
ments shall be a lien in the County where filed on all property of 
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the defendant which is subject to levy and sale under execution. 
The filing of such certificate of judgment shall be notice to all 
persons of the existence of the lien thereby created. Such lien shall 
continue for ten years from the date of such judgment and no in¬ 
solvency proceedings or declaration of insolvency shall affect or 
impair such lien, except bankruptcy proceedings instituted within 
four months after the filing of the certificate, provided by law. 
Execution may be issued at any time within ten years from the date 
of such judgment, whether execution has been previously issued 
or not. The Clerk of said court, before entering into the duties of 
his office, shall give bond in such penal sum as may be prescribed 
by the Court of County Commissioners of Elmore County, Ala 
bama, payable and conditioned as are official bonds required of 
Clerks of the Circuit Courts, to be taken and approved by the Judge 
of Probate of Elmore County, and recorded in the Probate Office 
of Elmore County, Alabama, and upon said bonds there shall be 
the same liabilities and remedies as upon bonds of the Clerks of 
the Circuit Court of this State. The premium on said bond or bonds 
shall be paid out of the general fund of the County. The Clerk 
shall receive the same fees and costs as are now allowed by law to 
Clerks of the Circuit Courts of this State, as his compensation. The 
Clerk shall receive a fee of One Dollar for each writ of arrest issued 
by him, to be taxed and collected as other costs are taxed and 
collected. 

Section 7. The Sheriff of Elmore County shall, in person, or 
by deputy, be required to attend upon the said court and to preserve 
order and execute all writs or process issued therefrom, and to per¬ 
form such other duties in all respects as he is required by law to 
perform in the Circuit Court of Elmore County; and for such serv¬ 
ices of attending said court the Sheriff shall receive the sum of 
Two Dollars per day payable out of the fine and forfeiture fund on 
warrant of the clerk of the said court; and for all services rendered 
by him, other than attendance upon the court hereinabove provided 
for, he shall receive the same costs and fees as are allowed by law 
for similar services performed and done in the Circuit Courts. 

Section 8. That the deputy Solicitor for Elmore County shall 
prosecute for the State all criminal cases in said court created by 
this act. The salary of the deputy Solicitor for Elmore County shall 
be the salary now provided, or which may hereafter be provided, 
by the general laws of this State for deputy Solicitors in counties 
where Circuit or County Court is held at more than one place in 
the County, to be paid out of the general fund of the county, in 
equal monthly installments on the warrant of the probate judge, 
which shall be a preferred claim against said general fund. 

Section 9. That there shall be a Tallassee Division and a 
Wetumpka Division of the said court, and the said Tallassee Divi- 
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sion shall include and be composed of the following beats or pre¬ 
cincts in Elmore County, viz: Precinct 1, precinct 2, precinct 3, 
precinct 4, precinct 13 and precinct 19; and the said Wetumpka 
Division shall include and be composed of the following precincts 
in Elmore County, viz: Precinct 5, precinct 6, precinct 7, precinct 
8, precinct 9, precinct 10, precinct 11, precinct 12, precinct 14, pre¬ 
cinct 15, precinct 16, precinct 17 and precinct 18. The sessions of 
the said court of the said Tallassee Division shall be held at some 
place in the Town of Tallassee or in the police jurisdiction thereof, 
and the sessions of the said court of the said Wetumpka Division 
shall be held at the Court House in the Town of Wetumpka. The 
said court, at the discretion of the Judge, shall be open any day 
during the week, except Sunday, for the trial of cases coming with¬ 
in the jurisdiction of said court. Provided, further, that on the first 
Monday of each month there shall be held a session of said court 
for the handling, trial and disposition of all cases therein pending, 
in the Wetumpka Division of Elmore County, Alabama, which 
shall continue as long as necessary to dispose of the docket; and 
that on the third Monday of each month there shall be held a ses¬ 
sion of said court for the handling, trial and disposition of all cases 
therein pending in the Tallassee Division of Elmore County, Ala¬ 
bama, which shall continue as long as necessary to dispose of the 
docket. But any session of said court in either of said divisions 
may be dispensed with, and continued, by the Judge, when, in the 
opinion and judgment of the Judge, the public good or public neces¬ 
sity requires the continuance of the same. Provided, further, that 
as to all civil and criminal actions of which the said court shall 
have jurisdiction, the venue of the acts shall be determined as if 
the two divisions of the county hereinabove provided for, each con¬ 
stituted a separate county, except that after any actions instituted 
in either division of the court, the Judge of the court shall have the 
power and authority to order the transfer or removal of any such 
action to the other division of the court for trial. All suits and 
actions on contract or in tort except as otherwise provided in this 
act must be brought in the division in which the defendant or one 
of them resides or in which the debt was created or cause of action 
arose. 

Section 10. That all prosecutions for misdemeanors may be 
instituted in said court by making affidavit before the Judge or the 
Clerk of the said court, the writ on said affidavit to be issued by the 
clerk; and that in all preliminary proceedings in prosecutions for 
felonies begun in said court, the same may be instituted by affidavit 
before the Judge or clerk, the writ thereon to be issued by the Judge 
or the Clerk. And when the defendant is arrested on affidavit and 
warrant charging a misdemeanor the said case shall go to the 
docket for trial and be tried as though the defendant had been in- 
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dieted by a Grand Jury, except as hereinafter provided, provided 
further, that the defendant shall not be put upon trial in any cause 
within five days of his arrest, except with his consent. The Judge 
of said Court shall have the right and authority to issue all proc¬ 
esses returnable into his court that are not especially provided to 
be issued by the clerk of said court, but he shall not prepare any 
summons and complaints, garnishments, detinue attachments, pa¬ 
pers or other right of processes issuing out of said court. All writs 
must be made returnable to the division of this court in which the 
alleged crime was committed. 

Section 11. That the Clerk of said court may appoint a Deputy 
or Deputies of said court, who shall hold office at the will of the 
clerk and receive such portion of the fees in this act provided for 
the Clerk as the Clerk of said court may designate. Any such Dep¬ 
uty so appointed by the Clerk shall have the right in the name of 
the Clerk to file papers and to do all things herein provided to be 
done by the Clerk except collect and disburse money. 

Section 12. That all criminal cases in said court shall be tried 
by the Judge thereof without a jury, and the accused shall not have 
the right to demand a trial by jury, but in all trials of criminal cases 
in said court, the Judge shall determine both the law and the facts 
without the intervention of a jury, and in cases of conviction the 
defendant shall have the right to appeal to the Circuit Court as pro¬ 
vided for in Section 326 of Title 13 of the Code of 1940, except that 
appeal bonds shall be approved by the Clerk of the court, and a 
jury trial may there be had on the demand of the defendant, made 
at the time of taking the appeal. 

Section 13. A party aggrieved or desiring to bring a charge of 
misdemeanor before this court may, upon applying to the Judge or 
Clerk for a warrant of arrest and upon making affidavit in writing 
that he has probable cause for believing and does believe, that an 
offense (designate the misdemeanor by name, or by some other 
phrase which in common parlance designates it) has been com¬ 
mitted on the person, or property, or as the case may be, of A. B. 
(naming the person injured, or as the case may be), then the 
Judge or Clerk of said court shall examine the affiant under oath, 
and other witnesses if he so desires, touching the offense charged in 
the affidavit, and if the Judge or Clerk has probable cause for be¬ 
lieving that the offense alleged in the affidavit has been committed 
he shall issue his warrant of arrest as hereinabove provided. When 
there is an objection to the validity or sufficiency of any affidavit, 
complaint or warrant pending in this court or when a defect ap¬ 
pears in any of same the Solicitor or other person prosecuting for 
the State, shall have the right to amend any or all the papers to 
which the objection is directed, or where such defect appears; or 
the Solicitor may instead" of amending the papers, make a brief 
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statement of the cause of complaint signed by him, which may be 
substantially in the form provided in Section 259 of Title 15 of the 
Code of 1940, and may be amended as herein provided. Thereupon 
the court shall proceed to try the case either upon the original 
papers, or the original as amended, or upon the statement or state¬ 
ments filed by the Solicitor or other person prosecuting for the 

Section 14. That all proceedings in said court as to judgment 
for fine and costs, confession of judgment and executions thereon, 
sentence to jail and/or hard labor for fines and costs, and as addi¬ 
tional punishment, bail, conditional judgments, forfeitures, judg¬ 
ments, final and alias warrants of arrest, shall be the same in said 
Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County as are now, or may 
hereafter be, provided for by law in the Circuit Courts; and con¬ 
ditional judgments may be set aside therein, reduced or made abso¬ 
lute, and the same orders and judgments may be made and taken 
in such matters as could be made or taken in the Circuit Courts; 
and the same procedure shall be followed, except as otherwise pro¬ 
vided by this Act. 

Section 15. The trial of all criminal appeals from this court in 
the Circuit Court shall be de novo, and without any indictment or 
presentment by the Grand Jury; but the Solicitor shall make a 
brief statement of the cause of complaint signed by him, in sub¬ 
stantially the form prescribed by Section 259 of Title 15 of the 
Code of 1940 or the trial may proceed upon the original affidavit or 
complaint; on the trial of such appeal the court shall be governed 
by the same rules as to evidence, practice, find of the jury and 
punishment as if the case had originated in that court. 

Section 16. That all general laws relating to misdemeanors, 
now in force or that may hereafter be enacted, shall apply to and 
extend to this court, unless the contrary be expressly provided or 
limited by said laws so enacted. 

Section 17. That in all civil actions in this court, the pleadings 
and process and the time for filing pleadings shall conform to and 
be governed by the statute and rules obtaining in the Circuit Court 
of Elmore County, Alabama, except the issuance, levy and collec¬ 
tion of executions from this Court shall be controlled by the laws 
now applicable to justice courts of this State. 

Section 18. That in all civil matters in this court the trial of 
the same shall in all respects be governed by the same rule of plead¬ 
ing, evidence, procedure and practice as now prevail or govern in 
the Circuit Courts of this State except as hereinafter provided. 
Provided that a party litigant after being served with statutory 
interrogatories shall be required to answer the same within thirty 
days, and upon his failure to do so shall be subject to the same 
pains and penalties as is now provided by law for failure to answer 
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interrogatories propounded in the. Circuit Court. And provided, 
further, that any party desiring to appeal from any judgment ren¬ 
dered in this Court, except from judgments for the possession of 
real estate, may give security for the cost of the appeal in the form 
of an appeal bond in an amount to be fixed and approved by the 
Clerk: provided that if the party appealing desires to have the 
judgment superseded, when the judgment is for the payment of 
money or for the recovery or possession of personal property he 
may do so by giving a supersedeas bond with good and sufficient 
security or surety in such an amount as herein provided payable to 
the adverse party and approved by the Clerk with the condition 
that if he fail in the appeal he will pay such judgment as the Cir¬ 
cuit Court may render in the premises and all such cost and dam¬ 
ages as any party aggrieved may sustain by reason of the wrongful 
appeal and suspension of the execution of the judgment, which said 
appeal bond and security or surety for Court cost and supersedeas 
bonds must be filed with and approved by the Clerk within ten 
days from the date of the rendition of said judgment; which said 
supersedeas bond shall be in an amount double the amount of the 
judgment and costs of Court, if a judgment for the payment of 
money; and in an amount double the value of the personal property 
recovered in the suit and court costs, if a judgment for the recovery 
of or possession of personal property. Provided further that any 
party desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this Court 
for the possession of real estate may do so and that said appeal 
shall be governed in all respects, including time allowed within 
which to take the appeal, amount and condition of appeal bond and 
in all other respects, by the general laws of this State relating to 
appeals in such cases from judgments of justice of the peace courts. 
Provided further that notice of all appeals in civil cases from this 
Court shall be given the adverse party in such manner and for such 
time as is prescribed by the general laws of this State relating to 
notice of appeals from judgments rendered in justice of the peace 
courts. 

Section 19. That all civil cases in this court shall be tried by 
the Judge of said court without the intervention of a jury, the Judge 
shall determine both the law and the facts, and either party shall 
have the right to appeal to the Circuit Court as hereinabove pro¬ 
vided, and on appeal either party may demand a trial by jury on the 
trial in said Circuit Court, and the trial in said Circuit Court shall 
be de novo. 

Section 20. That final judgments rendered in civil causes m 
such court shall after the expiration of ten days from their rendition 
be taken and deemed to have passed beyond the control of the court, 
as if such term of the court at which said judgments were rendered 
had ended, provided, however, that nothing herein contained shall 
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prevent the parties from filing a motion to vacate, set aside or 
modify such judgment or grant a new trial or rehearing within ten 
days or change or destroy the office of motion for a new trial or 
rehearing, when so made. Such motions shall be filed with the 
Clerk of such court and called to the attention of the court, and the 
court may thereupon hear said motion or make an order continuing 
such motion for hearing at a future day, which motion shall be 
heard and determined within thirty days from the date of rendering 
of said judgment. 

Section 21. The Judge of this court shall have the power to 
impose fines and sentence to hard labor upon convictions in mis¬ 
demeanor cases, and to punish for contempt by fine not to exceed 
$o0.00, and imprisonment in the County jail not to exceed five days, 
either or both, the same as Judges of the Circuit Courts of this 
State. 

Section 22. The Judge of said court shall keep an office in the 
Court House of said County, or in such other suitable place in 
Elmore County as the Court of County Commissioners may pro¬ 
vide ; and it shall be the duty of the said Court of County Com¬ 
missioners to provide such office for said Judge, and to furnish and 
supply the same with the necessary fixtures, stationery, stamps, 
telephone, lights, heat, and other necessary supplies for the Judge 
of this Court; and it shall be the duty of the said Court of County 
Commissioners and they are hereby directed and authorized to sup¬ 
ply the Clerk of the said court the necessary minute books, dockets, 
blank forms, record books and such other books, records and blank 
forms as are reasonably necessary to the dispatch of the business 
of this Court. 

Section 23. That the Inferior Court of Elmore County, be and 
the same is hereby abolished and the County Court of Elmore 
County be and the same hereby is also abolished. 

Section 24. That all cases and causes now pending in the 
Inferior Court of Elmore County, Alabama, together with the rec¬ 
ords, pertaining to such pending cases, be and the same are hereby 
transferred to the Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County, and 
the said Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County shall immedi¬ 
ately upon the passage and approval of this Act or its otherwise 
becoming a law assume complete jurisdiction over all of such 
pending cases, and shall have the same power and control over the 
same as if they had been originally filed in the Court of Common 
Pleas of Elmore County, and the Clerk of this Court shall enter on 
the appropriate dockets of this Court all cases now pending in the 
Inferior Court of Elmore County. And all judgments heretofore 
rendered by the Inferior Court of Elmore County shall be the same 
and shall have the same force and effect as if they had been ren¬ 
dered by the Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County, and said 
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Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County shall have the same 
power and control over same and shall issue executions thereon and 
all other appropriate processes thereon the same and as fully and 
completely as if such judgments had been originally rendered in the 
said Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County; all of such execu¬ 
tions and other processes issued on judgments heretofore rendered 
by said Inferior Court of Elmore County shall be issued by the 
Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County. 

Section 25. That if, for any reason, any section, clause or pro¬ 
vision of this Act, shall be declared to be invalid or unconstitutional 
it shall not be held to affect any other section, clause or provision, 
but the same shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 26. That all laws and parts of laws, whether local, gen¬ 
eral or special in so far as they conflict with the provisions of this 
Act be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 27. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming 
a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 15 of an Act entitled an Act “To establish in Precinct One 
in Madison County, Alabama, an Inferior Court in lieu of all Justices of 
the Peace and Notaries Public with the powers of a Justice of the Peace 
in the said Precinct, to be known as the Inferior Court of Huntsville, to 
define the jurisdiction and powers of said Court and the Judge thereof.” 
Approved April 4, 1911, as amended by an Act of the Legislature approved 
March 2, 1931, and as further amended by an Act of the Legislature 
approved January 8, 1937. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section One: That Section 15 of an Act entitled “An Act to 
establish in Precinct One in Madison County, Alabama, an Inferior 
Court in lieu of all Justices of the Peace and Notaries Public with 
the powers of a justice of the Peace in the said Precinct, to be 
known as the Inferior Court of Huntsville, to define the jurisdiction 
and powers of said Court and the Judge thereof.” Approved April 
4, 1911, as amended by an Act of the Legislature approved March 2, 
1931, and as further amended by an Act of the Legislature approved 
January 8, 1937, be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: Section 15. The Judge of said Court shall receive a 
salary of Eighteen Hundred ($1800.00) Dollars per annum, payable 
monthly upon warrant drawn upon the County Treasury of Madi¬ 
son County by the Chairman of the Board of County Commission- 
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ers of said County. The Clerk shall receive as compensation not 
more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per month out of the 
County Treasury of Madison County on certificate issued to the 
Clerk by the Judge of said Court once each month and presented to 
the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners of said County 
who shall thereupon issue a warrant in favor of said Clerk upon the 
County Treasury of said County therefor.

To amend Section 3 of an act entitled: An Act “To place the Sheriff of 
Mobile County, Alabama, on .a salary basis, and to provide the salary to 
be paid to such officer; to provide the date on which said officer shall 
be placed on a salary basis; to provide for the manner of payment of 
said salary of such officer out of the County Treasury of Mobile County, 
Alabama; to provide deputies, clerks, guards and other assistants for 
such officer and to provide the salaries and manner of payment of such 
salaries for such deputies, clerks, guards and other assistants; to provide 
for payment into the Treasury of Mobile County, Alabama, of all fees, 
fines and forfeitures collected by said officer; and to provide for the 
necessary equipment and supplies for said officer.” 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 3 of an Act entitled An Act “To place 
the Sheriff of Mobile County, Alabama, on a salary basis, and to 
provide the salary to be paid to such officer; to provide the date on 
which said officer shall be placed on a salary basis; to provide 
for the manner of payment of said salary of such officer out of 
the County Treasury of Mobile County, Alabama; to provide 
deputies, clerks, guards and other assistants for such officer and 
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to provide the salaries and manner of payment of such salaries 
for such deputies, clerks, guards and other assistants; to provide 
for payment into the Treasury of Mobile County, Alabama, of all 
fees, fines and forfeitures collected by said officer; and to provide 
for the necessary equipment and supplies for said officer”, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: “Section 3. 
The Sheriff of Mobile County, Alabama, may, after the effective 
date of this act, employ the following assistants at the following 
rate of compensation, viz: One (1) Chief Deputy Sheriff to re¬ 
ceive Twenty-four Hundred ($2,400) Dollars per annum; not less 
than Eight (8) Civil and Criminal Deputy Sheriffs to receive not 
less than Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars each per annum; 
One (1) Civil and Criminal Deputy Sheriff, who shall also act as 
Bailiff of the Inferior Court of Mobile, County, Alabama, to re¬ 
ceive not less than Fifteen Hundred ($1500.00) Dollars per annum; 
Three (3) part time Deputy Sheriffs to receive not less than Six 
Hundred ($600.00) Dollars each per annum; not less than Four 
(4) Jail Guards to receive not less than Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) 
Dollars each per annum; One (1) office employee to receive not 
less than Eighteen Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars per annum; Two 
(2) office employees to receive not less than Fifteen Hundred 
($1,500.00) Dollars each per annum; One (1) office employee to 
receive not less than Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars per annum; 
One (1) Jail Matron to receive not less than One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars per annum; One (1) Kitchen Steward to re¬ 
ceive not less than Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars per annum. 
“Each of the foregoing assistants shall receive their compensation in 
equal monthly installments upon warrants drawn in the same man¬ 
ner as other employees of Mobile County. “The power and au¬ 
thority to fix the salaries of each and every assistant herein pro¬ 
vided for, except the Chief Deputy Sheriff, above the minimum 
amounts named in this section is hereby conferred on the Per¬ 
sonnel Board of the Civil Service System of Mobile County, Ala¬ 
bama ; and all assistants affected hereby, except the Chief Deputy 
Sheriff, shall be subject to all terms and provisions of the Civil 
Service Act relating to Mobile County, said act having been passed 
at the 1939 Session and being House Bill #952 and having been 
approved September 15, 1939.

To regulate the fine and forfeiture fund of Blount County, and provide for 

the registration and payment of claims against said fund. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That it shall be the, duty of the court of county 
commissioners of Blount County, within ten days after the passage 
of this act, to give notice by advertisement in some newspaper pub¬ 
lished in the town of Oneonta, and by posting notice at the court 
house door of said county for thirty days, notifying all persons 
holding claims, whether registered or unregistered against the fine 
and forfeiture fund of said county, to register the same with the 
court of county commissioners on or before the first Monday 
in October, 1943, and if not so registered, said claims shall be 
forever barred. 

Section 2. All fines and forfeitures collected, the hire of 
county convicts, all moneys received from the State, or collected 
by the clerks of the Circuit and county courts or other officer, on 
account of witness fees and solicitor’s fees collected in all cases 
tried in the circuit court shall be paid into and constitute the fine 
and forfeiture fund of said county. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the court of county com¬ 
missioners to record in a well bound book, all claims presented 
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for registration, showing in each case the name of the owner of 
such claim, the date and amount of same. Such book shall be a 
public record, and shall be preserved by the court of county com¬ 
missioners of said county. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the court of county com¬ 
missioners of said county on the first Monday in October and the 
first Monday in April, of each year to ascertain the total amount 
paid out of the general fund of said county after the passage of 
this act, on account of witness fees, and officer’s fees, and order a 
warrant drawn on the fine and forfeiture fund for the amount so 
paid out, and the court shall place same to the credit of the gen¬ 
eral fund of said county. The surplus remaining in the fine and 
forfeiture fund shall be applied to the payment of registered claims 
against said fund. 

Section 5. That it shall be the duty of the court of County 
commissioners of said county on the first Monday in November 
and May of each year, if there are funds in said fine and forfeiture 
fund, to advertise for three weeks previously, at court house of 
said county, notifying all persons holding registered claims against 
said fund that bids will be received until and on such Monday until 
12 o’clock for the same, and shall state in said advertisement the 
amount of the fund on hand, as provided by section four of this 
act, and the amount of registered claims against the fund outstand¬ 
ing and unpaid. The money shall be awarded to the bidders who 
propose to accept payment in full of their claims against said fund 
at the highest rate of discount, and should there be two or more bid¬ 
ders at the same rate of discount, and the funds be insufficient to 
pay all of them, the money shall be awarded to such claims in the 
order of their registration, beginning with the oldest. When the 
biddings are closed, and the money awarded, the said court shall 
issue warrants upon said fund to the persons entitled thereto, 
upon receipt and surrender of their claims, or a proper voucher if 
the claim is not paid in full. 

Section 6. That after the passage of this act, all fines, for¬ 
feitures, hire of convict labor, or anything pertaining to said fine 
and forfeiture fund shall be paid only in lawful currency of the 
United States, and in nothing else, and all moneys which accrue to 
said fund in said county and which may be collected by any 
Sheriff, clerk, judge of probate, justice of the peace, notary public, 
constable, coroner, or other officer, shall be paid into the general 
fund of said county, and any officer who collects any such moneys 
and wilfully fails for more than thirty days to pay the same into 
the general fund of said county, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 7. After all claims, registered under the provisions of 
this act are paid in full, compromised, or settled, the fine and for- 
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feiture fund of said county shall be abolished and merged into the 
general fund. 

Section 8. That in all criminal cases, disposed of after the 
passage and approval of this act, and in all criminal cases in which 
execution has been returned, “No Property Found,” where the fees 
have not been paid, and in all such cases after the passage of this 
Act, witnesses before the grand juries, and State witnesses in all 
criminal cases and fees of the sheriff of Blount County, the Clerk 
of the Circuit Court, and the County Court in and for said county, 
in criminal cases where the State failed, or fails to convict, or in 
which defendants have been convicted, and have been proved in¬ 
solvent by the return of execution, “No Property Found,” or in 
cases in which the State enters a Nolle Prosequi, or where the in¬ 
dictment has been withdrawn and filed, or the prosecution abated 
by the death of the defendant, shall be paid out of the general fund 
of said county, as herein after provided. Provided that the witness 
fees shall be seventy-five cents per day, and two and one-half cents 
per mile under the provisions of this Act. 

Section 9. That it shall be the duty of the clerk of the court 
of county commissioners of said county, on presentation of cer¬ 
tificates issued, after the passage of this act, to witnesses before 
grand juries and State witnesses in all criminal cases, as required 
by law, to draAv his warrant on the county depository or other 
custodian of the general funds of said county, for the amount of 
such certificates. And it shall be the duty of the county depository 
or other custodian of the general fund of said county, to pay the 
same out of the general fund of said county. 

Section 10. That after the adjournment of the County Court 
and Circuit Court of Blount County, the sheriff and the clerk of 
said courts shall file with the Court of County Commissioners of 
said county, a statement of all cases finally disposed of, where 
the State fails to convict, or in which defendants have been con¬ 
victed, and have been proved insolvent by the return of execution, 
“No Property Found,” or in cases in which the State enters a 
Nolle Prosequi, or where the indictment has been withdrawn and 
filed, or the prosecution abated by the death of the defendant 
showing the items of cost due them, the name of the defendant 
and the charges against them. Said statement shall be sworn to by 
the officer making same. If the court finds the account correct 
they shall order a warrant drawn on the county depository or other 
custodian of the general funds of said county, for the amount of 
such account. And it shall be the duty of the county depository 
or other custodian of the general funds of said county to pay the 
same out of the general funds of said county. 

Section 11. The court of county commissioners shall keep a 
separate warrant record book, in which shall be entered all war- 
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rants drawn on the county depository or other custodian of the 
general funds of said county under the provisions of this act. 

Section 12. For the purpose of ascertaining the amount of wit¬ 
ness fees of the sheriff and clerks, justly due by the county, the 
judge of the circuit court of Blount County, and of the county court 
in and for said county shall have the power and authority upon 
motion made in term time, to retax the cost in all cases. 

Section 13. All amounts paid out by the county under the pro¬ 
visions of this Act, shall be prior claims against the fine and for¬ 
feiture fund of said county. 

Section 14. All laws or parts of laws, general, special, or local 
in conflict with the provisions of this act, be and the same are 
hereby repealed.

The salary or compensation herein fixed shall be in 
lieu of all fees, compensation and allowances heretofore or here¬ 
after allowed and paid to said Tax Assessor, including compensa¬ 
tion payable to him for making ad valorem tax assessments for 
the several municipalities in Etowah County. 

Section 6. That all laws and parts of laws, both general and 
local, as applied to Etowah County, Alabama, in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. The provisions of this Act shall become effective on 
October 1, 1947.

Etowah County, Alabama, And To Regulate The Payment Of The Same; 
To Provide For The Compensation of Clerks, Deputies, Clerical Assist¬ 
ants And Other Expenses In The Probate Office Of Etowah County, 
Alabama, And To Require Said Judge Of Probate To Collect All The 
Fees, Compensation And Allowances Heretofore Or Hereafter Collected 
By Said Judge Of Probate, And To Pay Same Into The County Treas¬ 
ury Of Etowah County; To Provide For The Payment Of The Salary

Section 1. That the salary or compensation of the Judge of 
Probate of Etowah County, Alabama, shall be Six Thousand and 
00/100 ($6,000.00) Dollars, per year, and the said Six Thousand 
and 00/100 ($6,000.00) Dollars, annual salary or compensation 
shall be paid out of the County Treasury of Etowah County, in 
equal monthly installments at the end of each month, upon war¬ 
rants drawn in the same manner as employees of Etowah County 
are paid.

To fix the salary of the Judge of Probate of Cherokee County, Alabama, the 
Tax Collector of Cherokee County, the Tax Assessor of Cherokee Coun¬ 
ty, the Clerk of the Court of Cherokee County, the Register in Chancery 
of Cherokee County, the Deputy Solicitor of Cherokee County, the 
Sheriff of Cherokee County; to provide for his deputies and to provide 
for clerical assistance and other expenses of said officers of Probate 
Judge and Sheriff; to require each of said officers to collect all the 
fees, compensation and allowances heretofore collected by said officers

their compensation but the combined salary or compensation of 
said clerk, deputies and assistants selected by him shall not exceed 
Nine Hundred Dollars ($900.00) per annum.

The salary or compensation of said clerk, 
deputies and assistants shall be paid in equal monthly installments 
out of the general fund of Cherokee County upon separate warrants 
drawn in the same manner as other employees of Cherokee County 
are paid. 

Section 3. The Board of Revenue or like governing body of 
Cherokee County shall provide each of said officers named in Sec¬ 
tion 1, of this Act, with the necessary offices, books, stationery, 
office equipment, supplies, files, furniture, typewriters, adding 
machines, postage and other conveniences and equipment neces¬ 
sary for the proper and efficient conducting and handling of the 
affairs' of said office.

AN ACT 

To establish a Law and Equity Court for Cherokee County, Alabama; to 
define its jurisdiction and powers; to provide for its officers, their pow¬ 
ers and duties and compensations, to provide that said court shall be 
open at all times for the trial of cases and transaction of business; to 
provide the rules and procedure of said court; to provide a fine and 
forfeiture fund for said court; to provide for the transfer of certain 
causes now or hereafter pending in the Circuit Court and the Juvenile 
Court of Cherokee County, Alabama, to the Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court; and to abolish the County Court of Cherokee County, Alabama; 
and to give the said court Juvenile Jurisdiction. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there be and hereby is established in and for 
the County of Cherokee, a court of law and equity which shall 
be called Cherokee Law and Equity Court and which shall be a 
court of record, and which shall have and exercise the jurisdiction, 
authority, function and powers hereinafter conferred upon it by 
this Act. 

Section 2. That the judge for said court shall be appointed 
by the Governor of the state immediately after the approval of 
this Act with the approval of the Senate, whose term of office shall 
begin immediately upon his appointment and qualification, and 
shall continue until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January in the year, 1947; and that, at the general election to be 
held in the year 1946, the successor to the judge so appointed shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of Cherokee County, Alabama, 
voting at said election whose term of office begins at the ex¬ 
piration of the term of office of the judge to be appointed by the 
Governor, upon the approval of, and under authority of this Act, 
and whose term of office shall be for a period of six years. The 
Judge of said court before entering upon the duties of said office 
shall take the oath required by law to be taken by the judges of 
Circuit Courts of Alabama. The said judge shall be a qualified 
elector of Cherokee County, Alabama; shall be learned in the law 
and shall be not less than twenty-five years of age. 

Section 3. Vacancies in the office of the judge of said court 
shall be filled by appointment by the Governor, and the person 
so appointed shall hold office as required by the Constitution of 
this state. Said judge may be removed from office in the manner, 
and for the causes, now provided by law for the removal of Circuit 
Judges. 

Section 4. That the clerk of the Circuit Court of Cherokee 
County shall be ex-officio clerk of the Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court and shall have the powers and discharge the duties which 
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shall devolve upon the clerks of the Circuit Courts and shall be 
subject to the same pains and penalties with regard to the duties 
of the office, and shall be entitled to the same salaries or fees, as 
are now, or may hereafter be allowed to Circuit Clerks of Alabama, 
and the same shall be collected as such fees are collected in the 
Circuit Courts; except that in civil matters where suit is brought 
for $100 or less only fees allowed Justices of the Peace shall be 
collected; and exercise the same powers and perform the same 
duties as are exercised and performed in the Circuit Court. That 
the Register of the Circuit Court in Equity shall be ex-officio 
Register of the Cherokee Law and Equity Court and shall have 
the powers and discharge the duties which shall devolve upon the 
Register of the Cherokee Law and Equity Court; and shall be 
subject to the same pains and penalties with regard to the duties 
of the office and shall be entitled to the same salaries or fees as 
are now or hereafter be allowed to Register of Circuit Courts in 
equity and the same shall be collected as such fees are collected 
in Circuit Courts. 

Section 5. That the judge of said court shall receive a salary 
of twenty-four hundred dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly 
installments out of the country treasury at the end of each month, 
his signed receipt being required. 

Section 6. That the deputy solicitor appointed or elected for 
Cherokee County Circuit Court shall represent the state in all 
criminal cases in said court, as ex-officio solicitor of the Cherokee 
Law and Equity Court. 

Section 7. That said Law and Equity Court shall be held at 
the court house of Cherokee County and that said court shall be 
open at all times for the trial cases and transaction of business. 
In case of sickness or disqualification of the judge of said court, 
the law applicable to the appointment and service of special judges 
in the Circuit Court shall apply. The judges of said court shall be 
subject to the same penalties for failure to attend upon the Court 
as are Circuit Judges of this State. The judge of said court shall 
keep an office in the courthouse of Cherokee County, and it shall 
be the duty of the Board of Revenue of Cherokee County to pro¬ 
vide such office, and supply the same with necessary furnishings, 
fixtures, stationery, etc. 

Section 8. The judge of said court may determine and fix the 
time of holding the sessions of said court for the trial of all cases, 
both civil and criminal; provided, however, that all civil and crimi¬ 
nal cases in which no jury is demanded, shall be called for trial 
at least once every thirty days, and for the trial of civil and crimi¬ 
nal cases wherein juries have been demanded there shall be three 
sessions of court each year, the time of said sessions to be fixed 
by the court by order entered upon the minutes of the court. Pro- 
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vided, however, that this section shall not be construed to prevent 
the continuance of any case in said court, by agreement of counsel 
or the parties on good cause shown to the court, and when any 
cause is so continued to a specified time either for a cause shown 
to the court, or by agreement of parties or counsel, it shall not be 
necessary to call said case until the expiration of the time to which 
it has been continued. And provided further that the court shall 
have the right and power to call extraordinary sessions of said 
court whenever in the judgment of the court the same are neces¬ 
sary. 

Section 9. That it shall be the duty of the presiding judge of 
the Circuit Court of Cherokee County to, immediately after the ap¬ 
proval of this Act, make and order transferring to the Cherokee 
Law and Equity Court, all cases pending on the docket of the 
Circuit Court against persons charged with a misdemeanor, and 
all cases pending on the docket against persons charged with a 
felony except those cases wherein a felony is charged for which 
the punishment would make it a capital offense, and from and 
after the approval of this act each and every indictment returned 
by a Grand Jury of Cherokee County against persons charged with 
the commission of a misdemeanor, and each and every indictment 
returned by a Grand Jury of Cherokee County against persons 
charged with the commission of a felony except those cases where¬ 
in a felony is charged for which the punishment would make it a 
capital offense, shall at once, be transferred to the Cherokee Law 
and Equity Court by the Clerk of the Circuit Court, and the juris¬ 
diction of said Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall attach to 
said cause, and the jurisdiction of the Circuit Court of said county 
shall cease, and it shall be the duty of the clerk to immediately 
issue capiases against said parties so charged with a felony or 
charged with a misdemeanor returnable to the Cherokee Law and 
Equity Court. 

Section 10. All civil cases now pending in the Circuit Court of 
Cherokee County, where the amount involved does not exceed Ten 
Thousand ($10,000) Dollars, and all actions of ejectment, forcible 
entry and unlawful detainer, and all action for the trial of the 
right to property may be, by agreement of the parties thereto, 
transferred from the said Circuit Court to the said Cherokee Law 
and Equity Court. 

Section 11. The sheriff of Cherokee County shall, in person or 
by a deputy, or deputies appointed by him, said appointment to 
be approved by the judge of said court be required to attend upon 
said court in preserving order, and execute all writs of process, 
and perform such other duties, in all respects as in the Circuit 
Courts of this State, and for himself and each deputy required, not 
exceeding three, for attendance upon said session of said court, 
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he shall receive the sum of $2.00 per day, payable out of the 
County Treasury upon his warrant, approved by the presiding 
judge, provided that the sheriff and his deputies shall not receive 
pay except for the time that the court is actually in session and 
none of such compensation to the deputies shall be shared in by 
the sheriff, and for the service by the sheriff of the process of said 
court as he receives under the law of the State of Alabama or 
any laws enacted in the future by the Legislature of Alabama for 
the compensation of the sheriff for similar services in the Circuit 
Court. 

Section 12. That if for any reason, a forfeiture be taken on any 
bond on the criminal side of said court, the court may order the 
alias capias returnable within ten days, and unless the party or 
parties, against whom the forfeiture is taken shall appear and 
show cause, when the forfeiture is returnable, why the forfeiture 
should not be set aside, then the court is hereby authorized and 
empowered to make the judgment final. 

Section 13. That the said Cherokee Law and Equity Court 
shall adopt a seal which shall be in the custody of the clerk and/or 
Register of said court. 

Section 14. That all actions of ejectment, forcible entry and 
unlawful detainer, and all other civil cases are to be tried by the 
court without the intervention of a jury unless at the time of filing 
the suit, the plaintiff shall endorse upon the summons and com¬ 
plaint a demand for a jury trial, or that the defendant or claimant 
at the time of filing the first pleadings in the case or at the time 
of making his appearance, shall demand a trial by jury, in writing, 
to be filed in the cause; provided, however, that all cases involving 
less than fifty dollars ($50.00) shall be tried by the court without 
the intervention of a jury; and provided further that all misde¬ 
meanor cases shall be tried without the intervention of a jury 
unless a demand for a jury is endorsed upon the bond at the time 
of making the same, or a demand in writing be filed in the cause 
within fifteen days after the arrest of the defendant. 

Section 15. In all causes in the Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court brought by appeal or certiorari from judgments of Justices 
of the Peace, recorders or other inferior courts, jurisdiction of 
which cases the said Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall have, 
the issue and question of facts shall be tried by the judge of the 
court without the intervention of a jury unless a demand for a 
trial by a jury be made in writing and filed in the cause by the 
party suing out the appeal or certiorari within five days after 
suing out the same, or filed in the cause by the opposite party, 
in all civil cases within five days after he has been served with 
notice of appeal or certiorari, unless said cause is sooner called 
for trial in which case the demand shall be made at the first call 
of said cause. 
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Section 16. That in all actions of ejectment, forcible entry and 
unlawful detainer, and trial to the rights of property, and in all 
civil cases where the amount involved exceeds one hundred 
($100.00) dollars, the defendant therein shall be required by the 
summons served upon them to appear and plead or demur to the 
complaint within twenty days (20) after the service of such sum¬ 
mons and complaint upon them; and in all cases commenced by 
attachment, the defendants shall appear and plead or demur with¬ 
in twenty (20) days after service of the notice of the levy of the 
attachment or, in cases where the suit is brought against non¬ 
residents, or other persons whom service is had by publication, 
within twenty (20) days after the perfection of such service by 
publication, and in all other cases, the defendants must appear 
and plead within five (5) days after service upon them; and in 
cases whether commenced by summons and complaint, attach¬ 
ment, or otherwise, any defendant failing to appear after service 
upon him has been perfected or notice given him as herein re¬ 
quired, shall be held to be in default, and at any time thereafter, 
on motion of the plaintiff, judgment by default shall be rendered 
against him; provided that the court may, for good cause shown, 
allow such judgment so obtained by default, to be set aside, and 
demurrers or pleas to be filed on such terms as the court may 
think best; provided, however, that in all cases when judgment 
by default has been rendered against the defendant, the plaintiff 
may execute a writ of inquiry before the court without the inter¬ 
vention of a jury, and have final judgment rendered thereon. 

Section 17. That this court shall have exclusive jurisdiction 
of all cases appealed from justice of the peace, and all other in¬ 
ferior courts of Cherokee County, and all cases appealed from the 
Mayor’s Court and all original mesne processes, writs, notices, etc. 
shall be executed instanter, to be returnable immediately upon 
the execution thereof, by the officers receiving the same; and all 
cases so appealed shall stand for trial at any time after five (5) 
days notice of the suing out of the appeal to the adverse party, 
and notice to be given as now provided by law. 

Section 18. That in all cases in the Probate Court of Cherokee 
County, Alabama, wherein a will is sought to be probated, the fil¬ 
ing of any contest shall automatically transfer the trial of such 
contents to the Cherokee Law and Equity Court, and it shall be 
the duty of the Judge of Probate to deliver, immediately to the 
clerk of such court all papers filed in said contest, and the same 
shall stand for trial as any other civil cause. That all notices shall 
be issued by the clerk of said court as are now required by law to 
be issued by the Judge of Probate in. the contest of wills, and the 
rules for trying the same as provided in the trial of civil cases as 
to the drawing and empaneling of a jury, provided, however, that 
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either party desiring a jury trial may file a written demand there¬ 
for at any time within thirty (30) days from the date of the filing 
of said cause in the Cherokee Law and Equity Court, or at the 
time said cause is first called for trial if called within said time. 
That the final judgment entry of said contest shall be certified by 
the clerk of said Court to the Judge of Probate and by him re¬ 
corded in the Probate Court Minutes and acted upon as though 
it had been rendered in the Probate Court. 

Section 19. That said Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall 
have exclusive jurisdiction over children and the Judge of said 
Law and Equity Court shall be the Judge of Juvenile Court. It 
being the intention to confer complete, full, unlimited and exclu¬ 
sive jurisdiction upon the Cherokee Law and Equity Court of all 
juvenile matters and juvenile jurisdiction in Cherokee County, 
Alabama, as provided under Title 13, Chapter 7, Section 350 to 
383 both inclusive of the Code of Alabama of 1940. That the 
Register in Chancery is hereby made the Clerk of such Juvenile 
Court. 

Section 20. That all jurors for Cherokee Law and Equity Court 
shall be summoned from the entire county; that the venire for 
said court shall consist of 44 jurors drawn as provided by law for 
the drawing and summoning of jurors for the Circuit Court of 
Alabama. 

Section 21. That said Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall 
have unlimited concurrent equity jurisdiction with Circuit Court 
in equity in and for said Cherokee County in and for all matters 
and that all civil causes may be transferred from the Cherokee Law 
and Equity Court to the Circuit Court in Equity. For same rea¬ 
sons, in the same manner and under the same rules and regula¬ 
tions as is now provided for the transfer of causes from the law 
side of the Circuit Court to the equity side of said court. 

Section 22. That all garnishment issued from said court shall 
require an answer thereto within ten (10) days, after the service 
thereof and upon the failure of the garnishee to make such answer 
within ten (10) days, he shall be deemed to be in default, and a 
judgment nisi may be rendered against him on the motion of the 
plaintiff, and unless otherwise ordered by the judge of said court, 
all citations rules, writs or scire facias, and notices, issuing from 
the said court, shall require the party against whom they are is¬ 
sued to appear and plead within ten (10) days after notice thereof; 
and, if citation or notice is to be given by publication, then within 
ten (10) days after the perfection of a service of publication; that 
all cases whether commenced by a summons and complaint, at¬ 
tachment or otherwise, shall be deemed and taken to be at issue 
and triable upon the appearance of the defendant, and his plead¬ 
ing complaint. 
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Section 23. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in 
Cherokee County may be instituted in this court by making an 
affidavit before the judge of said court or the clerk thereof, the 
writ of said affidavit to be issued by the clerk of said court, and 
when the defendant is arrested on said affidavit, the case shall go 
on docket for trial, and be tried as though the defendant had 
been indicted by a grand jury, provided, however, that the affi¬ 
davit or complaint may be amended as now provided by amend¬ 
ment of such papers by Section 347, Title 13, of the Code of 
Alabama. 

Section 24. The judge of said court shall have power to issue 
search warrants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, 
quo warranto, and all other special and extraordinary writs, and 
the rules of the Circuit Courts of Alabama as are now or which 
may hereafter be provided by law, except as otherwise provided in 
this Act, shall prevail in the Cherokee Law and Equity Court, 
and the judge thereof shall have the same power, and authority 
including punishment for contempt as is or may hereafter be con¬ 
ferred upon the judges of the Circuit Courts of Alabama unless 
otherwise provided in this Act. 

Section 25. That from and after the passage of this act all 
fines and forfeitures assessed and collected in said Court shall be 
deposited in The Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Cherokee County, 
Alabama. 

Section 26. That claims accruing in the Cherokee Law and 
Equity Court will be claims against said fund, and such claims 
must be paid in the order in which they are registered. 

Section 27. The Sheriff, Circuit Clerk's and Register's claims 
originated in the Cherokee Law and Equity Court when registered 
shall be on par with witness claims against said fund, and all 
claims against said fund shall be paid upon certificates as provided 
by the general Laws of Alabama, and said claims must be paid in 
the order of registration against said Fund. 

Section 28. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said court to 
keep a record upon which shall be recorded all affidavits made be¬ 
fore the judge of said court, or returnable by a justice of the 
peace, or judge of an inferior court in said county, to said court 
and if any of said affidavits should be lost or destroyed, a certified 
copy of the said record shall be used the same as the original affi¬ 
davit, and for recording each of said affidavits, the clerk shall re¬ 
ceive a fee of twenty-five cents to be taxed as costs in case of the 
defendants conviction. 

Section 29. Said court shall have jurisdiction in civil cases in 
all matters where the amount involved does not exceed ten thou¬ 
sand dollars in all equity matters and proceeding unlimited juris¬ 
diction irrespective of the amount involved and in all action of 
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ejectment, and original jurisdiction in action of unlawful detainer 
and forcible entry and unlawful detainer, and trial of the rights 
of property, irrespective of the amount involved, or the value of 
the property, provided that in action of unlawful detainer, and 
forcible entry and unlawful detainer, the defendant may, within 
the time allowed for pleading, file an affidavit, and give bond as 
now authorized by law in actions of this kind, and thereafter the 
same shall be tried as other actions in ejectment. 

Section 30. That the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of 
this state shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over 
said court, and the judge thereof, which may be exercised in the 
same manner as such jurisdiction may be exercised over the Cir¬ 
cuit Courts of the State, and the judge thereof, and appeals may 
be taken from the orders and judgment of said court to the Su¬ 
preme Court and Court of Appeals in the same manner, and within 
the same time, as appeals are now taken from the orders and 
judgments of the Circuit Courts of the State. 

Section 31. The venue in any case in the said Cherokee Law 
and Equity Court shall be changed to other counties under the 
same orders and regulations as govern change of venue in the Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 

Section 32. That after five (5) days from the rendition of any 
judgment, unless otherwise directed in said judgment, the clerk 
of said court shall issue execution returnable in not less than ten 
(10) nor more than sixty (60) days after the issuance of such 
execution; provided that nothing herein contained shall prevent 
any person from having execution issued within five (5) days 
upon making affidavit now provided by law in relation to the is¬ 
suance of executions upon judgment in the Circuit Court, and 
provided further, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the 
superceding of executions after the issuance thereof upon filing 
bond as now required by law. 

Section 33. That bills of exceptions relating to the trial of cases 
civil and criminal in said court must be presented to the Judge 
of said Court within sixty (60) days from the date of judgment on 
any cause tried therein and not afterwards must be signed and 
approved by the presiding judge within thirty (30) days after the 
date of such presentation, but the presentation of a bill of excep¬ 
tion within sixty days from the date on which a motion for a new 
trial was passed on by the court shall be sufficient to preserve for 
review the ruling of the court on the trial of the original cause and 
the date of the presentation and signing of such bills of exception 
must be endorsed thereon by the presiding judge. 

Section 34. That final judgments rendered in said court shall 
after the expiration of fifteen (15) days from their rendition be 
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taken and deemed to have passed beyond the control of said 
court, as if the term of court at which judgments were rendered 
had ended, provided, however, that nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the parties applying for a new trial or rehearing within 
fifteen days, or change or destroy the office of motion for new 
trials or rehearings, when so made, or shall prevent parties from 
applying to the court for rehearing under statute authorizing ap¬ 
plications for rehearing in the Circuit Court. 

Section 35. If the Judge of said court dies, resigns, or is im¬ 
peached, or his term of office expires, or if, from other cause, he 
does not sign a bill of exceptions duly presented to him in the 
proper time, the bill of exceptions may be established in the Su¬ 
preme Court and Court of Appeals, in the same manner as bills 
of exceptions are established in cases tried in the Circuit Courts 
of this State. 

Section 36. That the clerk and register, with the approval of 
the judge of said court, is hereby authorized to purchase all neces¬ 
sary furnishings, records, stationary and supplies for the equip¬ 
ment and maintenance of said Court, and the same shall be paid 
out of the county treasury upon warrants drawn by the judge 
and signed by the clerk. 

Section 37. That the judge of said court shall appoint a com¬ 
petent person capable of taking the proceedings of said court in 
shorthand as the official reporter for said court, and shall make 
an order of such official reporter, when so appointed, shall be re¬ 
moved by the Judge of said Court at his discretion, and his duties 
shall be the same as are now provided by law for the reporter of the 
Circuit Courts of the State and he shall receive the same rate of 
compensation for transcribing the testimony or other proceedings 
as are now provided for said Circuit Court Reporter, but shall as 
a salary receive only the amount hereafter provided for in the 
next succeeding section hereof. 

Section 38. That in all cases in said Court a Stenographer’s fee 
of five dollars shall be charged and collected by the clerk and/or 
by the Register and paid to the official Court Reporter appointed 
for said court; provided, however, that in cases where a money 
judgment is sought, in civil cases of less than one hundred dollars 
as determined by the complaint, and in cases where there is a 
judgment by default, there shall be no stenographer’s fee. 

Section 39. That the County Court of Cherokee County is 
hereby abolished and from and after the passage of this Act shall 
no longer exist and no officers of this state shall collect any fees 
or salary because of said court or for services rendered in said 
County Court or f6r services rendered in said Court, and all cases 
pending in said County Court of Cherokee County when this act 
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becomes a law, shall immediately become pending upon the docket 
of the Cherokee Law and Equity Court as though originally 
brought in said Court, and shall be called for trial on the first 
Monday in the month following the approval of this Act at which 
time any defendant whose case has been pending in said County 
Court may demand a trial by jury. 

Section 40. That a trial tax of Three Dollars ($3.00) is im¬ 
posed in each case, civil, criminal and equity, which is docketed 
in said Law and Equity Court, to be taxed and collected as other 
costs, and when collected, to be paid by the Clerk or Register of 
said Law and Equity Court, into the general funds of the county 
as other costs. This trial tax fee shall not, however, be imposed 
or collected in cases where the amount involved in civil cases is 
less than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00). 

Section 41. That if, for any reason, any section, provision or 
clause of this Act shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, 
then that fact shall not destroy the constitutionality of this Act 
except as to that clause or section. 

Section 42. That the provisions of the Act are to take effect 
from and after the approval thereof. 

Section 43. That all laws, both local and general, in conflict 
with this Act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 44. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor.

Section 2. All claims against the fine and forfeiture fund of 
Choctaw County issued after the passage and approval of this 
act shall be registered in the office of the treasurer, or other cus¬ 
todian of the public funds of said County, and shall be paid in 
the order of their registration as funds are available. 

Section 3. The claims registered under Section 2 of this act 
shall have priority over the payments of those claims registered 
under Section 1 of this act, and no claims registered under Section 
1 of this act shall be paid except from a surplus existing in the 
fine and forfeiture fund at the end of each fiscal year, over and 
above the amount required to pay those outstanding claims regis¬ 
tered under Section 2 of this Act. 

Section 4. After the passage and approval of this act all fines 
and forfeitures shall be payable in cash only. 

Section 5. If any section, clause, or provision of this act shall 



be declared to be void, it shall not affect any other section, clause, 
or provision, but the same shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This act shall take effect upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

The present Deputy 
Solicitor of Blount County is hereby made the County Solicitor of 
Blount County until the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January, 1945. At the general election in 1944, and every four 
years thereafter, the County Solicitor of Blount County shall be 
elected by the qualified voters of Blount County, and the County 
Solicitor so elected shall hold office for four years, commencing on 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next after 
his election, and until his successor is elected and qualified. The 
County Solicitor Before entering upon the duties of said office 
shall take the same oath required by law to be taken by the Solici¬ 
tors of the Circuit Courts of Alabama. The County Solicitor shall 
receive a salary of One Hundred and Twenty-Five ($125.00) Dollars 
per month, to be paid as a preferred claim out of the general fund 
of said County. 

Section 2. The County Solicitor shall be a person learned in 
the law who has been admitted to practice law in the State of Ala¬ 
bama, and a qualified elector of said County. 

Section 3. The County Solicitor shall have the duty of prose¬ 
cuting all criminal cases in County Court and shall assist the Cir¬ 
cuit Solicitor in prosecuting all appeals therefrom to the Circuit 
Court, and shall have all the powers of, and shall perform all other 
duties now or hereafter provided by general law for, Deputy 
Solicitors. 

Section 4. The County Solicitor shall not represent or defend 
as attorney any defendant in any criminal case in any court of the 
State of Alabama or of the United States. 

Vacancies in the office of County Solicitor shall be 
filled by appointment of the Governor for the unexpired term.

officers of said County and as provided by law; That all general 
laws of Alabama now in force, and all general laws hereafter en¬ 
acted governing the jurisdiction, power, authority and duties of 
a Court of County Commissioners of this State and the members 
thereof shall apply to and govern said Board of Revenue; That all 
local laws governing Escambia County, Alabama and its Court 
of County Commissioners heretofore enacted shall apply to and 
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govern said Board of Revenue. That the Chairman of said Board 
shall be its presiding officer; that the Chairman of said Board 
shall have no right to vote as a member of said Board except in 
case of a tie vote of the other members of said Board in which case 
the Chairman shall cast the deciding vote; That said Chairman 
either as Chairman of said Board or as Judge of Probate of said 
County, one or both, shall sign all County warrants for the dis¬ 
bursement of County money; he may sign or execute for the 
County all county contracts entered into or authorized by said 
Board of Revenue for said County; When authorized by the Board 
he shall represent said County in or out of the County for the pro¬ 
tection of the interest of said County and in so doing his neces¬ 
sary expenses may be allowed as provided by law.

That he shall have all the powers and perform all the 
duties governing the Clerk of a Court of County Commissioners 
under the laws which now exist or which may hereafter be enacted. 
That said Clerk shall keep the minutes, records and proceedings of 
said Board and all of said records shall be open at all reasonable 
hours to the inspection of the public. That said Board is obligated 
and required to construct, establish, and maintain a good system 
of modern County Public Roads and Bridges throughout said 
County and in each of said Districts; That each member of said 
Board representing each District is responsible to said Board for 
the performance of his road duties in his District; That said Board 
may do all things necessary, according to law to compel each of 
said (4) members representing said Districts to perform his road 
duties in his district and said Board may exercise all power neces¬ 
sary to establish and maintain good county public roads and bridges 
in any district where the member representing any district is in 
default; That said Board may divide and allocate the available 
county road money and revenue including the gasoline tax revenues 
of said County into four (4) equal parts and among said four (4) 
districts, or otherwise, and in such manner as to make sufficient 
provision for the maintenance, repairs and construction of County 
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Public Roads and Bridges within each of said Districts and through¬ 
out the County. 

Section 4. That said Board of Revenue shall hold its regular 
terms, sessions and meetings on the Second Monday in each month 
and may continue in session as long as necessary to conduct the 
business of said County; that said Board may adjourn its terms 
and sessions from time to time as may be found necessary to con¬ 
duct the business of said County; That said Board may hold meet¬ 
ings and sessions at any time upon call of the chairman and notice 
given to all members of said Board; That all terms and sessions 
of said Board shall be held at the County Court House of said 
County; That said Board is entitled to proper and sufficient of¬ 
fices and rooms in the County Court House Building of said 
County which may be designated by said Board; That a majority

herein abolished; That the compensation for each of the other four

That each member of said Board representing said 
Districts shall at his own expense provide himself with a suitable 
motor car and all other facilities necessary for the proper perform¬ 
ance of his road duties under this Act; That said salary as herein 
fixed is made and deemed adequate for said purposes; That the 
adjoining counties of Baldwin, Conecuh, Covington and Monroe 
have heretofore been provided with Special Acts of the Legislature 
of substantially the same substance as provided for in this Act.

That Section 2 of an Act of the Legislature of Ala¬ 
bama, entitled “An Act to provide for the election of a County 
Superintendent of Education of Chilton County, Alabama, to fix 
his term of office, to prescribe his salary, and the manner of pay¬ 
ment, to define his qualif'eations, powers, and duties, and to pro- 
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vide for the election of his successor in office” approved April 11, 
1933, (Local Acts 1933, No. 136, Senate Bill 203—Duncan) be, and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 2,

be and appear before the Grand Jury or before the Courts on pre¬ 
liminary hearing or habeas corpus, and when called upon to do 
so by the Commissioners’ Court, or any governing body of said 
county, to represent the County of Cherokee in all litigations in 
which it is engaged. The county solicitor shall be clothed with 
all other powers and shall be charged with all duties now given or 
imposed upon the deputy solictor of said Cherokee County, Ala¬ 
bama, by any laws now in force or hereafter to be prescribed 
by law for deputy solictors, it being the intention of this Act that 
said county solictor shall take the place of the deputy solicitor of 
said county and prosecute all cases in which the deputy solictor 
is required to prosecute. All laws in force pertaining to the 
deputy solicitor of Cherokee County prior to the abolishment of 
said office shall remain in force and apply to the county solicitor 
hereby created except those in conflict with the provisions of this 
Act. 

Section 5. That the county solicitor of Cherokee Couniy, 
Alabama, shall receive a salary of Twelve Hundred ($1,200.00) 
Dollars per annum, to be paid out of the general fund of said 
county in twelve equal installments, in the same manner as was 
paid the deputy solicitor of said county prior to the abolishment 
of said office. 
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Section 6. The County Solicitor hereby created shall be 
learned in law, and licensed to practice law under the laws of Ala¬ 
bama and must be a resident citizen and qualified elector of said 
Cherokee County, Alabama. 

Section 7. The Sections of this Act and the parts of each section 
are hereby declared to be independent sections and parts of sec¬ 
tions, and the holding of any section or part thereof to be void 
ineffective or unconstitutional, shall not affect the other sections or 
parts thereof, it being now declared that the other parts or other 
sections would have been enacted regardless of any section or 
part of section which might be held unconstiutional, inoperative 
or ineffective. 

Section 8. All laws and parts of laws, both local and general 
in conflict with provisions of this Act are hereby repealed in so far 
as they relate to Cherokee County. 

Section 9. This Act shall go into effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 3, as amended August 11, 1939, of House Bill No. 524, 
of the Acts of the Legislature of Alabama of 1935, approved June 12, 
1935, Entitled “An Act to Fix the Compensation or Salary To Be 
Paid the Tax Assessor of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, and to Regu¬ 
late the payment of the same; To Provide for Compensation of Clerks, 
Deputies, Clerical Assistants and other Expenses in said Office of the 
Tax Assessor of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, and to Require said Tax 
Assessor to collect all the Fees, Compensation and Allowances Hereto¬ 
fore or Hereafter Authorized to be collected by Him, and to Pay 
Same into the County Treasury of Tuscaloosa County; to Provide for 
the Payment of the Salary or Compensation of said Tax Assessor of 
Tuscaloosa County, and the clerks, Deputies and other Clerical Assist¬ 
ants and other office Expenses out of the Funds of Tuscaloosa County, 
and to Provide Rules and Regulations For the Management and Op¬ 
eration of Such Office Made Necessary By Changing The Method and 
Basis of Compensation of Said Tax Assessor, and to Prescribe When 
this Act Shall Go Into Effect.” 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 3 of House Bill No. 524, passed by 
the 1935 Legislature of Alabama, approved June 12th, 1935, as 
amended August 11, 1939, be amended to read as follows: Section 
3. The Board of Revenue, or like governing body, of Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, is required, authorized and empowered to pro¬ 
vide sufficient equipment, clerks, deputies and other assistants to 
the said Tax Assessor, but the said Tax Assessor shall select such 
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clerks, deputies and assistants and shall fix their compensation, but 
the combined salaries or compensation of said clerks, deputies and 
assistants selected by him shall not exceed Four Thousand Seven 
Hundred and no/100 ($4,700.00) Dollars, per annum. The said 
Tax Assessor shall have the right to discharge the said clerks, 
deputies, and assistants at will, as they shall serve only at his 
pleasure. The salaries or compensation of said clerks, deputies 
and assistants shall be paid in equal monthly intallments out of the 
general funds of Tuscaloosa County, upon separate warrants drawn 
in the same manner as other employees of Tuscaloosa County 
are paid.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 2 of an act of the Legislature, ap¬ 
proved September 7, 1935, entitled “An Act to Establish an inferior 
court of record to be called the Intermediate Civil Court of Bir¬ 
mingham; to define the jurisdiction and powers of said court and 
the officers thereof; to provide for the election or appointment of 
the judge, clerk and other officers of said court; to fix the terms 

or tenures of office of the officers of said court and provide for 

their salaries and compensation and the method of payment of 
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same; to provide the procedure in said court and fix the method 
of service of all processes therefrom; to create and designate the 
officials to serve processes issued by said court and provide com¬

That the judge of said court shall receive an annual 
salary of Five Thousand and Four Hundred Dollars ($5400.00), 
payable in equal monthly installments out of the County treasury 
of Jefferson County. The judge of said court shall not during his 
tenure of office practice law in any of the courts of this state or 
of the United States. 

Section 3. That Section 10 of an act of the Legislature ap¬ 
proved September 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 
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1 of this act, be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: Section 10. That the constables of Precincts 9, 10, 21, 34, 
37, 42, 46 and 54 of Jefferson County and the Sheriff of Jefferson 
County shall be ex officio officers of said court and shall execute 
all processes from said court and make return thereof, and shall 
receive the same fees as are now provided by law for similar serv¬ 
ices, with respect to processes issuing from the courts of justices of 
the peace in said county, but the fees of the sheriff shall be covered 
into the county treasury. All processes in cases where the amount 
in controversy is over $100.00 shall be served by the sheriff, but 
processes in other cases may be delivered by the clerk to the sheriff 
or to the said constables under such rules of the court as the judge 
may prescribe. Any process from said court, however, which 
under existing laws relating to service of processes from civil 
courts of inferior jurisdiction of the county may be legally served 
by constables and the sheriff of said county by registered mail may 
(in addition to or alternative of other modes of service) be served 
by the clerk or any deputy clerk, such service to have the same 
effect as if served by the sheriff or constable, and for which the 
same fees shall be taxed, collected and paid into the county 
treasury.

1 of this act, be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: Section 13. That executions may issue on the judgments 
of this court and revivor thereof had and actions thereon main¬ 
tained in the same manner and for the same length of time and in 
accordance with the same procedure as is or may be provided by 
law with respect to judgments of the circuit court, provided that 
the scire facias to revive any judgment in said court need not be 
served for any greater length of time than is provided herein with 
respect to service of the summons, and provided further that an 
execution from said court need not have thereon an itemized state¬ 
ment of the bill of costs. The judgments of this court shall be 
subject to registration in the same manner and in accordance 
with the same procedure as is or may be provided by law for the 
registration of judgments of the circuit court, and the liens thereof 
shall attach and executions be issued thereon in the same manner 
and to the same extent and for the same length of time as is or 
may be provided by law with respect to circuit court judgments. 

Section 6. The Section 14 of an act of the Legislature approved 
September 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this 
act, be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 14. That the summons must be issued by the clerk of 
the court, and accompanied by the complaint of the plaintiff or by 
an endorsement setting forth the cause of action, but a complaint 
shall be sufficient if it contains such information as is required 
by law with respect to endorsements on the summons of courts 
of justices of the peace. The summons must be executed by 
the constable, sheriff or other officer authorized to serve process 
by leaving a copy of the summons and complaint, or summons 
with the cause of action endorsed thereon with the defendant 
which fact he must return with the process. No party shall be 
treated as in default until the return date of the summons nor until 
after the lapse of at least three days from date of service in cases 
(other than forcible entry and unlawful detainer) where the amount 
in controversy does not exceed One Hundred Dollars, nor in 
other cases (including forcible entry and unlawful detainer) until 
after the lapse of at least s'x days from date of service of the 
summons. All garnishments shall be answerable at or before nine 
o’clock A. M. of the return day of the writ and the court may 
render a conditional judgment against any garnishee who after 
proper service of the writ fails to answer at or before such time. 

No more than three days service of any rule or notice to show 

cause why a conditional judgment should not be made final shall 

be necessary in any garnishment proceeding in this court. In 

all garnishment cases the garnishee must answer under oath ac- 
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cording to the terms of the garnishment but the clerk need not 
give notice of the filing of the answer to either the plaintiff or 
defendant. The garnishee may, if required by the plaintiff (which 
request need not be in writing) be examined orally in the presence 
of the court. If the answer of the garnishee is seasonably filed 
any request by plaintiff for oral examination must be made within 
thirty days from the return date of the writ of garnishment, and 
in the absence of such request or of a contest instituted within 
thirty days from the said return date the garnishee shall be en¬ 
titled to stand upon his answer as made. Service of any notice 
proper to be made by publication may be perfected by one insertion 
of the notice and after ten days from the date of publication of any 
such the party so notified and failing to appear shall be treated as 
in default. In all garnishment proceedings in said court the court 
may upon motion of any party in interest and reasonable notice 
to the party or parties adversely affected not less than three days, 
and whether the garnishee has answered or not hear and determine 
the right of exemption of the defendant in garnishment with re¬ 
spect to the monies or property garnished.

To further regulate the fine and forfeiture fund of Marshall County, Ala¬ 
bama, the manner of payment of all fines and forfeiture due said County; 
to require the reregistration and provide for the payment of all claims 
heretofore registered, and which could on the passage and approval 
of this bill be used in the payment of any fine or forfeiture due said 
County, in the same order of their present registration and to provide 
the time of their reregistration; to fix a time for and require the regis¬ 
tration of all other claims; to provide that all claims not hereafter re¬ 
registered or registered as provided by this act are to be forever barred; 
to provide that any and all fines and forfeitures may be paid in such 
reregistered or registered claims or in money; to provide for a com¬ 
mission to be paid in money to the clerk of 5% of all such claims 
received by him in payment of any fine or forfeiture due the County 
of Marshall and for remitting the same, as if said fine or forfeiture had 
been paid in money; to provide that all fines and forfeitures shall be 
paid in money or in such reregistered claims, which could prior to the 
passage and approval of this bill be so used; to provide that any and 
all balances in cash in the fine and forfeiture fund of said County, after 
the payment of all such reregistered and all such registered claims, 
shall be used exclusively to pay the mileage and per diem of witnesses 
subpoenaed to appear as witnesses before the Grand Jury or for the 
state in criminal cases in Circuit Court where there is no indictment 
returned and/or no conviction had in such criminal case, and to pro¬

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That all claims heretofore registered against the 
fine and forfeiture fund of Marshall County and which could prior 
to the passage and approval of this bill be used in the payment 
of fines and forfeitures due to said County, shall be reregistered by 
filing the same for reregisteration with the County Depository 
prior to September 1, 1943. All such claims filed for reregistration 
shall be by the Depository of said County reregistered in the 
following order: first all such claims that have been heretofore 
registered within twelve months of their accrual shall be the first 
to be registered in the same order of their prior or original regis- 
tration numbers. Second, all other claims which are filed for re¬ 
registration shall be by said County Depository reregistered in 
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the same order of their prior or original registration. All such 
claims not so filed for reregistration prior to September 1, 1943 
shall forever stand barred and become null and void for any and 
all purposes. Such claims as are reregistered and which were 
originally registered within twelve months of their accrual shall 
first be paid in the order of their reregistration out of any moneys 
in said fine and forfeiture fund and shall be paid prior to all other 
claims out of said fund. Following the payment of such claims 
all other claims that are reregistered and which could have been 
used prior to the passage and approval of this bill for the payment 
of any fine or forfeiture due said County shall be by said De¬ 
pository paid in the order of their reregistration out of any moneys 
in said fine and forfeiture fund and shall be paid prior to all 
other claims out of said fund. Any fine or forfeiture due to 
Marshall County or that may become due to said county may be 
paid by any such reregistered claims hereinabove described that 
could have been used prior to the passage and approval of this 
bill to pay a fine or forfeiture due said county without regard to 
the order of their reregistration and no other claim shall be used 
in the payment of any fine or forfeiture due the county except 
such and except such other claims as are registered prior to 
January 1, 1944. All fines and forfeitures due said county shall 
either be paid in money or in such reregistered claims which could 
prior to the passage and approval of this bill have been used in 
such payments or in such registered claims that are registered 
prior to January 1, 1944. It shall be the duty of the clerk and 
the Depository to take any such claims in payment of any such 
fine or forfeiture as above provided and without regard to the 
order of their reregistration or registration. The clerk shall be 
paid a commission in money of 5% of all such claims received by 
him for payment of such fines and forfeitures and for remitting 
the same to the Depository, to be retained by him out of any 
moneys belonging to the fine and forfeiture fund of said county. 

Section 2. All other claims against the fine and forfeiture fund 
of said County which have not been registered prior to the date 
of the passage and approval of this bill and which accrued within 
twelve months of said date or which accrued after the passage and 
approval of this bill and prior to sixty days after September 1, 
1943 shall be by the owner or holder filed with the County De¬ 
pository for registration subsequent to September 1 , 1943 and 
prior to the expiration of sixty days from said date and when 
so filed shall be registered in the order in which they are filed 
for registration and if not so filed shall be forever barred. Sixty 
days shall be allowed within which to register any claim after its 
accrued. After sixty days after September 1 , 1943 all claims oc¬ 
curring against said fund, except those due the clerk and sheriff

Section 3. That after all reregistered and all registered claims

indictment was returned and/or as witnesses in Criminal cases in 
Circuit Court where no conviction was had or obtained.

That the words “Registered Claim” shall mean any claim 
not registered at the time of the passage and approval of this bill 
and which accrued within twelve months prior to said date or 
that may accrue and be registered according to this bill prior to 
January 1, 1944. 

Section 5. Any reregistered claim and any registered claim 
registered prior to January 1, 1944 shall be receivable in payment 
of any fine or forfeiture due said County or that may hereafter 
become due to said County and no other claim shall be used for or 
on such payment. 

Section 6. The provisions of this act shall not affect any of 
the provisions of an act of the Legislature approved September 6, 
1935 (Local Acts of Alabama 1935 page 212). 

Section 7. If any of the provisions of this act are unconstitu¬ 
tional such unconstitutionality shall not affect the remaining pro¬ 
visions of this act. 

Section 8. This act shall become effective upon its passage 
and approval.

AN ACT 

To authorize the governing body of Montgomery County, Alabama to 
impose an excise tax on persons, corporations, co-partnerships, com¬ 
panies, agencies, and associations engaged in the business of selling, 
distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage, for any purpose 
whatever, gasoline or other liquid motor fuel or devices or substitutes 
therefor in said county; to provide for the collection and payment of 
such tax and to provide the distribution and the use of the funds de¬ 
rived therefrom; to authorize the governing body of such county to 
make reasonable rules and regulations for the collection of such tax, 
and to provide for enforcement of this Act and to fix a penalty for 
the violation of any provision of this Act and of the rules and regu¬ 
lations prescribed by the governing body of such County for the col¬ 
lection of said tax; and to repeal an Act entitled an Act' “To authorize 
the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County, Alabama, to levy and 
collect a privilege or excise tax on all persons, corporations, co-part¬ 
nerships, companies, agencies or associations selling in said countv 
gasoline or any devices or substitutes therefor. The tax, if imposed, 
shall be one cent per gallon on all gasoline or devices or substitutes 
therefor sold in said County, and shall be in addition to all privilege 
or excise taxes now imposed, and to provide rules, regulations and ma¬ 
chinery for the collection thereof, and to provide for the enforcement 
of this Act and to fix penalties for the violation of any provision of 
this Act, and to provide for the disposition and use of this tax,” ap¬ 
proved March 1, 1939. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The term “gasoline” as used in this Act shall in¬ 
clude gasoline, naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any devices 
or substitutes therefor commonly used in internal combustion 
engines, provided that nothing contained in this Act shall apply 
to those products commonly known as kerosene oil, fuel oil. and 
crude oil used for lighting or heating purposes. The term “per¬ 
son” means and includes every person, corporation, co-partnership, 
company, agency or assoc'ation singular or plural. The term “dis¬ 
tributor” shall include any person who shall engage in the selling 
of gasoline as herein defined in Montgomery County, by whole¬ 
sale, in domestic trade, but shall not apply to any transaction by 
such distributor in interstate commerce. The term “retail dealer” 
shall include any person herein defined as the distributor who is 
also engaged in the sale of gasoline as herein defined at any place 
in Montgomery County in broken quantities. The term “storer” 
as used herein shall include any person who ships gasoline into 
Montgomery County in tank quantities and stores the same and 
withdraws or uses same for any purpose. 

Section II. The governing body of Montgomery County, Ala¬ 
bama may impose an excise tax of not exceeding 1c per gallon on 
persons, corporations, copartnerships, companies, agencies or as- 
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sociations engaged in the business of selling, distributing, storing, 
or withdrawing from storage for any purpose whatever, gasoline 
or other liquid motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in 
Montgomery County, Alabama, and to require every distributor, 
retail dealer or storer of gasoline as herein defined to pay an 
excise tax of 1c per gallon upon the selling, distributing or with¬ 
drawing from storage for any use, gasoline as herein defined 
in Montgomery County, Alabama; provided that the excise tax 
levied by this Act shall not be levied upon the sale of gasoline in 
interstate commerce, and provided further that if the excise tax 
imposed by this Act upon the sale of such gasoline shall have 
been paid by a distributor or by a retail dealer or storer, such 
payment shall be sufficient, the intention being that the tax shall 
not be paid but once. The excise tax imposed by this Act shall 
apply to persons, firms, corporations, dealers or distributors stor¬ 
ing gasoline and distributing same or allowing the same to be 
withdrawn from storage, whether such withdrawal be for sale or 
other use, provided that sellers of gasoline and its substitutes 
paying the tax herein provided may pay the same computed and 
paid on the basis of their sales as hereinafter required, and storers 
and distributors shall compute and pay such tax on the basis of 
their withdrawals or distributions. The tax herein imposed shall 
be in addition to any and all excise or other taxes imposed on 
gasoline, naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any device or 
substitutes therefor, or in the business of selling, distributing, stor¬ 
ing or withdrawing from storage for any purpose gasoline as 
herein defined by the State of Alabama or any other agency or 
subdivision of the State of Alabama except the governing body of 
said county shall have no authority to levy and tax upon any 
gasoline as herein def’ned when used in essential governmental 
functions by the County governing agencies, municipalities and 
boards of education. Every distributor, storer or retail dealer as 
defined in Section I of this Act shall be exempted from the pay¬ 
ment of said excise tax on withdrawals from storage which are 
for the purpose of resale, or reshipment to points outside of said 
County; provided, however, that to obtain such exemption such 
distributor, storer or retail dealer entitled to such exemption shall 
furnish to the governing body of said County a sworn, written 
statement on the 20th day of each and every month showing a 
full, true and accurate total of sales to each reseller or consumer 
outside of said County. 

Section III. On or before the 20th day of each month after 
the passage of this Act, every person upon whom the excise tax 
is levied shall render to the governing body of such county on 
forms prescribed by such governing body a true and correct state¬ 
ment of all sales and withdrawals of gasoline made by him or 
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them during the next preceding month, liable for payment of the 
excise tax imposed by this Act, and shall furnish to said govern¬ 
ing body such additional information as such governing body may 
require upon blanks to be formulated and furnished by said gov¬ 
erning body, and at the time of making such report shall pay to the 
said governing body an amount of money equal to the excise tax 
levied by this Act. The statement herein required to be made by 
the distributor, storer or retail dealer shall be sworn to before some 
officer authorized to administer oaths, and any false statement 
sworn to shall constitute perjury, and upon conviction thereupon 
the person so convicted shall be punished as provided by law for 
the crime of perjury. 

Section IV. All distributors, storers and retail dealers shall 
keep for not less than two years within the State of Alabama at 
some certain place or office such books, documents or papers as 
will clearly show the amount of sale or withdrawals of gasoline 
made in Montgomery County taxed under this Act. 

Section V. Within thirty days after any tax shall have been 
levied under authority of this Act every distributor, storer or 
retail dealer engaged in the sale or withdrawal of gasoline in 
Montgomery County shall make a report on blanks furnished 
under Section III hereof to the governing body of said County, 
showing the place and postoffice address at which he is engaged 
in the business of distributor or storer or retail dealer in gasoline 
within said County, which information shall be entered by the 
governing body of said County on a book kept for that purpose, 
and should such distributor, storer or retail dealer move his place 
of business from one business address to another, such distributor, 
storer or retail dealer shall within thirty days thereafter notify the 
said governing body of such removal, giving the former place and 
postoffice address and also the place and postoffice address to 
which his place of business has been removed. After the tax 
imposed under this Act has become effective, no person shall 
become a distributor, storer or seller of gasoline in said County 
until he shall have made such reports to the said governing body. 

Section VI. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer of gaso¬ 
line in said County shall fail to make the reports or any of them 
as required in any provision of this Act, or shall fail to comply 
with any regulation adopted for the collection of said tax by the 
governing body of said County, within the time required for mak¬ 
ing such reports, or shall fail to pay the tax imposed within the 
time fixed for the payment thereof, said distributor, storer or 
retail dealer shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than $50.00 nor more than $300.00 
for each offense. 
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Section VII. It shall be the duty of the governing body of 
said County to enforce the provisions of this Act upon its imposing 
the tax hereunder, and it shall have the right itself, or its mem¬ 
bers or its agents, to examine the books, reports and accounts 
of every distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline on which 
such tax has been imposed and to make any and all rules and 
regulations necessary and proper for the collection of such tax. 

Section VIII. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer in 
gasoline shall fail to make monthly reports or shall fail to pay 
the tax imposed under authority of this Act, the tax shall be 
deemed delinquent within the meaning of this Act and there 
shall be added to the amount of his tax a penalty of 25%, pro¬ 
vided if in the opinion of the governing body of the said County 
a good and sufficient cause or reason is shown for such delin¬ 
quency, the penalty may be remitted. The said governing body 
shall be authorized and empowered to make returns for delinquent 
tax payers upon such information as it may reasonably obtain 
and add to that the penalty as prescribed by this Act. If any 
person shall be delinquent in the payment of any tax imposed by 
this Act, the governing body of said County shall issue execution 
for the collection of the same, directed to any sheriff of the State 
of Alabama, who shall proceed to collect the same in the manner 
now provided by law for the collection of delinquent taxes by the 
County Tax Collector and make return of such execution to the 
governing body issuing the same. The tax herein authorized to 
be levied and the penalties herein provided for, shall be held as 
a debt payable to the County of Montgomery by the person 
against whom the same shall have been imposed or against whom 
the penalties shall have accrued, and all such taxes and penalties 
shall be a lien upon the property in said County and elsewhere 
in this State of the person against whom said tax shall have been 
imposed and the penalties shall have accrued. 

Section IX. The acceptance of any amount paid for the excise 
tax imposed under this Act shall not preclude the collection of 
the amount actually due. However, the amount actually paid 
shall constitute a credit against the amount actually due. 

Section X. Any distributor, storer or dealer who shall violate 
any provisions of this Act or shall fail to comply with any rea¬ 
sonable rule or regulation promulgated hereunder, may be re¬ 
strained, and proper prosecution instituted in the name of said 
County by the Attorney General of the State of Alabama, or by 
such counsel as the governing body of said County shall direct, 
from distributing, selling, storing or withdrawing from storage 
any gasoline the sale or withdrawal of which is taxable until 
such person shall have complied with the provisions of this Act. 
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Section XI. Each agent of any railroad company, bus or truck 
operator or other transportation company or agency operating in 
Montgomery County shall report to the governing body of said 
County on the first day of October, January, April and July of 
each year all shipments of gasoline as defined in this Act or sub¬ 
stitutes therefor handled by him or through the station or office at 
which he is the agent, and delivered to any person in Montgomery 
County, Alabama, during the preceding three months, giving the 
names and address of the consignor or consignee shipping and 
receiving said gasoline or substitute therefor and the number of 
gallons or pounds contained in each and every shipment. 

Section XII. The proceeds of the excise tax authorized in this 
Act shall be used for the maintenance and support of the Public 
School System of Montgomery County, and when collected by 
the County governing body as above authorized, shall be by it 
paid over to the Treasurer of County School Funds for Mont¬ 
gomery County, to be by him disbursed on the order of the County 
Board of Education of Montgomery County. The costs of the 
collection of said tax shall be paid by the Board of Revenue of 
Montgomery County from the proceeds of said excise tax, and 
the amount of such expense includes necessary clerical help, shall 
be deducted from the amount remitted to the Treasurer of County 
School Funds. 

Section XIII. Should any section, paragraph or portion of this 
Act be declared unconstitutional it shall not invalidate the remain¬ 
ing sections, paragraphs or portions hereof. 

Section XIV. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this 
Act be and the same are hereby repealed and an Act entitled An 
Act “To authorize the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County, 
Alabama, to levy and collect a privilege or excise tax on all per¬ 
sons, corporations, copartnerships, companies, agencies, or asso¬ 
ciations selling in said County gasoline or any devices or substi¬ 
tutes therefor. The tax, if imposed, shall be one cent per gallon 
on all gasoline or devices or substitutes therefor sold in said 
County, and shall be in addition to all privilege or excise taxes 
now imposed, and to .provide rules, regulations and machinery 
for the collection thereof, and to provide for the enforcement of 
this Act and to fix penalties for the violation of any provision of 
this Act, and to provide for the disposition and use of this tax/’ 
Approved March 1, 1939, is hereby repealed. 

Sevtion XV. This Act shall go into effect on the first of the 
month after its passage and approval by the Governor or is other¬ 
wise enacted into law.

the payment of the premium thereon by the County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created the office of President 
of the Board of Revenue in and for Cherokee County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That said President of the Board of Revenue shall 
be a resident citizen and qualified elector of Cherokee County, 
Alabama, and over the age of twenty-five years. That said Presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Revenue hereby created shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of Cherokee County, Alabama, at the gen¬ 
eral election to be held in the year 1946 and every six years there¬ 
after and shall hold office for a term of six years, beginning on 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next after 
his election and until his successor is elected and qualified, that 
immediately upon the approval of this Act the Governor of Ala¬ 
bama with the approval of the Senate shall appoint a President of 
the Board of Revenue who shall hold office until the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, and that any time 
should a vacancy occur in said office of President of the Board of 
Revenue, the Governor shall make appointment for the unex¬ 
pired term. 

Section 3. The presdient of the Board of Revenue shall take 
the oath of office required by members of Board of Revenue or

impeaching and removing from office members of the Board; to provide 
the method of filling vacancies in the Board; to provide for the com¬ 
pensation of the members of the Board; to provide for the organization 
of the Board; to provide for the meetings of the Board; to provide for 
copies of the records of the Board to be certified by the Secretary to be 
competent evidence in all courts; to provide the authority and duties of 
the said Board; to provide for the management and control of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Electric Distribution System of the City of Albertville by said 
Board; to provide for the employment by the Board of a manager, clerks, 
stenographers, attorneys, linemen, and any other employees found neces¬ 
sary to be employed by said Board; to provide for official bonds of offi¬ 
cers and employees of the Board handling money; to provide for the 
collection, deposit and distribution of funds received from the operation 
of said Electric Distribution System; to provide for bond of depository 
of funds of the Board; to provide for the investment of sinking funds 
for the retirement of bonds or other contingency funds coming into the 
hands of the Board; to provide method of withdrawal of funds of the 
Board and signing of warrants for the payment of claims; to provide that 
in any expenditure for any new construction, additions, or replacements 
to the electric plant, where the amount to be expended is more than 
$500.00 the expenditure must be approved by the City Council of the City 
of Albertville; to provide for an annual audit and semi-annual publication 
of the financial condition of the system; to provide that said Board shall 
have the control, management, and operation of any water, gas, or other 
utilities if same should in the future be acquired by the City of Albert¬ 
ville; to provide for the management and operation of such other utili¬ 
ties; and to provide for reports of the Board to the City Council. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. CREATION OF MUNICIPAL UTILITIES 
BOARD OF ALBERTVILLE, ALABAMA.—There is hereby 
created and established the Municipal Utilities Board of Albert¬ 
ville, Marshall County, Alabama, to be composed of three members. 

Section 2. APPOINTMENT OF MEMBERS TO COMPOSE 
BOARD.—W. E. Walker of Albertville, Marshall County, is 
hereby named and appointed as a member of the Board to serve 
until second Monday in January, 1945; and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. Dr. A. L, Isbell of Albertville, Marshall 
County, is hereby named and appointed as a member of the Board 
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to serve until the second Monday in January, 1947, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. Oran C. Adams of Albertville, 
Marshall County, is hereby named and appointed as a member of 
the Board to serve until the second Monday in January, 1949, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 3. QUALIFICATION OF MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD.—No person shall be eligible to membership on said board 
who is not a qualified elector of the City of Albertville, Alabama, 
or who is and officer of the City, or an employee thereof, or is a 
member of the City Council, or whose term on the City Council 
has expired within six months prior to his election on the board. 

Section 4. OATH OF OFFICE, OF MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD.—Before entering upon the duties of his office, each 
member of the Board shall take and subscribe the following oath: 
“I do solemly swear that I will support the constitution of the 
State of Alabama, the Constitution of the United States, and I will 
faithfully, zealously, and impartially discharge the duties of the 
office upon which I am about to enter, without fear or favor, for 
the public welfare; so help me God.” The successors to the mem¬ 
bers of the board named in this Act shall take and subscribe to the 
same oath. 

Section 5. METHOD OF ELECTION AND TERM OF OF¬ 
FICE OF THE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD.—The successors 
to the members of the Board named in this Act shall be elected by 
the City Council of the City of Albertville, Alabama. At the last 
meeting of the City Council of the City of Albertville in December 
each year that the term of a member of the Board expires in Janu¬ 
ary following, the City Council shall elect the successor of the 
member of the Board whose term expires on the second Monday in 
January following, and the person so elected shall become a mem¬ 
ber of the Board on the second Monday in January following and 
shall hold the position for a period of six years and until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified. A member of the Board may suc¬ 
ceed himself if the City Council desires to re-elect him. Whenever 
a vacancy occurs in the Board by resignation, death, or some other 
cause, the City Council shall immediately fill said vacancy by elect¬ 
ing another person to the Board, who shall serve for the remainder 
of the unexpired term of the member he succeeds. 

Section 6. ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD.—At the 
first meeting of the Board after the passage of this Act, the mem¬ 
bers shall elect one of their number as Chairman and one of their 
number as Secretary, thereafter the Board shall annually elect from 
among their number a Chairman and Secretary. Vacancies in the 
office of Chairman and Secretary shall be filled by the Board, if and 
when the same may occur. 
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Section 7. COMPENSATION OF THE MEMBERS OF 
THE BOARD.—Each member of the Board shall be paid at the 
rate of $10.00 per month. The compensation to the members of 
the Board shall be paid in monthly installments from the money 
received from the operation of the Electric Distribution System. 

Section 8. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD.—The Board shall 
hold its regular monthly meetings on the third Tuesday of each 
month and other meetings at such times and places as its members 
may elect, and the Chairman of the Board, or any two members, 
may call the meeting at any time he or they consider that the busi¬ 
ness demands that a meeting be held. The Chairman and one 
member or any two members of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum. A true record of all the proceedings of all meetings of 
the Board shall be kept by the Secretary. At the call of any mem¬ 
ber the vote on any pending question shall be taken by ayes and 
noes, and the same shall be entered on the record. The record of 
the proceedings of said Board shall be open to the Mayor and any 
member of the City Council, and to the public at all times, and a 
copy from said record, certified by the Secretary, shall be compe¬ 
tent evidence in all courts. 

Section 9. AUTHORITY AND DUTIES OF THE BOARD. 
—The Board shall have complete control of the public utilities 
owned by the City of Albertville, and as a part thereof it shall have 
authority to employ, upon terms to be fixed by the Board, but in 
no event for a term exceeding one year, and to discharge with or 
without cause, managers, cashiers, clerks, stenographers, attorneys, 
linemen, repairmen, laborers, and such other employees as are 
necessary for the operation of the utility. It shall have the power 
and authority, and it shall be its duty, to charge for and collect all 
accounts due for any service which the utility may furnish to its 
customers, upon rates to be provided and approved by the City 
Council of the City of Albertville, Alabama. The Board shall have 
the right to delegate to any manager which it may employ the au¬ 
thority to employ and discharge employees which may be needed; 
to direct their work, and to manage, control and operate the public 
utility of the City of Albertville, of which he is the manager, and 
to account to the Board for his acts in so doing, but his authority 
shall be restricted as the authority of the Board is restricted by 
this Act. 

Section 10. OFFICIAL BONDS OF OFFICERS AND EM¬ 
PLOYEES.—All officers or employees of the Board handling 
money or exercising authority over property of the City of Albert¬ 
ville shall, before entering upon the discharge of their duties, give 
bond with some Surety Company authorized to do business in the 
State of Alabama, as Surety, and payable to the City of Albert¬ 
ville, to be approved by the Board in such penalty as the Board 
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may prescribe conditioned for the faithful discharge of the duties 
of his office, and faithfully to account for all moneys received or 
property coming into his possession in the capacity of his employ¬ 
ment. 

Section 11. IMPEACHMENT AND REMOVAL OF MEM¬ 
BERS OF THE BOARD.—Members of the Board may be re¬ 
moved from office in the manner and on the same grounds pro¬ 
vided by the general law of this State for the impeachment and 
removal of officers as set out in Section 175 of the Constitution of 
Alabama. 

Section 12. ACCOUNTANT, EXPERT, EMPLOYED: DU¬ 
TIES OF.—The Board shall at least once a year appoint an expert 
Accountant or firm of Accountants who shall make an examina¬ 
tion in detail of all books and accounts of the Board to cover the 
period since the preceding examination, and make a full report in 
writing, under oath, to the Board of its finding at the Board’s first 
meeting after the completion of such report, a copy shall also be 
furnished the Mayor and City Council, and the same shall be 
spread upon the minutes of the Board, but the same person or firm 
shall not be appointed or authorized to make such examination 
twice in succession. For this service said Accountant shall be paid 
such sum as may be agreed upon, which is reasonable and proper. 

Section 13. REPORTS OF BOARD TO COUNCIL.—Said 
Board shall make an annual report to the Council at its first regu¬ 
lar meeting in October in each year, showing in detail the receipts 
and expenditures for the preceding fiscal year: the physical condi¬ 
tion of the property under the care of said Board, and other mat¬ 
ters of public interest connected with said Board. 

Section 14. PUBLICATION OF RECEIPTS AND DIS¬ 
BURSEMENTS.—The Board shall make a semi-annual publica¬ 
tion on the second Monday of January and July of each year in a 
newspaper published in the City of Albertville, Alabama, of a re¬ 
port showing the receipts and expenditures of money of the Board 
specifying generally the source from which received and the pur¬ 
pose for which expended, such publication must also show the en¬ 
tire indebtedness of the public utility of whatever kind and charac¬ 
ter, specifying particularly the amount of bonds outstanding, their 
character and when due. 

Section 15. EXPENDITURES FOR CONSTRUCTIONS OR 
ADDITIONS.—No expenditures for any new construction, addi¬ 
tions, or replacement of any public utility, or the equipment used 
by the same, shall be made by the Board where the total expense 
will be more than $500.00 without the consent and approval of the 
City Council of the City of Albertville, Alabama. 

Section 16. FUNDS, MONEY, ETC.—All funds of said Board 
shall be kept separate from the other funds of the City and in the 
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City Depository, and the same shall be withdrawn only in such 
sums and at such times as the same shall be actually required for 
the expenditures authorized by law, and only upon warrants signed 
by an employee of the utility designated by the Board and counter¬ 
signed by a member of the Board designated by the Board, and 
issued for claims that have been audited and ordered paid by said 
Board and for salaries due Board members and employees for work 
performed and services rendered; provided any municipal funds, 
including all sinking funds for the retirement of bonds, and other 
contingency funds not presently needed for other purposes, coming 
into the hands of the Board may be invested in City, County, State 
or Federal securities, including War Bonds, or any public improve¬ 
ment bonds issued by any municipality of the State of Alabama 
which are general obligations of such municipality, as the Board 
may direct provided, however, the proceedings authorizing any 
funding or refunding bonds may prohibit the investment of the 
sinking funds for such bonds and require that such sinking funds 
shall be used exclusively in the purchase for retirement, or in the 
redemption of such funding or refunding bonds. 

Section 17. COLLECTION, DEPOSIT, AND DISTRIBU¬ 
TION OF MONEYS OF THE ELECTRIC DISTRIBUTION 
SYSTEM.—All money collected from the sale of electric current, 
or received in any way from the use of the Electric Distribution 
System, shall be deposited in the City Depository and shall be dis¬ 
tributed by the Board in accordance with the terms of the Power 
Contract between Tennessee Valley Authority and the City of 
Albertville, and of Ordinance No. 165 of the City of Albertville 
authorizing the issuance and sale of Electric System Revenue 
Bonds of 1938, and all funds shall be distributed by the Board as 
provided by said Power Contract and by said Ordinance. When 
the bonds issued under the authority of Ordinance No. 165 have 
been fully paid and discharged the Board shall no longer be con¬ 
trolled in the distribution of funds by said Ordinance, and in the 
event that said contract for power between the Tennessee Valley 
Authority and the City of Albertville should be altered, the said 
Board shall distribute the money received in accordance with such 
new or changed contract as may be made for the purchase of 
power, and in the event that restrictions with reference to the dis¬ 
bursement of the money received shall be eliminated from the 
Power Contract, then said Board shall operate said Electric Distri¬ 
bution System economically in accordance with the powers and 
duties imposed upon them by this Act and shall remit the net 
revenue from the operation of the said Electric Distribution System 
to the City of Albertville quarterly thereafter, provided a reason¬ 
able fund shall first be set aside and maintained at all times for 
depreciation, expansion and emergencies. 
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Section 18. BOND OF DEPOSITORY.—The Board shall re¬ 
quire from the Depository adequate bond or securities to secure 
the safety of said deposit, which bond or securities shall be in the 
sum that the Board shall fix having due regard to the safety of 
the Board’s funds. 

Section 19. CONTROL OF WATER WORKS, GAS OR 
OTHER UTILITIES IF ACQUIRED BY THE CITY OF AL¬ 
BERTVILLE. Should the City of Albertville in the future pur¬ 
chase, construct, or acquire a Municipal Water System, a Munici¬ 
pal Gas System, or any other public utility, the Board created by 
this Act shall control, manage, and operate such municipally owned 
utility; it shall have full authority to employ and discharge a man¬ 
ager for the same, and to employ and discharge, or authorize such 
manager to employ and discharge, all such additional employees as 
may be needed to properly operate such utility; to operate it and 
collect all charges for services; it shall deposit all funds derived 
from the operation of such utility in the City Depository and shall 
pay out the same in accordance with any contract or contracts the 
City Council of the City of Albertville may make in acquiring the 
said utility or in acquiring funds for building or purchasing the 
same, and shall operate such utility economically and pay the net 
revenues of such utility to the City of Albertville quarterly, after 
setting up a reasonable fund for depreciation and emergencies. 

Section 20. If any clause, sentence, section or part of this Act 
shall be declared invalid, it shall not render the remaining parts of 
the same invalid, but they shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 21. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor or upon its becoming a law without his 
approval.

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paid by the Clerk or Register of such Court into the general fund 
of Morgan County, Alabama, less five per cent thereof which may 
be retained by the Clerk or Register for collecting and remitting 
such trial tax. 

Section 2. This Act shall apply to all cases docketed in said 
Court on or after the first day of the month following its passage 
and approval.

his district, and to fix the salary and compensation of said Com¬ 
missioners”—be amended so as to read as follows: Section 1. That 
each member of the Court of County Commissioners of Pike 
County, except the Probate Judge, shall have supervision of and 



shall be responsible to the Court of County Commissioners for 
the construction, maintenance and upkeep of the county roads and 
bridges in his Commissioner’s district, and shall make personal 
inspection of all work under construction in his district, and shall

To regulate the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Barbour County, Alabama; to 
require the register of claims against said fund, the same to be presented 
to the Clerk of the Board of Revenue for approval against said fund and 
to regulate registration of such claims and to transfer any surplus to the 
credit of the said fund to the general fund of said county as may be 
directed by the Board of Revenue; to require all persons or officers of 
the county whose duty it shall be to collect revenues and money belong¬ 
ing to Barbour County to forward to the clerk of the Board of Revenue 
a statement of all monies collected which belong to the Fine and Forfei¬ 
ture Fund and to state from what source the same was collected; to give 
the fees and commissions of officers performing services in criminal cases 
priority over other claims and to provide for the payment of witness 
claims in criminal cases. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature oj Alabama: 

Section 1. That it shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Board 
of Revenue or other like governing body of Barbour County, Ala¬ 
bama, to provide a book for the registration of claims against the 
Fine and Forfeiture Fund of said county and all outstanding 
claims against the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of said County which 
were registered and outstanding at the time this act becomes a 
law shall be presented to the clerk of the Board of Revenue to be 
again registered against said fund within ninety days from the 
date of its approval and all claims arising against such Fine and 
Forfeiture Fund after this act becomes a law shall be registered 
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by the clerk of the Board of Revenue within thirty days after their 
accrual and all claims whether outstanding or accruing since the 
passage of this Act, not so registered as provided above, shall be 
forever barred. All claims so filed and presented for payment 
against said fund shall be audited and allowed or rejected by said 
Board of Revenue or other like governing body of. said county at 
the next regular session or meeting of the Board after the filing 
of such claim and no claim shall be paid unless the same has been 
properly registered with the clerk of the Board of Revenue or 
other like governing body and approved by him for payment in 
accordance with the requirement of this Act. The claims of offi¬ 
cers in criminal cases shall be and are here made preferred over 
all other claims against said fund, provided that, in the event 
there is a surplus to the credit of the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of 
said county over and above the amount sufficient to pay in full 
all claims properly registered, presented and allowed against the 
same as herein required, then and in that event the Board of 
Revenue or other like governing body shall have the right and it 
shall be the duty of said Board to pass such surplus to the credit 
of the general fund of said county. 

Section 2 . The Board of Revenue or other like governing body 
of Barbour County shall pay the claims of county officers in crimi¬ 
nal cases at par out of any money in the Fine and Forfeiture Fund 
when properly presented, provided the same shows to have been 
properly registered and ordered paid according to the provisions 
of this act and it shall be the duty of the clerk of the Board of 
Revenue or other like governing body to promptly on the presenta¬ 
tion of such officers’ claims to order the same paid by the county 
depository or county treasurer out of any monies to the credit of 
the Fine and Forfeiture Fund. 

Section 3. From and after the passage of this act, it shall be 
the duty of all officers of the county who collect funds going to 
the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of the county to within thirty days 
after receiving such funds to file a statement of the amount col¬ 
lected by them, stating from what source the same is collected, 
and where deposited and to what fund of the county deposited 
and the date of deposit and said persons and officers of said county 
who collect such funds and monies shall file said statement within 
thirty days showing any such money or funds so collected during 
said period. Said statement shall be filed with the clerk of the 
Board of Revenue or other like governing body of said county. 

Section 4. Any person or officer who fails or refuses to com¬ 
ply with the terms of Section 3 of this Act shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not more than 
five hundred dollars. 
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Section 5. Unless there shall be a sufficient sum in the Fine 
and Forfeiture Fund of Barbour County to take care of in full the 
claims of officers in criminal cases against said fund, it shall be 
the duty of the clerk of the Board of Revenue to pay the clerk on 
claims presented by him forty per cent of the fund actually in the 
treasury or depository at the time demanding payment and to pay 
to the sheriff sixty per cent of said fund in the treasury or de¬ 
pository to the credit of the Fine and Forfeiture Fund at the time 
of demanding payment. 

Section 6. Whenever there shall be a surplus of the fund aris¬ 
ing from fines and forfeitures in the county treasury or depository 
of Barbour County over and above the sum required to pay the 
registered claims of county officers, the county treasurer or county 
depository of said county must pay the fees of state witnesses of 
the court arising from criminal cases in which the defendant is 
not convicted and the costs are not imposed on the prosecutor or 
in which the defendant has been convicted and has been proven 
insolvent by return of execution “no property found” or in cases 
in which the State enters a nol prosequi, or in which the indict¬ 
ment has been withdrawn and filed or the prosecution abated by 
the death of the defendant, unless the payment or distribution of 
such funds are otherwise provided for. This section shall be held 
to apply to all fees of officers of the trial courts arising on an 
appeal by the defendant to the Supreme Court or Court of Ap¬ 
peals, in cases where the judgment of the trial court is reversed 
and a new trial allowed, or the defendant ordered discharged. It 
shall also apply in appeal cases where the defendant has appealed 
from a conviction and sentence to the State penitentiary and the 
conviction is affirmed, to such part of the fees of. officers of the 
trial court arising on the appeal, as are not paid from the Convict 
Fund under Sections 69 and 70 of Title 45, Code 1940, and execu¬ 
tion for such unpaid part of such fees having first been issued 
against the defendant and returned “no property found.” It shall 
further apply to the fees of officers of the trial court arising on an 
appeal, in cases where the defendant has appealed from a convic¬ 
tion, the punishment fixed being otherwise than imprisonment in 
the State penitentiary and the judgment of the trial court is af¬ 
firmed, provided the defendant be first proven insolvent by the 
return of an execution “no property found.” 

Section 7. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict here¬ 
with be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 8. That this Act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To Further Provide for the Fiscal Management of Wilcox County; To Pro¬ 
vide for the Refunding and amortization of the outstanding obligations of 
Wilcox County and The Refunding and amortization of Obligations of 
Wilcox County That may Hereafter be Issued. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. TEMPORARY LOANS:—Tax anticipation war¬ 
rants or notes shall be issued to cover temporary indebtedness and 
must mature in the fiscal year in which issued. The total aggre¬ 
gate amount of all such temporary tax anticipation warrants or 
notes issued shall not be greater than forty (40) percent of the 
annual income of the fund against which said tax anticipation 
warrants or notes are issued and must not be greater than an 
amount which can be included in the annual budget and liquidated 
at maturity. The Probate Judge and other county officials shall 
not sign any warrants, which represent new obligations which 
will be in violation of these provisions. 

Section 2. MATURITY OF BONDS AND WARRANTS:— 
Bonds and warrants shall be used as evidence of all indebtedness 
which extend more than one year beyond the date of issue and 
shall be payable and subject to redemption as provided herein at 
any time not exceeding twenty years from the date of issue. All 
bonds, warrants, revenue obligations, and other evidences of in¬ 
debtedness whether new obligations or whether they be for re¬ 
funding purposes shall mature serially in annual installments. The 
first annual installment shall be payable not more than three years 
after the date of issue and the last installment shall completely 
liquidate the entire issue. No such installment shall be more than 
twice as large as the smallest prior installment of the same issue. 

Section 3. DEBT LIMIT:—If the total amount of bonds, war¬ 
rants, revenue obligations or other evidences of indebtedness out¬ 
standing at any one time against any fund of the county exceeds 
an amount that will require more than eighty (80) percent of the 
annual income of said fund based on an average of the three fiscal 
years preceding the current year no new issue of bonds or warrants 
shall be made. No new issue of bonds, warrants, revenue obliga¬ 
tions, or any other forms of evidences of indebtedness of any kind 
shall be made against any fund which pledges the income or reve¬ 
nue or part of the income or revenue of any kind from said fund 
which will raise the amount required for debt service to a figure 
greater than the unallocated or unbudgeted part of that fund. Such 
figure used for debt service shall include both interest and install¬ 
ments on the principal. In addition to these limifs there shall be a 
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statutory debt limit which shall prohibit the county from incurring 
a total debt, against all funds and revenues which shall be greater 
than three times the constitutional debt limit. The Probate Judge 
and other officials of Wilcox County shall not sign any bonds, war¬ 
rants, revenue obligations, or other evidences of indebtedness which 
represent new obligations of the county which shall cause the total 
county debt to be raised above this limit. 

Section 4. PLACE OF PAYMENT AND FEES FOR FIS¬ 
CAL AGENT:—All notes, bonds, warrants, revenue obligations 
and other evidences of indebtedness may be made payable at such 
place or places within or without the State of Alabama as the gov¬ 
erning body of the county shall determine. No contract shall be 
made with any paying agent, as reimbursement for such services 
performed and expenses incurred, including exchange, handling 
charges, collecting and paying cost which shall exceed one tenth 
of one percent of the principal amount of such obligations to be 
paid and one-fourth of one percent of the amount of any interest 
paid. 

Section 5. SALES OF SECURITIESAll bonds, warrants, 
revenue obligations or other evidences of indebtedness if sold or 
exchanged or refunded, shall go to the best bidder at public sale 
unless sold at a better price within thirty (30) days after failure to 
receive an acceptable bid at a duly advertised sale in accordance 
with this section. The public sale shall be by sealed bids opened 
in public. The notice of sale shall state the amount of bonds to be 
sold, exchanged or refunded, the maturities thereof, the amount 
payable at each maturity, the time and place for submitting the 
sealed bids, and shall include an invitation to the bidders to name 
the rate of interest in their bids. Bidding shall be conditioned on 
the deposit of a certified check of not less than two (2) per cent of 
the principal amount of the securities offered for sale and the no¬ 
tice of sale shall so state. Prior to the sale such notices shall be 
published once in each of three consecutive weeks in a local county 
newspaper if there by any and in at least three newspapers in the 
state. Notice shall be posted at the courthouse of the county and 
at least two other public places in the county. Notice shall be filed 
with the Chief of the Division of Local Finance in the office of the 
State Director of Finance three weeks before any sale, refunding, 
or exchange and the said Division of Local Finance shall be re¬ 
quested to furnish notice to all dealers, banks, or other applicants 
whose names are on the mailing list of that Division. The county 
shall have the right to reject all bids. In determining the best bid 
consideration shall be taken of the rate of interest, any fee charged 
or premium offered and all other factors affecting the net cost. The 
determination of the best bid on these points by the county gov¬ 
erning body shall be final. The minutes of the county governing 
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body shall show the names of those bidding and the amount of 
the bids. Refunding bonds, warrants, or revenue obligations, or 
other evidences of indebtedness can only be exchanged with the 
holders of the outstanding bonds, warrants, revenue obligations, or 
other evidences of indebtedness when their bid is determined to be 
better than any other bid. Refunding bonds, warrants, or other 
evidences of indebtedness shall not be exchanged with the holder 
of the outstanding issues before the maturity of said outstanding 
issues in such a manner as to circumvent the provisions of this act 
requiring competitive bidding. 

Section 6. PURPOSE OF NEW BONDS:—No new bonds or 
warrants, revenue obligations or other forms of evidence of indebt¬ 
edness shall be issued except for internal improvements or for 
other improvements authorized by the Constitution or by laws 
enacted in accordance with the Constitution. This Section shall 
not operate to prevent the funding or refunding of existing debts. 

Section 7. CALLABILITY:—All bonds or warrants, revenue 
obligations or any other form of evidence of indebtedness maturing 
more than 10 years from date of issue shall be made callable and 
subject to redemption after ten years and can after ten years be 
paid at any time by giving six months notice to the holders or in a 
newspaper published or circulated in the county and in at least one 
newspaper published in each of the three (3) largest cities in the 
state according to the last published federal census report preceding 
the date of advertising. All bonds, warrants, revenue obligations 
and all other forms of evidence of indebtedness shall have a pro¬ 
vision under which they are callable and payable on six month’s 
notice at not to exceed one hundred and five percent of par at any 
time prior to the end of the first ten years. 

Section 8. INTEREST:—No bonds or warrants, revenue obli¬ 
gations or other evidences of indebtedness shall bear a rate of 
interest above five percent per annum and the interest shall be 
made payable semi-annually on the first of any calendar month. 

Section 9. SALES TO BE MADE AT NOT LESS THAN 
98% OF PAR:—No bonds, warrants, revenue obligations, or other 
evidences of indebtedness shall be sold at less than ninety eight 
(98) percent of par. 

Section 10. EXCHANGES, REFUNDING AND LIQUIDA¬ 
TION :—No bonds, warrants, revenue obligations or other evi¬ 
dences of indebtedness shall be exchanged for refunding bonds, 
warrants, revenue obligations or other evidences of indebtedness 
unless due or callable within ninety days and all refunded securi¬ 
ties shall be cancelled simultaneously with the issuance of the new 
securities. All Wilcox County bonds, warrants, revenue obliga¬ 
tions or other evidences of indebtedness originally incurred for 
highway or road construction which are not paid on or before

maturity shall be refunded as claims against the gas tax funds 
accruing to Wilcox County. The interest and principal payments 
on all gas tax bonds, warrants or obligations issued against the 
county’s share of the gas tax when the issue is for ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000.00) or more, shall be deducted from Wilcox 
County’s part of this tax by the State Comptroller and paid to 
the holder of the bonds, warrants, revenue obligations or other 
evidence of indebtedness. 

Section 11. VALIDITY OF ALL EXISTING LEGAL 
CLAIMS:—Nothing in this act shall be construed as in any way 
affecting or invalidating any outstanding bonds, warrants, revenue 
obligations or other evidences of indebtedness or shall prevent 
the refunding of any of these said claims that remain unpaid at 
the final maturity of the issue but neither the Probate Judge or 
any other member of the county governing body, or any authorized 
official of the county shall sign new bonds, warrants, or other 
evidences of indebtedness, or refunding bonds, or refunding war¬ 
rants, or other evidences of indebtedness of claims not handled 
in accordance with the provisions affecting competitive bidding, 
publicity or any other provision of this act. 

Section 12. PAYMENT OF INCIDENTAL COSTS:—The 
governing body or responsible officials issuing warrants, bonds, 
revenue obligations, or other evidences of indebtedness of the 
county may pay the cost of printing the warrants, bonds, revenue 
obligations, or other evidences of indebtedness, the cost of adver¬ 
tizing the sale, the attorney’s fees for preparing proceedings, the 
attorney s fees for furnishing an opinion as to legality acceptable 
to the purchaser, and other expenses incidental to the issue of said 
securities but only the actual cost thereof shall be paid and all 
such payments shall be made to those actually rendering such 
services and not to the purchaser of such securities in a lump sum 
or otherwise. No commission or other compensation shall be 
paid for procuring a purchaser of bonds, warrants, revenue obli¬ 
gations, or other evidences of indebtedness issued hereunder. The 
Probate Judge shall not sign any warrants or checks in payment 
of any charges, fees or commissions which are contrary to these 
provisions. 

Section 13. VALIDITY:—Bonds, warrants, revenue obliga¬ 
tions, or other evidences of indebtedness reciting that they are 
issued pursuant to the terms of this act shall in any action or 
proceeding involving their validity be conclusively deemed to be 
fully authorized thereby and to have been issued, sold, executed, 
and delivered in conformity therewith and with all other provisions 
of law applicable thereto and shall be incontestable, anything 
herein or in other statutes to the contrary notwithstanding, unless 
such action or proceeding is begun before or within thirty days 
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after the day upon which the bonds, warrants, revenue obligations, 
or other evidences of indebtedness are delivered and paid for, and 
no irregularity in the proceedings to authorize the issue of said 
securities hereunder nor the omission or neglect of any officer 
charged with the execution of any duties imposed by this article 
shall affect the validity of any said securities issued hereunder, 
provided the issuance of such securities shall have been properly 
approved by the county governing body. 

Section 14. EXEMPTION FROM TAXATIONAll bonds, 
warrants, revenue obligations, or other evidences of indebtedness 
and interest coupons attached to the same issued hereunder shall 
be exempt from state, county and municipal taxation. 

Section 15. The Probate Judge and other responsible officials 
shall not sign any bonds, warrants, revenue obligations or other 
evidences of indebtedness which are issued contrary to the provi¬ 
sions of this act. 

Section 16. REPEAL OF ALL LAWS IN CONFLICT All 
laws or parts of laws in conflict with this act are hereby expressly 
repealed. 

Section 17. SEVERANCE:—If any section, clause, provision, 
or portion of this act shall be held invalid or unconstitutional by 
any court of competent jurisdiction such invalidity shall not affect 
any other section, clause, provision, or portion of this act which is 
not itself invalid or unconstitutional; and it is now declared that 
the other parts or sections would have been enacted regardless of 
any section or parts of sections which might be held invalid or 
unconstitutional. 

Section 18. EFFECTIVE DATE:—This act shall take effect 
immediately upon the passage and approval of this act or its 
otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To provide that all Fines Imposed and all Forfeitures Made Final, in the 
Inferior Court of Tuscaloosa County, When Collected, shall within Thirty 
Days, Be Paid into the General Fund of Tuscaloosa County, any General 
or Local Law to the contrary notwithstanding, and to Provide When 
this Act shall go into effect; provided that only fifty percent (50%) of 
fines collected for violation of traffic laws, which under the General Law 
go to the Department of Public Safety, shall be paid into the General 
Fund of Tuscaloosa County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. All fines imposed and all forfeitures made final, in 
the Inferior Court of Tuscaloosa County, when collected, shall 
within thirty days, be paid into the general fund of Tuscaloosa 
County, any general or local law to the contrary notwithstanding 
provided however that only fifty percent (50%) of fines collected 
for violation of the traffic laws, which fines under general statute 
go to the Department of Public Safety, shall be paid into the 
General Fund of Tuscaloosa County. 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act shall go into effect on its 
passage and approval by the Governor and this Act shall expire 
on June 1 , 1945.

Act No. 321) (S. 374—Garrett 

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 3 and 5 of an act entitled “An act to create the office of 
County Solicitor for Baldwin County, Alabama, to provide the manner 
of selecting such County Solicitor, to fix his qualifications and tenure of 
office, to define his duties and to fix his compensations and to provide 
the manner of paying the same” approved March 5th, 1931. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Sections 3 and 5 of an Act entitled “An act to 
create the office of County Solicitor for Baldwin County, Alabama, 
to provide the manner of selecting such County Solicitor, to fix 
his qualifications and tenure of office, to define his duties and to 
fix his compensations and to provide the manner of paying the 
same/’ approved March 5th, 1931, be amended so as to read as 
follows: “Section 3: That it shall be the duty of said County So¬ 
licitor to prosecute for the State in the County Court of Baldwin 
County, or any court created in lieu thereof; to represent the 
State in all preliminary trials, in all the Courts of Baldwin County, 
and to represent the State in all habeas corpus proceedings where 
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said causes are tried at the County seat; to assist and advise with 
the Circuit Clerk in preparing the grand jury docket of said 
County; to assist the Circuit Solicitor before each session of the 
grand jury of said County; to act for the circuit solicitor before any 
such session of the grand jury of said County when necessary or 
when directed by the Circuit Solicitor; to attend and assist in the 
prosecutions of all criminal cases in the Circuit Court, and to 
perform such other duties as are now required of the Deputy So¬ 
licitor of said County; and in addition thereto he shall, whenever 
requested so to do by the sheriff of Baldwin County, attend on 
behalf of the State all prosecutions in any Justice of the Peace 
Court held at the County Seat or in any court created in lieu 
thereof held at the County seat; and he shall, also, whenever 
requested so to do by the sheriff, assist the sheriff in investigations 
of crimes committed in Baldwin County, Alabama. Section 5: 
That said County Solicitor in all cases in the County Court, or 
any Court created in lieu thereof, shall receive the same fees that 
the Circuit Solicitor is entitled by law to receive for prosecutions 
and convictions in the Circuit Court, said fees to be charged in the 
bill of cost as now provided by law, and collected by the Clerk or 
Ex-Officio Clerk of the County Court, or any Court created in 
lieu thereof; said Clerk shall deposit said fees when collected in a 
special fund to be known as the County Solicitor’s fund. The 
County Solicitors Fund shall consist of monies paid into it under 
this act or any other law authorizing the payment of monies 
therein. Out of which fund said County Solicitor shall be paid his 
salary as hereinafter provided. From and after the approval of 
this act, the County Solicitor shall receive for the performance of 
his duties as herein required a salary in the sum of Twenty-four 
hundred ($2,400.00) per annum, payable monthly on the first day 
of each month after the approval of this act or after he takes 
office, provided the fees earned by said County Solicitor, and 
deposited as herein provided, for prosecutions in the County Court, 
or any Court created in lieu thereof, or in any court in which fees 
are allowed from prosecution on behalf of the State, amount to 
said sum, and if said fees so earned and collected should not 
amount to said sum, in any calendar year, then, in that event, the 
County Solicitor shall be entitled only to so much of said salary 
as may be earned and collected as provided herein. Provided, 
however, that any surplus in said County Solicitor’s Fund, after 
the payment of the salary of said official as provided in this Act, 
at the expiration of any calendar year, shall be applied to any 
deficiency in salary of any previous calendar year, but only for the 
term for which said official was elected; that said salary, or any 
deficiency in salary of any previous year, shall be paid by warrant 
or check drawn on such funds in the same manner as warrants or 
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checks are drawn on the County General Funds of Baldwin County 
and shall be signed by the person or persons authorized to sign 
warrants or checks against the general Fund. If there is not 
sufficient monies therefor such warrant or check shall be drawn 
only for such monies as shall be in such fund. But whenever 
there shall be sufficient monies in such fund to pay any deficit to 
such Solicitor then the same shall be paid out of such Fund upon 
demand; but no deficit in the salary to which such Solicitor shall 
be entitled under this act shall be paid out of funds earned and 
collected subsequent to his term of office. Should, however, he 
not have been paid in full upon the termination of his office, then 
such deficit shall be paid out of and to the extent of the fees 
earned during but collected after his term of office. “All the 
fees earned by each Solicitor when collected shall be deposited in 
a separate Solicitor’s Fund for each County Solicitor. Fees taxed 
in each case tried during a Solicitor’s term of office shall be 
deemed earned by him and shall be deposited when collected in 
his fund for the payment of his salary and when such salary at the 
rate of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars for each month of his 
service shall have been paid, the surplus of the fund and the 
remainder of the fees earned by him shall be covered into the Fine 
and Forfeiture Fund.” 

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To prescribe the qualifications, duties, and to impose additional duties, and 
fix the compensation and allowance of the coroner of Montgomery 
County, Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That in Montgomery County, Alabama, it shall be 
a necessary requirement to hold the office of coroner, that such 
person as may be elected, shall be a qualified voter. 

Section 2. That the coroner of Montgomery County, Alabama, 
shall perform all of the duties now required of the coroner by the 
laws of Alabama; and in addition thereto it shall be the further 
duty of such coroner to report in writing the result of his findings, 
at a/ll inquisitions held by him, said report to be filed with the 
Solicitor of the county at the end of each month; it shall be the 
further duty of such coroner when called to conduct an inquisition 
into the death of a deceased person, to take possession of the body 
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of the deceased together with his or her personal effects, and hold 
same in a suitable place until claimed by the relatives, adminis¬ 
trators, executors or heirs of the deceased, or a otherwise provided 
for by law. 

Section 3. That the coroner of Montgomery County, Alabama, 
shall receive for his compensation the sum of Eighteen Hundred 
Dollars per annum, and a further sum of Six Hundred Dollars per 
annum for necessary medical expenses and ex-officio duties of said 
Coroner, which sum shall be payable in equal monthly installments 
out of the general fund of the county upon warrants issued by the 
Board of County Commissioners or Board of Revenue in said 
County. 

Section 4. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provision of this Act are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 5. That this Act shall become effective immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor.

No. 323) (S. 401—Cater-Sightler 

AN ACT 

To authorize and require the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County, 
Alabama, to provide a pension or retiring allowance plan for the em¬ 
ployees of said County, but not for the elective officials. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Board of Revenue of Montgomery County, 
Alabama, is hereby authorized and required to provide a pension 
or retiring allowance plan for the employees of said County, in¬ 
cluding the employees in the Health, Welfare and Extension De¬ 
partments provided they be not included under some other pension 
plan; and, to allow present County employees who have heretofore 
been employees of this County's school system, provided they be 
not included under some other pension plan, to count such service 
as having been rendered continuously in their present positions; 
and, also allowing County employees who serve in the military 
or naval forces of this country between service periods for this 
County to count such service as having been rendered this County. 
This Act shall not be construed or interpreted to provide a pen¬ 
sion for elective officials. 

Section 2. Any such employee of Montgomery County who 
shall have been in the service of said County for as long as twenty- 
four (24) consecutive years or who shall have been in the service 
thereof for as long as twenty-eight (28) years, the last sixteen 
(16) years of which have been consecutive and the other twelve 
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(12) years for which credit is sought was in terms of. not less than 
four (4) consecutive years, upon making written application 
therefor to the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County, shall 
be retired from said employment service for this County, and 
upon such retirement, such retired employee shall be paid, and the 
Board of Revenue of said County shall order and direct the pay¬ 
ment or such employee, monthly or otherwise during the remainder 
of his or her natural life, a sum equal to one-half of. the highest 
monthly compensation paid to such employee from the funds of 
this County during his or her service period. Provided no monthly 
pension, or retiring allowance plan provided in this Act shall 
amount to more than one hundred ($100.00) Dollars per month 
to any such retired employee. 

Section 3. Upon recommendation of any employing official 
of said County, whether elective or appointive, the Board of Rev¬ 
enue may after giving thirty days notice in writing to an employee 
who is eligible for retirement, and after reasonable investigation, 
if said Board is convinced that any such employee has become un¬ 
able physically, mentally or otherwise to perform efficiently the 
duties assigned to him or her, the Board of Revenue may order 
such employee retired as provided in Section 2 of this Act." 

Section 4. Payments under this Act to retired County em¬ 
ployees shall be made in the same manner and at the same times 
and from the same fund as payments of salaries and compensation 
are made to regular active employees of the Department in which 
such employee was employed by this County. 

Section 5. Nothing included in this Act shall be considered or 
construed to take from the elective officers of this County includ¬ 
ing the Board of Revenue and/or its duly authorized agents, the 
power to dismiss from the service of this County any of his or 
their active employees who for any cause fails or refuses to ren¬ 
der faithful and/or efficient service. 

Section 6. The Board of Revenue of Montgomery County shall 
hear and decide all applications for pensions under this Act and 
the decisions on such applications shall be final and conclusive 
and not subject to review or reversal except by such authority 
itself. 

Section 7. There shall be kept by the Clerk of the Board of 
Revenue a book to be known as the “Register of Retired Employ¬ 
ees.” This book shall contain a complete record of the services of 
said employees together with copy of action of the Board of Rev¬ 
enue of said County, in retiring any and all employees under this 
Act. The retirement of any employee under the provisions of this 
Act shall be by Resolution of the Board of Revenue of the County 
which shall be spread upon its minutes. 
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Section 8. In case of any dispute arising out of or over the 
provisions of this Act, or the interpretation of any of the provisions 
thereof, the decision of the Board of Revenue shall be final and 
conclusive. 

Section 9. No part of any pension paid or subject to payment 
under the provisions of this Act shall, before or after its payment 
to a beneficiary hereunder, be seized or held or be in anywise 
subject to garnishment or levy of execution or attachment or other 
process issued out of or by any court of this state, or any other 
state so far as same may be sought to respond to the payment or 
satisfaction in whole or in part, of any debt, damage, demand, 
claim, judgment or decree against any beneficiary under said pen¬ 
sion system, but shall be exempt therefrom; nor shall the whole or 
any part of any such pension, or the right thereto, be assigned, and 
any assignment thereof shall be void and unenforceable. 

Section 10. Any and all laws or parts of laws in conflict here¬ 
with are expressly repealed. If any part or parts of this Act shall 
be declared unconstitutional it shall not affect the remaining part 
or parts of this Act. 

Section 11. This Act shall take effect on its approval by the 
Governor or otherwise becoming a law.

of Jackson County, Alabama; to designate the manner of constituting, 
selecting and appointing the first board to hold office hereunder, and 
providing for the appointment of the first chairman of the said Board 
by the Governor; to fix the term of office of the first board holding 
office hereunder, and their successors in office, to provide for filling 
vacancies therein, to require the members elected, chosen or appointed 
hereunder to take the oath of office and give bond; to define the powers 
and duties of the said Board; to fix the compensation of the members 
thereof; to confer upon said Board all the jurisdiction, powers and 
authority that is now or may hereafter be granted by law to courts of 
County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other governing bodies

There is hereby created and established in and for 
the County of Jackson, State of Alabama, a Board of Revenue of 
said Jackson County, to be composed of five members, one of 
whom shall be the Chairman of said Board, and all of whom shall 
be qualified voters of said County. 

Section 2. That immediately after the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, 1945, the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Jackson County, Alabama, as now constituted, be and 
the same is hereby abolished and the same shall cease to exist in 
and for Jackson County, Alabama.

the duties of their respective offices on the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January following their election and shall 
hold office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, 1947. At said general election to be held in November, 
1944, and each four years thereafter, members to fill places desig¬ 
nated Three and Four of said Board of Revenue shall be elected 
by the qualified voters of Jackson County, Alabama, in the same 
manner and form as other county officers are elected and shall 
assume the duties of their respective offices on the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January following their election and 
shall hold office for four years thereafter and until their suc¬ 
cessors are elected, qualified or appointed. At the general elec¬ 
tion to be held in November, 1946, and each four years there¬ 
after, members to fill places designated One and Two of the 
Board of Revenue shall be elected and they shall assume the 
duties of their respective offices on the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January following their election and shall hold 
office for four years thereafter. The Chairman of the herein 
constituted Board of Revenue shall be appointed by the Governor 
immediately after the date fixed herein to abolish the Court of 
County Commissioners, who shall hold office until the first Mon¬ 
day after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, and at the gen¬ 
eral election to be held in November, 1946, and each four years 
thereafter, a Chairman of said Board of Revenue shall be elected 
by the qualified voters of Jackson County, in the same manner 
and form as other County officers are elected, and shall assume 
the duties of his office on the first Monday after the second Tues¬ 
day in January following his election, and shall hold office for 
four years thereafter. 

Section 5. That the said Board of Revenue shall have the 
power and authority to direct and control the property of the 
County as it may deem expedient in accordance with law; to levy 
general and special taxes for particular County purposes accord¬ 
ing to the provisions of the laws of the State of Alabama, gen¬ 
eral or special; to examine, settle and allow accounts and claims 
chargeable against the County; to examine and audit accounts of 
all officers having the management, collection or disbursement 
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of money belonging to the County, or appropriated for its use or 
benefit. 

Section 6. That said Board shall, have all the jurisdiction and 
all the powers which are now or may hereafter be by law vested 
in the Courts of County Commissioners of this State, and the sev¬ 
eral members of the said Board of Revenue of Jackson County 
shall respectively perform all the duties and services and render 
all the powers which are or may be required by law of the mem¬ 
bers of the Courts of County Commissioners. 

Section 7. That wherever possible, all purchases, contracts 
and leases for the use or acquisition of any personal property for 
the County shall be made through the Division of Purchases and 
Stores of the Department of Finance of the State of Alabama, in 
accordance with the authority contained in the Acts of 1939, page 
144, et seq., of the General Acts of Alabama, and in no event shall 
any lease, purchase or contract be made upon behalf of the Coun¬ 
ty at a price or consideration exceeding that price or consideration 
which could have been obtained through the assistance of said 
Division of Purchases of the Depertment of Finance, as contem¬ 
plated by said Act. All purchases, contracts or leases made upon 
the behalf of said Board of Revenue, or the County of Jackson, 
without complying with the terms and conditions of this section, 
shall be void and of no binding effect upon said County. 

Section 8. That the said Board of Revenue shall have the 
power and authority to compromise the outstanding debts of Jack- 
son County, to examine into and pass upon the regularity of war¬ 
rants already issued, to classify and register outstanding war¬ 
rants, and may pledge the credit of the County to raise money to 
discharge the same as it is now or may hereafter be provided by 
law. 

Section 9. That the Chairman of said Board of Revenue is 
required to give his entire time and attention to the business of 
said Board. He shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of the 
Board and shall sign all warrants drawn on the County Treasury 
or orders for the payment or disbursement of money or funds 
for the County. It is hereby made the duty of said Chairman to 
receive and prepare the business and obtain information for the 
sessions of the said Board and to see to the execution of all or¬ 
ders of said Board for the purpose of more orderly dispatching 
the business to come before the Board at its meetings. The Chair¬ 
man shall prepare a docket in advance of each meeting, listing 
each matter or item coming before the Board and the disposition 
made thereof by the Board. 

Section 10. A majority of the Board shall constitute a quorum 
for the conduct of business, and no funds belonging to the County 
shall be drawn out or paid out, except as authorized by said Board 
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of Revenue, in regular or special meeting assembled, at which a 
quorum is present. 

Section 11. The minutes and records of the proceedings of 
the Board shall be entered in a well bound book provided for that 
purpose, which said record shall be kept in the office of the Board 
of Revenue, and shall be open at all reasonable hours to the in¬ 
spection of citizens of the said County. The minutes of the said 
Board shall be recorded in the Minute Book provided for that 
purpose within five days from the adjournment of any meeting of 
the Board, regular or special. 

Section 12. Said Board of Revenue shall be a court of record 
when acting in a judicial capacity. 

Section 13. The Board of Revenue shall hold its sessions or 
meetings at the Courthouse in and for Jackson County. 

Sect on 14. The Chairman of said Board of Revenue shall 
receive a compensation of $200.00, monthly, and the associate mem¬ 
bers shall receive $7.50, per day, for each day’s services, not in 
excess of Seventy-Five Dollars ($75.00) in any one month. Said 
Board of Revenue shall hold regular meetings upon the fourth 
Monday in each month, remaining in session as many days as 
may be necessary, and may hold special meetings at the call of 
the Chairman. Said Chairman shall employ a clerk, who shall 
give his entire time to the duties of the office and shall receive 
such compensation as the Board of Revenue may fix per month, 
and all the salaries specified herein shall be payable by warrants 
drawn by the Chairman upon the General Funds of the County, 
and shall be in lieu of all other compensation paid by said County. 
The said clerk shall keep a minute book, accurately showing all 
the proceedings of said Board at all sessions that may be held; he 
shall list and present to the Board all claims, of whatever nature, 
that may have been filed against the County; and he shall also 
keep a complete record of all County receipts, from all sources, 
of all County funds; also an accurate record of all disbursements, 
and must be prepared, at all times, to show the exact financial 
condition of the County. 

Section 15. Each member of said Board is hereby required, 
before entering upon the duties of his office, to make and file 
the statutory oath of office, together with a bond with good and 
sufficient sureties, to be approved as now provided by law, payable 
to Jackson County, Alabama, and conditioned for the faithful per¬ 
formance of the duties of their respective offices. Said bond and 
oath to be filed and recorded in the office of the Judge of Pro¬ 
bate of said County. The bond of the Chairman of said Board 
is hereby fixed at Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), and the 
bonds of the other four members of said Board are hereby fixed at 
One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00), each. 
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Section 16. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue may em¬ 
ploy a Supervisor of roads and bridges for Jackson County, sub¬ 
ject to confirmation of the Board, and pay him a salary to be ap¬ 
proved by the Board of Revenue, out of the Road and Bridge 
Funds of said County. Said Supervisor of roads and bridges must 
have had not less than three years practical experience in road 
building and be qualified to intelligently direct the construction, 
repair and maintenance of roads and bridges in the County. He 
shall have entire charge of the road employees of the County and 
shall supervise the employment, or discharge, of all foremen and 
laborers employed on the roads of the County, and shall fix their 
compensation. For his acts as such Supervisor, he shall be re¬ 
sponsible to the Board of Revenue and shall give such bond as 
the said Board of Revenue may require. He shall, by and with 
the advice of the Board of Revenue, purchase all necessary road 
machinery, material, supplies, and equipment, necessary and de¬ 
sirable in and about the work of the roads and bridges of Jackson 
County, and shall be held responsible for the proper care and pres¬ 
ervation of such equipment. All purchases, leases and contracts, 
however, shall in all respects, be governed by the provisions of 
Section 7 of this Act. All changes in roads, or matters of special 
or particular nature, must be passed on by the Board of Revenue. 
Said Supervisor of roads and bridges may be allowed a reasonable 
sum for his expenses, upon his itemized claim therefor being filed 
and approved by the Board of Revenue. No road employees, 
foreman or laborers employed by the County Supervisor of roads 
and bridges shall be related to said Supervisor, Chairman or mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Revenue, within the third degree of consan¬ 
guinity, civil reckoning, by blood or marriage, nor shall any mem¬ 
ber of employee of said board be directly or indirectly interested in 
any lease or other contract with the County, or said board. 

Section 17. It shall be the duty of said Board of Revenue to 
publish between the first and fifteenth day of January and July, 
in each year, in some newspaper published in Jackson County, an 
itemized statement, showing all receipts and disbursements of all 
the funds of said Jackson County, together with the balances re¬ 
maining in such fund; the said statement so published to show 
each and every item paid, to whom paid, and for what purpose 
paid. The cost of said publication shall be no more than the regu¬ 
lar publication rate provided by law and shall be paid out of the 
General Fund of said County. Any member of the said Board fail¬ 
ing to vote for the publication of the report specified in this sec¬ 
tion shall be punished as provided by law. 

Section 18. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue shall,

inspections shall be paid reasonable expenses to be approved by 
this Board. 

Section 19. All purchases, contracts for purchases, contracts 
for work or labor, and contracts for the expenditure of money, 
for or on behalf of the County, in excess of "$100.00, each, must, 
in addition to full compliance with Section 7 hereof, have the ap¬ 
proval of the Board of Revenue before such purchases or con¬ 
tracts are made, which approval must appear on the minutes of 
the Board of Revenue, provided, however, that in the event of an 
emergency making it necessary that such purchases or contracts 
be made without delay, as in case of repair of the County's road 
machinery, automobiles, trucks and bridges, and such emergency 
purchases and contracts are reported, in writing, and in detail to 
the Board of Revenue for consideration, by the member making 
them, within three days thereafter, such emergency purchases, 
contracts, etc. shall only become valid and binding if and when 
certified by the State Purchasing Agent of the Department of Fi¬ 
nance that the prices paid and expenditures made were in keeping 
with and not out of line of similar prices and expenditures cleared 
through his office under the provisions of the Acts of 1939, page 
144. 

Section 20. That after the first Monday after the second Tues¬ 
day in January, 1945, the Court of County Commissioners of 
Jackson County, Alabama, as now constituted, shall be abolished 
and shall cease to exist in and for said County; and the Probate 
Judge of Jackson County, Alabama, shall not be a member nor 
an ex officio member, nor chairman of said Board of Revenue, nor 
receive any compensation or salary as such a member, nor as an 
ex officio member, nor chairman, nor as principal judge, nor have 
nor exercise any jurisdiction, authority, powers or perform any of 
the duties of said Board of Revenue or of any member thereof. 

Section 21. Should any section or part of this Act be de¬ 
clared unconstitutional, the other parts of the Act shall neverthe¬ 
less remain in full force and effect, the Legislature of Alabama 
hereby declaring that it would have passed said Act without such 
invalid part or parts. 

Section 22. All laws or parts of laws, local, special or general, 
in conflict with the provisions of this Act, be and the same are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 23. All provisions of this Act shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To alter and extend the Boundaries of the City of Birmingham: To provide 
for an Election to Submit to the Qualified Voters of the Territory to be 
annexed to said City of Birmingham for their approval or rejection 
of such alterations and extension. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the boundaries of the City of Birmingham, in 
the County of Jefferson, State of Alabama, are, subject to the other 
provisions hereof, hereby altered and extended so that said bound¬ 
aries shall include within the corporate limits of said City all of 
the following described additional property not presently located 
in said City, to-wit: A part of Sections 6 and 7, Township 18 
South, Range 2 West, Jefferson County, Alabama, described as 
follows: Begin at a point where the south boundary of the south¬ 
west quarter of southwest quarter of said section 6 intersects the 
eastern boundary of the Montgomery Highway; thence east along 
said south boundary of said southwest quarter of southwest quar¬ 
ter of said Section 6 to a point where said south boundary inter¬ 
sects the northern boundary of the survey of Warwick Terrace, 
as recorded in Map Book 24, pages 17 and 18, in the Probate Of¬ 
fice of Jefferson County, Alabama; thence in a northeasterly di¬ 
rection along said northern boundary of said survey of Warwick 
Terrace to the east boundary of said southwest quarter of south¬ 
west quarter of said Section 6; thence north along said east bound¬ 
ary of said southwest quarter of southwest quarter of said Section 
6 to the northern boundary of the right of way of the Birmingham 
Mineral Railroad; thence in a northeasterly direction along said 
northern boundary of said right of way to the western line of an 
alley running north and south through Block 3 in the survey of 
English Village, West Sector, as recorded in Map Book 16, page 
69, in said Probate Office, if said western line of said alley were 
extended northward; thence in a southerly direction along said 
western line of said alley, and said western line of said alley ex¬ 
tended, to a point where said western line intersects the north¬ 
eastern line of Lot 2 in Block 17 in the survey of First Addition 
to South Highlands, as recorded in Map Book 7, pages 105 and 
106, in said Probate Office; thence in a southeasterly direction 
along the northeastern line of said Lot 2 to the northeast corner 
of said Lot 2; thence in a southerly direction along the eastern line 
of said Lot 2 to the southeast corner of said Lot 2; thence in a 
southwesterly direction across 21st Avenue, South, to the northeast

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10 in said survey of First Addition to South Highlands; thence 
in a southwesterly direction along the southern line of an alley 
through Blocks 10, 11, 12 and 13 in said survey of First Addition 
to South Highlands., and said line extended, to the south line of 
said Section 6; thence continuing in a southwesterly direction 
parallel with and twenty feet south of the southern line of Blocks

recorded in Map Book 22, page 48, in said Probate Office, to the 
eastern line of Lot 14 in Block 1 in said survey of First Addition 
to Warwick Manors; thence in a northerly direction along said 
eastern line of said Lot 14 to the southeast corner of Lot 13 in 
Block 1 in said survey of First Addition to Warwick Manors; 
thence in a westerly direction along the southern line of said Lot 
13 to the eastern boundary of said Montgomery Highway; thence 
in a northerly direction along said eastern boundary of said Mont¬ 
gomery Highway to the point of beginning. 

Section 2. Within ten days after the approval of this act by 
the Governor, the Judge of Probate of Jefferson County, Alabama, 
shall make and enter an order upon the minutes of said court, di¬ 
recting and ordering an election to be held by the qualified 
voters residing within the territory described, which is to be an¬ 
nexed to said City, said election to be held within forty days from 
the entry of said order. Said election shall be held to determine 
whether or not a majority of the voters residing within the ter¬ 
ritory above described to be annexed to said City favor the an¬ 
nexation to said City of said territory above described. Said 
Judge shall give notice of the holding of said election by posting 
notices at three public places in the part of said territory annexed 
to said City by this Act, which notices shall state the date on which 
said election is to be held, the voting place or places designated 
by the Chairman of the Board of Registrars of said county, the 
boundaries within which voters must reside to vote at the respec¬ 
tive voting places, which must be within the territory annexed to 
said City by this Act, and said notices must give a description of 
the territory so annexed, and must state that a map of said terri¬ 
tory is on file in the office of the Judge of Probate of said connty, 
open to the inspection of the public. 

Section 3. The Chairman of the Board of Registrars of said 
county may designate as many places within the territory hereby 
annexed to said City as he may deem necessary for the convenience 
of the voters, and must designate the boundaries within which the 
voters must reside to vote at the respective voting places, and the 
Election Commission of Jefferson County shall appoint three in¬ 
spectors of election, two clerks and one returning officer for each 
voting place, which inspectors shall manage the election at the 
respective voting places at which they are appointed as inspectors. 
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Section 4. Each qualified voter who has resided within the 
boundaries of the territory hereby annexed to said city for three 
months next preceding the election may vote at said election, but 
must vote at the voting place designated by the Chairman of the 
Board of Registrars for voters in the territory in which he resides. 

Section 5. Said election must be conducted in all respects as 
provided by the general election laws and under the same sanction 
and penalties, except as changed by the provisions of this Act, and 
except that an official ballot need not be provided. There shall be 
no voting by absentee ballot. 

Section 6. Each voter may furnish his own ballot with the 
following words written or printed thereon: “For annexation/’ if 
he desires to vote in favor of annexing the territory to the City, 
or “Against annexation” if he desires to vote against annexing the 
territory to the City. It shall not be necessary for the ballot to be 
of any particular size, form or color. 

Section 7. The inspectors at the respective voting places must, 
as soon as the polls are closed, ascertain and certify the results of 
the election at their respective voting places to the Judge of Pro¬ 
bate, and deliver the same to the returning officer, who must at once 
return the same to the Judge of Probate, and said Judge must can¬ 
vass the returns as made by the inspectors, and if it appears that 
a majority of the votes cast at the election were “for annexation” 
said Judge shall make and enter an order on the records of said 
Probate Court recording such fact, and from the time of the 
entry of such order this Act shall be fully effective and the bound¬ 
aries of said City of Birmingham shall be as above set forth. If 
it appears that a majority of the votes cast at the election are 
“Against Annexation” the Judge of Probate shall make and enter 
an order on the records of said Court recording such fact, and this 
act shall not be effective, and the boundaries of said City shall 
be and remain as they were before the passage of this Act. 

Section 8. The result of such election may be contested by 
any qualified elector voting at the election under the same provi¬ 
sions as are provided by general law for contesting the election of 
a Justice of the Peace, making the City the contestee. The City of 
Birmingham shall pay all costs and expenses incident to the elec¬ 
tion. 

Section 9. The Probate Judge shall be entitled to the same 
fees for his services performed under the provisions hereof as he 
is authorized by law to charge and collect for similar services 
rendered by him, and all other officers shall be entitled to the 
same compensation for services rendered by them, as they are 
authorized by law to charge and collect for similar services ren¬ 
dered by them, and said City of Birmingham shall pay all costs 
and expenses, except in the case of a contest as herein provided.

That an act known as Senate Bill No. 159 (House 
No. 160) passed by the Legislature of Alabama and approved on 
March 15, 1939, creating the office of Clerk of The Court of Com¬ 
mon Pleas of Dothan, Alabama, be and it is hereby amended by 
adding thereto Sections 8, 9 and 10, as follows: Section 8. The 
Clerk of said Court, in addition to other duties and authority im¬ 
posed on him herein, shall have the same authority as is now 
granted to the Judge of said Court to take affidavits and issue 
warrants of arrest and committments thereon, and for such serv¬

The net funds realized and received by Morgan 
County arising from the placing of the office of Judge of Probate 
of Morgan County on a salary basis shall be used exclusively for 
public school purposes in the public school system of Morgan 
County and in the public school system of the City of Decatur as 
herein provided.

Section 2. On the fifteenth day of October in each year be¬ 
ginning with the year 1944, the Chairman of the Board of Reve¬ 
nue and Control of Morgan County, Alabama, shall calculate the 
total amount paid to the county by the Judge of Probate of said

To establish a Tubercular Sanatorium in Walker County, Alabama, and to 
authorize the Board of Revenue or any other like governing body of 
Walker County, to build, equip and maintain said sanatorium and to 
establish a Board of Control to operate same, with full power and 
authority to make rules and regulations governing the operations, gov¬ 
erning the employees, governing the selection of the employees. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That a Tubercular Sanatorium is hereby established 
for Walker County, Alabama for the reception of indigent tuber¬ 
cular patients or tubercular persons in need of hospital treatment. 

Section 2. That the Board of Revenue of Walker County, Ala¬ 
bama or like governing body of said County, is hereby authorized 
to build, equip and maintain said sanatorium and authorized to 
pay for the same out of the general fund of Walker County, Ala¬ 
bama. That the Alms House and grounds now owned by Walker 
County is designated as suitable location and building for said 
sanatorium and the Board of Revenue or like governing body of 
Walker County is authorized to use the same for said purpose 
in lieu of building a new building. 

Section 3. That there is hereby created a Board of Control t 
for said sanatorium, which shall at all times be composed of the 
Probate Judge, the Chairman of the Board of Censors or Board 
of Health and the County Health Officer of said County. That the 
Board of Control is hereby vested with full power and authorized 
to operate said sanatorium and to make all rules and regulations 
that may be necessary for the government and operation of said 
Institution and shall have complete control over the selection and 
supervision of employees with power to fix the salaries of same. 

Section 4. That when the State, through the Health Depart¬ 
ment, shall offer to furnish a Medical Supervisor and a Supervisory 
Nurse for said Institution and to pay a subsidy of One Dollar per 
day per patient treated in said sanatorium, then it shall be the duty 
of the Board of Revenue or like governing body to equip and main¬ 
tain said Institution and they shall pay for the maintenance of the 
same out of the general fund of the County of not more than 
Twelve Thousand Dollars per year. 

Section 5. That there is hereby appropriated out of the general 
fund of Walker County, Alabama the sum of Twelve Thousand 
Dollars per year to be paid in monthly installments of not more 
than One Thousand Dollars per month for the maintenance of said 
sanatorium and it shall be the duty of the said Board of Revenue 
to pay said sum or the amount necessary to maintain same month¬ 
ly, up to One Thousand Dollars on the certificate of the Medical 
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Supervisor of said Institution approved by the County Health Of¬ 
ficer of Walker County, Alabama. 

Section 6. That the Medical Supervisor and Supervisory Nurse 
of said Institution shall be furnished by the State of Alabama 
through the Health Department without any cost to Walker Coun¬ 
ty or the Board of Control and the subsidy of One Dollar per day 
for each patient shall be paid for by the State of Alabama through 
the Health Department to said Institution without any cost to 
Walker County and payment of said salaries and subsidy shall 
be governed by the regulations of the Board of Control.

Section 8. That this act shall go into effect on the first day 
of the first month after its passage and approval of the Governor.

AN ACT 

To regulate The Use Of Steel Traps And Similar Devices In Bibb County, 
Alabama, And Prescribe Punishment For The Violation Of This Act.

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation, to use steel traps, or other similar devices in Bibb 
County, Alabama, for trapping or catching any wild game, wild 
fowl, or fur-bearing animal, except as hereinafter expressly pro¬ 
vided. 

Section 2. That any person violating the provisions of this Act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars for each 
offense and may also be imprisoned in the County jail or sentenced 
to hard labor for the County for not more than six months.

Section 1. That at the general election for the year 1944 and 
every four years thereafter, there shall be elected a County Super¬ 
intendent of Education for Autauga County, Alabama, by the 
qualified voters of said county, who shall hold office for a term 
of four years from the July first next succeeding the election and 
until a successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 2. That candidates for the office of such Superintend¬ 
ent of Education may be nominated as candidates for other county 
offices of Autauga County, State of Alabama.

to said A. Johnston Hawkins and of sixty dollars seventy-five cents 
to G. Hayes Howell from the general fund of said City for their 
said services respectively. 

Section 2. That this Act shall become and be effective upon 
and after date of passage.

bama abuts and for which payments said real estate would be liable if not 
owned by the State of Alabama, and to appropriate for such relief the 
sum of Three Thousand Four Hundred Fifty-one and thirty-four one 
hundredth Dollars. 

WHEREAS, the City of Montgomery, Alabama, has paid and is legally 
liable to pay sums of money aggregating Three Thousand Four Hun¬ 
dred Fifty-one and thirty-four one hundredth ($3,451.34) Dollars, for 
the improvement by paving of certain streets or avenues of the City 
of Montgomery, Alabama, upon which said streets or avenues real 
estate belonging to the State of Alabama abuts; and 
WHEREAS, said improvement has inured to the benefit of the State of 
Alabama by increasing the value of ils said real estate and if said real 
estate was not owned by the State of Alabama it would be liable for 
said payment; and 

WHEREAS, there is no provision whereby the City of Montgomery, Ala¬ 
bama, is entitled to be paid or reimbursed for said sum of money; 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the City of Montgomery, Alabama, is entitled 
to relief for moneys paid by it and for moneys to be paid by it ag¬ 
gregating Three Thousand Four Hundred Fifty-one and thirty- 
four one hundredth ($3,451.34) Dollars, for the improvement by 
paving of certain streets or avenues of the City of Montgomery, 
Alabama, upon which streets or avenues real estate of the State 
of Alabama abuts and for which payments said real estate would 
be liable if not owned by the State of Alabama. 

Section 2. There is hereby appropriated out of the general 
treasury of the State of Alabama the sum of Three Thousand Four 
Hundred Fifty-one and thirty-four one hundredth ($3,451.34) Dol¬ 
lars to be paid to the City of Montgomery, Alabama, for its relief 
as set forth in Section 1 of this Act.

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$45.00; Jerome Russell, the sum of $45.00; Austin Jennings, 
the sum of $43.50; Doss Knighten, the sum of $45.00; James 
Brooks, the sum of $44.40; Gip Yancey, the sum of $45.00; Gil¬ 
bert Prince, the sum of $26.50; Gilbert Haynes, the sum of $27.00; 
J. F. Turney, the sum of $27.00; Will Fielder, the sum of $44.40. 

Section 2. The amounts hereinabove directed to be paid shall 
be paid out of the first moneys received by the Morgan County 
Board of Education of Morgan County, Alabama, from receipts 
from Poll tax for the tax year beginning October 1, 1943.

AN ACT 

To divide Lawrence County, Alabama, into four (4) Commissioner’s Dis¬ 
tricts.—To define the boundaries thereof, and to provide for the survey 
and establishment of permanent boundaries to such Commissioner’s 
District and to provide for the election of the members of the Board of 
Revenue, or other governing body, for said County by qualified voters of 
Lawrence County for each of such Commissioner’s Districts; to pro¬ 
vide that a member from each district shall be nominated and elected 
by the qualified voters of the entire County of Lawrence. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Lawrence County, Alabama, be, and is hereby 
divided into four (4) Commissioner’s Districts numbered and 
called the northeast, northwest, southeast and southwest Commis¬ 
sioner’s District of said County. 

Section 2. That the northeast district of said county shall 
be that portion of Lawrence County lying east of the line be¬ 
tween Ranges 7 and 8 and north of the section lines which are 
parallel to and, approximately, one (1) mile south of the line be¬ 
tween Townships 5 and 6; that the northwest district of said coun¬ 
ty shall be that portion of Lawrence County lying west of the line 
between Ranges 7 and 8 and north of the section lines which are 
parallel to and, approximately, one (1) mile south of the line be¬ 
tween Townships 5 and 6; that the southeast district of said Coun¬ 
ty shall be that portion of Lawrence County lying east of the line 
between Ranges 7 and 8 and south of the section lines which are 
parallel to and, approximately, one (1) mile south of the line be¬ 
tween Townships 5 and 6; that the southwest district of said 
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County shall be that portion of Lawrence County lying west of 
the line between Ranges 7 and 8 and south of the section lines 
which are parallel to and, approximately, one (1) mile south of 
the line between Townships 5 and 6; that the Board of Revenue, 
or other governing body, of Lawrence County, shall within four 
years after the approval of this Act cause the lines, hereinafter 
described, to be surveyed and permanently established by the 
erection of one (1) center concrete post, 1 ft. x 1 ft., and not less 
than three (3) feet in the ground, said post to be erected where 
the line between Ranges 7 and 8, and on the section line, approxi¬ 
mately, one (1) mile south of the line between Townships 5 and 
6, and one (1) post 6"x6" every mile on the lines between said 
districts above described; the center post, above described, to be 
permanently marked with arrows pointing north, east, south and 
west, with letters indicating the directions. 

Section 3. That at the primary election in 1944 and every 
four (4) years thereafter, the qualified electors of Lawrence Coun¬ 
ty entitled to participate in such Primary shall nominate one 
County Commissioner for said County of Lawrence for the north¬ 
east district and one for the northwest district, and at the general 
election in 1944, and every four (4) years thereafter, the qualifed 
electors of Lawrence County, Alabama, shall elect one County 
Commissioner for said County of Lawrence from the northeast 
district and one for the northwest district who shall be a bona fide 
resident of the district from which elected, and shall hold office for 
a period of four (4) years and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. At the Primary election in 1946 and every four years 
thereafter, qualified electors of Lawrence County entitled to par¬ 
ticipate in such Primary shall nominate one County Commissioner 
for said County of Lawrence for the southeast district and one for 
the southwest district, and at the general election in 1946 and 
every four years thereafter, the qualified electors of Lawrence 
County, Alabama, shall elect one County Commissioner for said 
County of Lawrence from the southeast district and one for the 
southwest district who shall be a bona fide resident of the district 
from which elected, and shall hold office for a period of four years 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 4. That the County Commissioner from each of said 
districts shall be nominated and elected as provided in this Act 
by the qualified electors of the entire County of Lawrence, each 
qualified elector being entitled to vote for a commissioner from 
each district from which a commissioner is to be nominated and 
elected at such Primary or such election. 

Section 5. That this Act shall not affect the right and tenure 
of office of the Members of the present County Commissioners of 
said County, but said Commissioners shall continue to hold and 
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discharge their duties of said office as now is incumbent upon 
them and as may be made incumbent upon them as provided by 
law and until their successors are elected and qualified under this 
Act. 

Section 6. If any section or provisions of this Act shall be 
declared void or unconstitutional, it shall not affect or destroy the 
validity or constitutionality of any other section or provisions 
which is not in and of itself void or unconstitutional. 

Section 7. That all laws or parts of laws not in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act shall remain in full force and effect. 
That all laws or parts of laws, general, local or special, in conflict 
with the provisions of this Act, be and the same are hereby re¬ 
pealed. 

Section 8. This Act shall be in full force and effect from and 
after its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To amend an Act entitled: ‘*An Act to establish an Inferior Law Court of 
Chilton County, Alabama; to define its jurisdiction and powers; to 
provide for its officers, their powers, duties and compensation; to pro¬ 
vide that said Court shall be open at all times for the trial of cases and 
transaction of business; to provide for the election of the judge of said 
Court, his term of office, and how vacancy in judgeship shall be filled. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That an Act entitled; “To establish an Inferior Law Court of 
Chilton County, Alabama; to define its jurisdiction and powers; 
to provide for its officers, their powers, duties and compensation; 
to provide that said Court shall be open at all times for the trial 
of cases and transaction of business; to provide for the election of 
the judge of said Court, his term of office, and how vacancy in 
judgeship shall be filled”, be and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

Section 1. That there be and it is hereby established in the 
County of Chilton an Inferior Law Court which shall be called the 
Inferior Law Court of Chilton County and which shall be a Court 
of record and shall have and exercise concurrent jurisdiction, au¬ 
thority, functions and powers now conferred or which may here¬ 
after be conferred upon the several circuit courts of the State 
of Alabama where the amount involved, exclusive of the interest 
and costs, do not exceed three hundred ($300.00) Dollars, and 
shall have and exercise jurisdiction of all misdemeanors and all 
offenses arising or committed in Chilton County under Article 3, 
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Title 34, Sections 89 to 104, inclusive, of the Code of 1940 of Ala¬ 
bama and Chapter 7, Title 13, Sections 350 to 383, inclusive, of the 
Code of 1940 of Alabama; said Court shall have concurrent juris¬ 
diction with the Probate Court of said county under said Titles. 
Said Court shall also have concurrent jurisdiction with Justices 
of the Peace of Chilton County of all matters whatsoever, but 
shall not have final jurisdiction to try persons charged with 
felonies. 

Section 2. That the said Inferior Law Court shall be held 
at the Court House of Chilton County and shall be open at all 
times for the trial of cases and the transaction of business. In 
case of sickness or disqualification of the judge, the law applicable 
to the appointment and service of special judges in the Circuit 
Court shall apply. The Judge of said Court shall be subject to 
the same penalties for failure to attend upon the Court as Circuit 
Judges of the State. The Judge shall keep an office in the Court 
House of Chilton County, Alabama, or at such other suitable place 
as may be provided by the Court of County Commissioners of Chil¬ 
ton County, Alabama, and it shall be the duty of the Court of 
County Commissioners of Chilton County, Alabama, to provide 
such office and supply the same with necessary furniture and fix¬ 
tures, stationery, telephone, lights, heat and janitor service. A 
session of said Court for the trial of criminal cases shall be held 
on the first Monday in each month and at such other times as 
the Judge of said Court may order, and a session for trial of civil 
cases shall be held on the second Monday of each month. The 
Clerk, with the approval of the Judge of said Inferior Law Court, 
is hereby authorized to purchase all necessary records, stationery 
and supplies for the convenience of said Court. The same shall 
be paid out of the County Treasury in the same manner as now 
provided by law for the payment of such records, stationery and 
supplies. 

Section 3. That the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Chilton 
County shall be ex-officio clerk of said Court and shall have the 
powers and discharge the duties, which will devolve upon the Clerk 
of the Circuit Court, and shall be subject to the same pains and 
penalties with regard to the duties of this office and shall be en¬ 
titled to the same fees, commissions and emoluments of office 
in cases wherein the amount involved is more than $50.00 as are 
now or may hereafter be allowed to Circuit Court Clerks of Ala¬ 
bama and in cases where the amount involved is $50.00 or less 
the same fees as are now or may hereafter be allowed Justices of 
the Peace, and the same shall be collected as such fees are col¬ 
lected in the Circuit Court. The clerk of the said Inferior Law 
Court as herein designated shall make and enter into a bond in 
the penal sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars for the 
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faithful performance of his duties as Clerk of the said court, said 
bond to be approved by the Judge of the Inferior Law Court of 
Chilton County, Alabama. 

Section 4. The Sheriff of Chilton County shall in person, or 
by deputy attend upon said Court and preserve order and all 
processes and writs issued from said Court shall be served as from 
the Circuit Court of said county and the Sheriff of Chilton County 
and ks deputy or that of his deputy in attending such Court shall 
receive $3.00 per day to be paid out of the county treasury as bail¬ 
iffs are paid in attending on the Circuit Court. The Sheriff shall 
receive the same fees for executing the processes and writs issued 
from said Court as provided by law for the execution of the same 
processes in the Circuit Court or in the Justice Courts of the 
County and the same shall be collected as such fees are now or may 
hereafter be provided by law. 

Section 5. The Judge of said Court shall adopt a seal for 
said Court which shall be kept in the custody and control of the 
Clerk of the said Court. 

Section 6. The Judge of said Court shall have power to issue 
search warrants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo 
warranto, and all other special and extraordinary writs. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of said Court 
to keep a record upon which shall be recorded all affidavits, and 
if any of said affidavits should be lost or destroyed, a certified 
copy thereof shall be used the same as the original, and the clerk 
shall receive a fee of twenty-five cents for recording such affidavits 
to be taxed as cost in case the defendant is convicted. 

Section 8. The witnesses attending upon said Court shall be 
entitled to, and paid the same fee as are paid the witnesses in the 
Circuit Court of Chilton County. 

Section 9. That there shall be taxed against the defendant 
on conviction the same solicitor’s or County Solicitor’s fee and 
the same shall be collected in the way provided by law for taxing 
and collecting solicitor’s fees in the Circuit Court and when col¬ 
lected shall be paid into the Treasury of Chilton County, Alabama. 

Section 10. That the procedure, practice and rules governing 
the Circuit Courts of Alabama shall in all things apply to and 
govern the procedure and practice in said Court of Chilton County, 
except as herein otherwise provided. 

Section 11. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Chil¬ 
ton County may be instituted in this Court by making an affi¬ 
davit before the Judge, the writ on said affidavit to be issued by 
the Clerk of said Court, and when the defendant is arrested on 
said affidavit, said case shall go on the docket for trial, and be tried 
as though the defendant had been indicted by a Grand Jury. 
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Section 12. In all civil actions commenced in said Court the 
defendant shall appear, plead, answer or demur within fifteen days 
from the service of the summons or writ or be in default, and the 
Judge of said Court shall, after such default, on motion of the 
plaintiff, ascertain the amount due in said cause and render judg¬ 
ment for the plaintiff accordingly. 

Section 13. In all civil actions in said Court, interrogatories, 
as provided by law and depositions, may be filed and taken by the 
parties in like manner as same are filed and taken in the Circuit 
Court and all laws applicable to interrogatories and depositions 
in the Circuit Court shall apply and govern in said Court, how¬ 
ever, the answers to the interrogatories shall be filed in said 
cause within fifteen days after the service of the same. 

Section 14. It shall be the duty of the Deputy Solicitor or 
County Solicitor of Chilton County, Alabama, to attend the Crimi¬ 
nal session of said Court and shall prosecute for the State all 
causes in said Court. That in the absence of the Deputy Solicitor 
or County Solicitor, the Judge of said Court may appoint a special 
Deputy Solicitor or County Solicitor to represent the State in 
cases that the Solicitor for said Court is required to represent the 
State in and shall receive for his compensation Five Dollars for 
each day or fraction thereof, for the time actually engaged under 
said appointment. 

Section 15. Any party feeling aggrieved from the judgment 
of said Court, rendered in any civil cause, may appeal from said 
judgment to the Circuit Court of Chilton County, Alabama, by 
giving security for the costs, the same to be approved by the 
Clerk or Judge of said Inferior Law Court or if the party desiring 
to appeal, wishes to supersede the judgment of said Court, then 
he may give security for cost, and a supersedeas bond in double 
the amount of the judgment, to be approved by the Judge or 
Clerk of said Court. All appeals from judgments in civil causes 
in said court shall be taken to the Circuit Court within thirty days 
after the rendition of the judgment, and all appeals taken from 
said Court shall be tried denovo in the Circuit Court in any case 
appealed from said Inferior Law to the Circuit Court. The ap¬ 
pellant, within ten days, after the perfection of his appeal and the 
appellee, within ten days after notice of appeal is served on him, 
may have the issues of fact tried by a jury in the Circuit Court 
by filing with the Clerk of the Circuit Court a written demand 
for a trial of said cause by a jury. 

Section 16. In all criminal cases of conviction in said Inferior 
Law Court of Chilton County the defendant shall have the right 
of appeal to the Circuit Courts of Chilton County, on entering into 
bond, with sufficient surety, to appear at the term of the Court 
to which the appeal is taken, and from term to term until dis- 
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charged; the bond to be in such penalty as the Judge of the said 
Inferior Law Court may prescribe, and to be approved by Judge 
or clerk of said Court. If the defendant does not make the bond 
required, he shall remain in custody. 

Section 17. Writs of garnishment may issue out of said 
Court in aid of pending suits filed therein or upon judgments 
rendered in said Court as now provided in Circuit Court except, 
however, the answer of the garnishee shall be filed within fifteen 
days after the service of the Writ of Garnishment. 

Section 18. That the Judge of said Inferior Law Court shall 
be a qualified elector of Chilton County, Alabama; shall be learned 
in law and shall not be less than twenty-five years of age; and 
shall be prohibited from engaging in the practice of law in the 
Courts of this State. Said Judge shall take and file with the 
Judge of Probate of Chilton County, Alabama, the oath of office 
required of Circuit Judges. The Judge of said Court may be re¬ 
moved from office, or impeached, in the manner now provided 
for the removal of Circuit Judges. 

Section 19. The said Inferior Law Court or Judge thereof 
may punish for contempt by fine not exceeding Fifty Dollars and 
by imprisonment not exceeding five days, one or both. 

Section 20. In case of a vacancy in the office of the Judge of 
the Inferior Law Court of Chilton County, Alabama, the same 
shall be filled by appointment of the Governor and the Judge ap¬ 
pointed shall hold office until the next general election thereafter. 

Section 21. That the Judge of said Court shall receive a salary 
of Twenty-four Hundred Dollars per year, payable Two Hundred 
Dollars per month, out of the General Funds of the Treasury of 
Chilton County, at the end of each month, payable on warrant 
drawn by the Judge of Probate. 

Section 22. In all trials, both civil and criminal, in said In¬ 
ferior Law Court of Chilton County, Alabama, the Judge shall 
determine both the law and facts without the intervention of a 
jury, except as herein otherwise provided, and shall award the 
judgment and fix the punishment, which the character of the of¬ 
fense demands and on default of the payment of any fine and costs, 
the defendant shall be sentenced to serve the same as provided by 
law for the sentencing of persons in the Circuit Court. 

Section 23. That the special election heretofore called by the 
Judge of Probate of Chilton County, Alabama, and held in said 
county, as provided for in Section 23 of the Act approved the 5th 
day of September, 1939, be and the same hereby is in all things 
confirmed, and the Judge elected for said Inferior Law Court of 
Chilton County, Alabama, shall hold office until the second Tues¬ 
day of January, 1945, and until his successor is elected and quali¬ 
fied. That the successor in office to said Judge shall be elected 
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at the General Election to be held on the second Tuesday of No¬ 
vember, 1944, and the Judge of said Court shall be elected every 
four years thereafter and shall hold office until his successor is 
elected and qualified. That nominations shall be made and elec¬ 
tions shall be held for the Judge of said Court as for all other 
county officers in Chilton County, Alabama. 

Section 24. That if any section, clause or paragraph of this 
Bill shall be declared unconstitutional and void, the same shall 
not affect any other section, clause or paragraph which is not un¬ 
constitutional and void. 

Section 25. That all laws, general, special, or local, in con¬ 
flict with the provisions of this Act are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 26. This Act shall become effective upon its final 
passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To confer upon Justices of the Peace and Notaries Public, with powers of 
Justices of the Peace, in and for Precinct No. 1 in Lamar County, 
Alabama throughout and Co-Extensive with Lamar County, Alabama.
